J Cannot Addrefs this Apology for 
the late Reformation of the Pra&ice 
of Phyfick (growing more and more 
Oppreflive and Deftru&ive) to any Pa- 
trons, who are either more willing or 
more capable, to Proteft and Recom- 
mend it. Your Zeal and Application 
in the excellent Government of your 
very Ancient and Famous Hofpital, and 
the generous Benefa&ions to it by ma- 
ny of you, demonftrate, that you areaf- 
fefted with the Calamities of the Sick 
and Maim’d. Thofe true Objetts of 
A 2 Charity, 
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Gharity, whom you receive in your two 
very fpacious Courts, and the Prefidents 
Building for Cutting for the Stone, and 
your Houle in Kent-Jlreet, Southwark * u , 
and that at Kingfland: Befides the large 
numbers of Out-Patients, on whom you 
beftow the Charity of your Medicines. 

The World may be juftly efteem’d a 
larger Hofpital, in which Providence by 
the Hands of Phyficians, or other Cha- 
ritable Advice gives its Simples to all 
Conditions of Mankind, when affii&ed 
with Sicknefs. 

But the great Bounty of Providence is 
in this Nation miferably perverted. The 
Medicines it affords in great Plenty, are 
with-held from the Poor by the exorbi- 
tant Prices, and their wonderful Powers 
to Cure Difeafes, are not Beneficial to 
the Rich, from their being either viti- 
oully prepar’d, or given for Gain in 
Quantities, to the apparent Detriment 
and Danger of the Sick. 

But to you the Poor flock at the Days 
appointed, to lay their Diftrefs before 
you, and implore your Relief from the 
Exa&ions of the ignorant and oppreffive 
Pretenders. You receive them into your 

Hofpital, 
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Hofpital, as a Sanftuary from the un- 
merciful Ufages they had been treated 
with abroad. 

The Pleafure and Satisfa&ion you 
have* in communicating the Bounties 
of your own and Predecelfors Charity, 
is as vifible, as you oblerve-the grateful 
Senfe of your Munificence in your lan- 
guilhing Patients^ 

When you (hall inform your nume- 
rous Friends, that your Hofpital and the 
College A& in the fame generous Defign 
of preferving the Poor from the Cruel- 
ties^of private Profit, tVhich knows no 
Bounds: And that the College has difco- 
verd the only Method of preventing the 
certain Ruin of the more Wealthy 5 the 
onlyObjeftion, which equally affefts both 
Societies, That we are injurious to the 
Gains of the Apothecary, will be difre- 
garded, and you will have the Applaufe 
of the Kingdom, as well as of your Fel-

PREFACE. 

- : *C! i . / 

I T is ufual in the Preface to acquaint the 
Reader, that he will receive fotne ad- 
vantage beyond the Expence in buying the 
Book, or the lofs t of Time in the Reading 
of it. This pretends by expofing the A- 
bufes of the practice of Phyfick; to in- 
form him, that he may have his Health 
and Life better fecur d for the time to 
come, at much lefs Coft, than he could 
expett without this Information. The 
Reader of what Condition foever will ap- 
prehend himjelf to be concern’d, and in an 
Affair of the greatejl Importance, viz. The 
faving of his Money and his Life , and will 
be mote affeffed and prepar’d , if he has 
had any Doubts or Jealoujies of having 
been ill treated in fo tender a Concern . The 
Grievances ’ tis true are publicly own’d and 
complain’d of, but the People apprehend , 

that 
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that no Remedy can be apply d with proba- 
bility of Succefs. For in this publich Ca- 
lamity or Difeafe , thete are: various Sym- 
ptomes, which are each of them very Affi- 
xing and Dangerous. 

The firft is, That the Poor are undone 
in every Sicknefs by the excejjive Prices of 
the Medicines. Thofe above Poverty, are 
forc'd to pay a large part of their Capital , 
to difcharge the Bill for the yearly Expence 
in Phyfick. And the Rich after the Reco- 
very are fenfible that the Reprieve is pur- 
chas’d now , at much higher Rates , than 
demanded before the late Improvements in 
this part of the Practice. ' r''\' 

But the Public ^ may be Reliev’d in this 
particular if they will confult thc following 
Treatife, whereby they will be afftfd and 
convinc’d by the clear eji Demonfiration , 
That all the mofl efficacious Medicines are 
very Cheap : That the greatejl number are 
not dearer than one Penny the Dofe , ta- 
king in even the Chymical Preparations in- 
to the Account. That the Medicines above 
that price are not Co valuable for their life 
and Effects, as thofe purchas’d at fo fmall 
an Expence. This Con fi deration will raije 
the drooping Spirits of the Poor and mean- 
ly \ er 
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er Sort, when they reflett, that Providence 
has provided for them the fame excellent 
Remedies , which 'Kings and the greatefl 
Quality mud apply to, when affixed with 
Sicknefs. , 

The fecond Complaint is. That too ma- 
ny Medicines are given in all kinds of Di- 
Jiempers, Aepte or Chronical, of left or 
greater Danger : That the Forms of many 
of them are naufious and offenfive to the 
Mouth and Stomach. And the abhorrence 
to thefe ungrateful and fupcrfluous Dofes is 
Increas'd, by the reflections on the recove- 
ry of great Numbers by few and more.plea- 
fant , adapted to the various differences of 
Conftitutions And, Difeafes. The People 
are with juji Caufe fearful of the lofs of 
Life from this Treatment it being now 
the publicity Voice, Tb'at the Patient is vi- 
flbly Kill'd and Defray'd by the opprejjive 
Quantities of Phyfick, he is forc'd to take. 
The more Difcerning therefore refufe to 
have recourfe to. the Art of Pkyfick be- 
cause they obferve, that in flight eafy Cafes, 
Medicines are obtruded more than are ne- 
ceffary , and that, in the more difficult , 
Nature is opprefi with todimany, altho any 
one Error may nroveFataUAnd are too often 
1 " c on- 
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in this Sentiment , by the Verdi&s 
ing Patients and Attendants. 

. . 

The Method here propos’d , "which pre- 
tends to remove thefe Grievances, cannot 
fail of the mo(l ready Acceptance : For it 
recommends it felf by being Obvious, and 
eafily Comprehended. To raife its Value in 
your Ejleem i no other has been , or can be 
found out , to be us'd to thefe great Pur- 
pofes , of preferving the Sick from being 
Cheated and Defiroy’d. This Panacea, 
without which Kings and Princes, as well 
as their Subjects, are expos'd to the greatejl 
Dangers, has been informer Ages us'd with 
the greatejl Applaufe , and was lately re- 
ceiv'd from being loft and buried in Obli- 
vion, by a part of' the College of PhyGci- 
ans. The Publick trill be fenfible of the 
great Advantage it will receive from it, 
and is oblig'd to apply it to the Non com- 
potes Mentis, who, from the Weaknefs or 
Di fir actions of their Spirits, are. not able to 
difcern its ZJjefulnefs. Ton will infant ly 
clofe with it upon the fir f Reflection, That 
none muft be permitted to Advife the 
ufe of Medicines with Profit from the 
vending of them. This will put down 

all 
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all the Empiricks and Quacks, but will 
preserve the Lives of the People , who fhall 
be otherwife Tortur’d and Deflro/d by 
Phyfick given for the Gain and Advantage 
of the Advifer. The Art of Phyfick will 
recover its Efleem and Reputation, when it 
fhall be, by this only Method, promis'd 
with Integrity and Fidelity to the Patient. 
The common Proverb, Opportunity makes 
the Thief, may Admonifh every one to be 
careful not to expofe himfelf to inevitable 
Danger. The Quack feH && Elixirs 
avow’d to be drawn from Gold for a Guinea, 
if he can find the Purcbafer. The Other 
Empiricks will put off their Remedies lire 
other more common way , viz. taking two 
or three Shillings for each Dofe, and put- 
ting one into the Month every Hour of the 
Day , and Night. The Phyjficians (if the 
very cheap and. low Prices of all the Me- 
dicines are not publicity known ) cannot 
negle'd the obvious and gainful Opportuni- 
ties of Cheating and Gratifying the Patient 
at the fame time , by the deceitful appear- 
ance of greater Care, and doing all that can 
be done. He will (if he does not prepare 
the Phyfick himfelf ) direCf the long Bill to 
keep up the mode of [pending the Medicines 

apace : 
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apace : and Bribing the Favour of theTrade, 
whofe Interejl lies in imploying the tnofl 
liberal Confumer. If the Phyfician objerves, 
that the Medicine-Vender is often with the 
Patient to forward the quickfijfe andCon- 
fumption , can he adventure to baulk the 
putting off" the Manufactures ? How will 
the Phyficians ftrive to out-do one another, 
in raffing his Profit by little Dofes , to be 
taken as fafl as they can .<? Or if any ones 
Stomach be Squeamifh in Sympathy with the 
Patient’s, he (hall be us’d no more. 

That this is the prefent f late of Phyfick, 
is juflly fufpeffed from the common Obfer- 
vations. But it will appear to you , if you 
confult your Bills of thefe later Tears, of 
fifty , a hundred, and a hundred and fifty 
Pounds in one Fit of Sickffefs : And if 
you obferve the vifible Court made by Mo- 
dern Phyficians to the Faff or s in Praffice, 
That if you’ll give me your Intereft and 
Favour, you (hall dircft my Writings as 
you pleafe. 

But if y our Faffors are grown fo nume- 
rous, that they cannot Live, unlefs much 
more Phyficl^ be put ojf$ and if they are 
full of Prentices, who are to take more in 
their turns ^ and the Phyficians are to be

brought in, as they are zealous to oblige 
them: Can you doubt of the true Rcafon , 
that Phyfick is fufpebted of Treachery to the 
Patient , and therefore by many fear d and 
avoided , and charg’d with the Deaths , at 
almojl all the Funerals? The Phyfician may 
indeed be the lnjlrument of your Ruine , 
but he is mov'd by another Hand'. He is 
under the Force and Necefjity of obeying 
the Orders and Commands ofthofe whom 
your Folly has made his Superiors ; who 
cannot Live , if they fuffer any Injiances of 
Recovery without many Dofes. If there- 
fore you will choofe and proteOf your Phy- 
fician , and pay your Apothecary, when his 
Attendance is wanted , for his Vifits fepa- 
rately • you will quickly difcover the ufe of 
this Panacea, and will conclude with us, 
that Medicines, which ad on Nature with 
more or lefs Violence, can then only be fafe- 
ly taken, when they are given only to pre- 
jcrve Health and Life. But it is objected 
by many with great Vehemency and Preju- 
dice, that if our Lives are to be favd by 
this Method , it ivill be prejudicial to and 
will offend our Apothecary, and that we 
ought not Arbitrarily to determine the Pri- 
ces of the Preparations of the Shop, but al- 
low the Apothecary a Lively hood. To 
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To this i ve Anfwer, That we do not ex- 
cept againfe the Kates of the Phyfeck^,as‘tis 
now every Day fold by the true Apothecary, 
who compounds the Medicines himfelf and 
attends in his Shop to the felling of them 
to his Cujlomers. TJj age has fext thefe 
Prices, which we acknowledge to be very 
moderate. And according to thofe Prices , 
the Dofes of the mojl Excellent and mojl 
Prevalent to prejerve Life , are fold for 
one Penny. But to obviate or remove *the 
leaf furmize of Fallacy, we fhew you in the 
following Trad, 

In the Firfl place , the values of all the 
Simples, the mojl confederd and experi- 
enc’d, and fuch as are applauded by the befi 
Writers and Pradicers of this Age. 

In the Second Place , the Compounds 
are reprefented to you, with the moderate 
Rates, defer d by the Apothecaries them - 
felves in their Shops. Whereby it will ap- 
pear that one with the other the Dofe may 
be bought for a Penny. 

Thirdly, The various Mixtures of them 
will be laid before you with their rejpecfive 
values, that you may every Day compute 
what Fee you give for Advice and Atten- 
dance, when you pay it in fo many Boles. 
Powders and Draughts. And 
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And in the Fourth Place , The mofi oh - 
vious Injlances mil be given , in which the 
Sick, have been inhumanely opprefi by many 
ufelefs , natifeous and hurtful Medicines , 
to procure great Profit by the fale ofPhyfick. 
From the Premifes you will be able to make 
thefe few Deduction s and Conclufions , viz. 
That the befi Medicines have been denyd 
you , becauje they will eafily be difcover’d 
to be very cheap: That the Juleps , of the 
hot ^compound Waters, (made of the Spi- 
rits of Sugar and Mault') and the Boles 
of the unwholfom Conferves and Syrups 
have been prefi upon you , becaufe they bring 
vafi Profit , being mixt extempore with- 
out Trouble to the Shop : That the Phyfi- 
cians never have nor ever will communi- 
cate their Skill and their befi Medicines 
to the practicing Apothecary : That the 

Phyficians in the prejent Practice, being 
advifed with at the end of frequently fatal 
Difiempers , perplext and obfcurd with too 
great Quantities of the vitious Juleps and 
Boles , cannot arrive to any fujficiency in 
the Art , but recommend themfelves either 
by writing daily the long Bills , or by filfe 
Preemptions of great Cures in the moft 
eafy Difiempers, which they pronounce Ma- 
. lignant $ 
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lignant 5 Or on the other hand negleft and 
fly away front the more dangerous and dif- 
ficult Dtfeafes. 

You mil then he convinc’d , that this 
late ProjeU, of publijhing the Intrinlick 
value of all Medicines, and preventing 
the Gain defignd from more than the ne 
ceffary Dofes; is the lafl and only Re- 
medy, which can be given to the almoji 
defperate Calamities of the Rich, as well 
as the Poor. And to make this only Plea 
for the Faculty, you will at lafl confefs. 
That it has been corrupted and de- 
bauch’d by your own Folly and Inad- 
vertency: That your Phyfician by being 
oblig’d to prefer the other Interefl before 
your own, has been deter d from pre- 
fuming on any Alteration in the eflablifit 
and general Z)fage : That he has not da- 
red to offer at contracting the Quantities 
and the Rates of Medicines, or bringing in- 
to ufe the more efficacious, altho by them 
Health would be rejlord in lefs time and 
with the fmallefl Expence. 

. , To Conclude , Tou may Judge as you 
pleafe of the whole Affair. Tour Concern in 
it is greater than Ours, and you may if 

you 
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you pleafe adhere to the Pernicious Cufiom y 
rather than yield to Salutary Reafons a- 
gainjl it 3 But you veil l at lajl Confefs y That 
we have no other Dejign in this Treatije 
than the Publick Good 5 which we think 
is a fujficient Apology for this attempt of 
Reforming the P raff ice of Phyfick which 
has been many Years too juftly accus’d and 
fufpefted.

For the Prefent 

REFORMATION 

OF THE 

Practice of Phyfick. ' 

I T is moft certain, That all Nations, even 
the moft Barbarous, have in all Ages 
made ufe of Medicines to eafe their 
Pains, or preferve Life in more dange- 
rous Diftempers, even the Brutes by Inftind 
have their Phyfick and Surgery. And it is 
reported by Hiftory, That (after the Priefts 
had colleded many Obfervations from the 
Votaries at their Altars of their feveral Cures) 
the Princes and their Subjeds in the higheft 
Stations, were very Zealous in the farther 
B 1 db~ 
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Improvements of their Knowledge of Sim- 
ples, and their Application to 'the Cures of 
Difeafes. Befides their own Intereft, they 
were honour’d by Statues ere&ed to perpe- 
tuate their Memoirs, and by many other In- 
ltances of the publick Gratitude. And fince 
Phyfick, with all other Arts and Sciences, is 
allow’d to have advanc’d more towards Per- 
fe&ion, fince it became a Profefiion. It is 
worth the Enquiry, why it is now fo far ne- 
• gledted, that few apply to it to prevent, or 
in the fivit Approaches of Difeafes, and ex- 
prefs their Sufpicions and Diffidence in the 
ofe of it. 

Tho’ the Writings of Dr. Iiarvey , Dr. 
GUfJon, Dr. mills. Dr . Sydenham, Dr. Lower, 
and many others, are Valued, and their Pra- 
ctice gratefully remembred by their Patients : 
Yet the Faculty has declin’d in the publick 
Efteem. The Empiricks, their Rivals, have 
the Title conferr’d on them, have ufuaily the 
fii ft Aiidrefs. in molt Cafes, and have had 
the Privileges Communicated' to them. 

The Truth is, Three or Four of our 
Worthies, in imitation of the Gentlemen on 
the Stages on Tower- Hill , have avow’d 
themfelves to be the only Phyficians that 
all the reft know nothing, if compar’d to 
them. And you defpife che Livity and Va- 
nity of tbefeyour Judges of Life and Death. 
Yon refent their fatal Negligence, or affedt- 
ed Csrelefnefs, or naufeat their fulfome Elo- 
quence, 
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quence,or comicalPrattle before theLanguilh- 
ing Patient. But thefe are Articles which con- 
cern but a fmaller Part : The Impeachment is 
more fevere againft the general Practice, viz.. 
That the Sick, are in all Cafes opprefs d with 
too many Medicines, and made to loat^i and 
complain of the very Cordials : That the 
Expence is made greater, and more Extra- 
vagant by the fnfpeded Confederacy, and 
the Artifices vifible in the new Modes of 
Prefcribing : And that the Death of the Pa- 
tient is frequently fuppos’d not the Effeft 
of the Difeafe, but of the numerous Dofes 
obtruded in the fame Proportions in every 
Sicknefs, and Age, vifibly pulhing on De- 
clining, and even Departing Life. Which 
after the Departure make the Pots and Glaf- 
fes obferv’d with the fame Paffions and Con- 
cern, as the bloody Sword is view’d, when 
the Coroner makes his Inqueft. 

In other Trials, the Defendant denies the 
Fails, he is Charged with ; and puts the Ac,- 
cufer upon the Proof of his Allegations. 
We confefs and own all the Particulars, but 
we make our Proteftation, which, we doubt 
not, will Abfolve us, viz.. That there is an 
Error Pcrfon,e , that you are miftaken in the 
Names and Characters of the Criminals. The 
major Part of the College has many Yeats' 
paft detefted and abhor’d this inhumatte 
Treatment of the Sick, which they forefavy 
nsufi: with the Lives of the People, at lali 
B Z prove 
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prove DeftruSive to the Faculty. They 
have us’d feveral Methods to oblige their 
Members to the mod: fincere and "faithful 
Pra&ice of their Profelfion. 

But the general Corruption of the Age, 
like a peftilential and infe&ious Air, fpread 
at laft the Contagion through almoft the 
whole Body, unlefs where the Strength of t he 
Temperament could oppofe the malignant 
JmprelGon. The great Profit, and confe- 
quently the greater Reputation being eafily 
acquir’d by Amufement and Cheat *, And the 
Party deceiv’d exprdfing his Satisfaction in 
theAddrefs, Artifice, and fpecious Colours 
the Deceit is cover’d with ; ’tis no wonder, 
the Art of Pbyfick has pretended to its lhare 
in the puhlickly profefs’d Freedom and Li- 
bertinage ; when the Quarry is avow’d to 
be, as the Beads, fera Natura, of the open 
and cbmmon Field, the free Entertainment 
of every Purfuer. Some have very weakly 
imagin’d, that Pfiyficians would diftinguilh 
t'nemfelves, being obliged, by the highefb 
Trufl and Confidence repofed in them to 
preferve the Patient’s Life. But can it alone 
be debarr’d and circumfcrib’d within the 
narrow and untrodden Paths of the Antiquat- 
ed honeft and fincere Practice ? Can any 
fmall Party of the Cannibals defend it felf 
from the Derifion and Jnfults of the whole 
Community, when, feeding on the Flelh of 
their Enemies, or Deceas’d Friends gives 
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the higheft and the moil grateful Nourish- 
ment, and the natural Abnorrence fliall be 
foon ftiflcd by Pradice, and general Guitom. 
If the Opinions of the Faculty have been of- 
ten fuipeded, can you imagine, it fhall pre- 
tend alone to abound in GmdiVorks? !f the 
People have loll their Common Senfe , and can- 
not fee the obvious Caufes of their Com- 
plaints, that tho’ they can Buy all the Me- 
dicines at low Rates at the Shop, yet they 
pay forth Mixtures very dearly in the Bill, 
and that more is brought in than the Patient 
can bear, or the Stomach receive. Will yoij 
exped even Common Hontfly in our Profefli- 
on, when it has no Intereft-of its own left 
in being juft to the Patient, but muft keep 
up the old Cheats of making the Profit by 
the Medicines, or invent new, when the 
other are difcovered and beaten out of ufe ? 
The Pretence to a diflinguilhing Character 
fhall cover the vileft Frauds, like the gilding 
of the bitter Pills. If any of the Society af- 
fed to be thought the Patrons of Religion 
and Vertue, you may call your Eye on the 
Side- Board, or the long Prefer iption, or 
the famous Bills above the Bundled Pounds, 
and compare this with the cheaper and fafer 
Treatment by the few other Phyficians. 

The Governments in all the other Parts 
of Europe , both the Monarchal and Demo- 
cratical, have proteded and defended their 
Subjeds from being invaded in their Lives 
B 3 and 
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and Fortunes, from being Cheated and De- 
ihoy’d by coftly, and by more then are ne- 
ceflary, and therefore very injurious. Reme- 
dies. The Magiftrates were inform’d, That: 
the mod fovereign and efficatious Medicines 
are very Cheap,* but were put off to the 
Poor, as well as the Rich at Exorbitant Prices: 
That to make the Profit grow confiderably 
in every Day of the Sitknefs, -great Num- 
bers of Dotes were prefs’d on the Patients 
of all Conditions. They were fenfible. 
That as the ftronger Meats andJLiquors f: e- 
quently opprefs the Stomach, and Surfeit ; 
Medicines ading with more Vehemence in a 
Diftemper’d body couid not fail to inflame 
the Blood, and difordcr the Spirits, before 
enfeebh d by the force of the Difeafe. Ha- 
ving their own IntereJt in view, as well as 
that of the Publirk, which they were obliged 
to fecure from Qpptelfion, They have De- 
termin’d, That only one, or two, or three 
Apothecaries (h ill Exercife their Trade in 
their large and well inhabited Cities Thefe 
important Reafor.s prevail’d with Them, wfc. 
That the Shops might mote ealily be Infped- 
ed, and that the Medicines might he usd, 
while they retain’d their Vertues; and be- 
caufe nothing can be more pernicious to we 
Health of the People , than a numerous Trade, 
wh'ch , to maintain it felf , (hall be urging the V en( 
Phyfick in great Quantities to all Ages, Con - 
jlitmotu and Ifhfiafes* They ^Ifo fix d and 
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afcertain’d by publick Authority the refpe- 
&ive Prices of Medicines, to obviate the un- 
neceflary Expence ro themfelves, but ruin- 
ous to the Induftrious and more Indigent. 
Their Apothecaries are net alSoflv’d to mul- 
tiply by Apprentices , but one out of the 
Shop is by the Publick Authority appointed 
to fucceed in the Employment. Hamburg has 
but one, Stockholm , Copenhagen Four or Five. 
Parity which Rivals London in the Numbers 
of its Inhabitants, has but Fifty One. They 
are, from the due regard to the fafety of the 
People, Exempted from Offices, either 
Troublefome or Profitable, tint they may be 
always infpedting the Preparations, or com- 
pounding of the Dofes , to prevent the 
deadly Confequences of fophifticated Medi- 
cines, or the fatal Errors of one Compofiti- 
on for another not eafily to be Diftinguiffi’d : 
They are not permitted to vifit the Sick, 
that they may not be wanting from the Du- 
ties of the Shop, or be tempted to gratifie 
themfelves as they pleafe for the Trouble, 
by introducing the Cuitonvof taking too of- 
ten the Boles and Cordials. The Phyfician’s 
Fees are fettled according to the various Con- 
ditions and Abilities of the Patient. ’Tis 
not allow’d them , to make any Advantage 
by the Arbitrary Rates of the Phyfick, when 
Prepar’d by themfelves ; that the Patient and 
the Bill may not be too much inflam’d by a 
. B 4 Front 
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Profit on that fide not eafily to be Limited 
or Confin’d. 

And whereas the Phyfician’s Thoughts 
ought to be fix’d only on the Difcovery of 
the Nature of the Dileafe, and of the proper 
Method and Medicines to be us’d , you here 
diftrad his Mind with the other Project of 
picking the Poc et, b> the contriv’d numbers 
and varieties of Remedies for that purpofe. 
When the deluded Attendants demand all 
the helps and affiftance which the Art can 
afford, and cannot difcern the dangers from 
too many Doles; Can the Artift refufe to 
pleafe them and himfelf, when the hill is 
made profitable and conformable to his 
Attendance, by the numbe> s of the little high 
priz’d Boles and Draughts, he can bring 
into the Chamber ? 

We would not be fufpe&ed to defign any 
prejudice to the induftrious and careful Apo- 
thecary. His Bufinefs requires the greareft 
Diligence and Fidelity, in fele&ing the Drugs, 
and preparing them faithfully according to 
the appointment of the Faculty ; and in ma- 
king up the Dofes, with that juft regard to 
the Life of the Sick, that all Sufpicion of 
the leaft miftake, may be prevented in the 
Weight and Meafure, or Numbers of the 
Drops. Nor can you fufpeft, That we pre- 
fume to fet the Prices on the Preparations of 
the Shop, or confine the profit of that T rade. 
They are now Sold at very moderate Rates, 

whea 
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when demanded by the Ounce or fmaller . 
quantities, an paid tor in ready Mony. 
They were formerly apply’d to the common 
Accidents of Healch , by the Pi udence and 
Skill of the Family, or wete compounded, 
and mix'd, by the Phyfician in the Houfe, 
when more apparent danger requir’d his at- 
tendance. 

But when the Apothecary deferts his Sta- 
tion, is alwa.s abioad, and leaves the Com-, 
pounding Part to his-Y-mno Unexperienc’d* 
App: entice; who cannot avoid fimctimes 
mil uung one thing for another, by which 
Errors very many are known to have loft 
their Lives •, You will allow, 1 hat the Peo- 
ple, and the College fhall realdnably pro- 
vide for the iafety of themfelves, and their 
Patients. When ’cis known that the Pre- 
feripts are made up of Medicines, bought by 
Whole- Sale, or of the Chymift, and not 
made up by the Apothecary himfelf, as is 
too much the prefent Practice, and confe- 
quen l cannot be known to be made of all, 
and the belt Ingredients, but are fufpecred, 
becanfe bought at low Pi ices ; you will 
doubt, whether the Char-after of an Apothe- 
cary can be given to this New, and till late- 
ly unknown Employment. When he negleds 
the Bufinefs of his Trade, ‘neither prepaies 
himfelf the Compofitions , nor forms .the 
Dofes from them , to be deliver’d on the 
(Bipft urgent cccalions, but undertakes to ad- 
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vife in all Diftemper, ; he becomes an Em- 
pirick, and invades a Profeflion which hecan- 
not be fuppos’d to underftand. This has 
been warmly argued lately, but the Contro- 
verfy may be foon decided, when you {hall 
apprehend, that the Art of Phyiick cannot 
be attain’d without fome parts of Learning. 

A Phyfitian is prefum'd to have Colle&ed 
from the Greek and Latin Authors, which 
, treat of this Subjed, whatever has been ob- 
ferv’d , relating to the Natural State in 
Health, and how this Natural State is al- 
ter’d , and deprav’d by Sicknefs , and by 
what means it may be reftor’d. He. is fup- 
pos’d to have confider’d the Pofition, and 
Ufes of all the Parts of the Body by Ai\ato- 
.my •, all the various Changes, from the Birth 
to Old Age, in both Sexes : How Diftem- 
pers appear in their firft approaches, pro- 
ceed regularly , and terminate in Life or 
Death; what Methods and Medicines have 
been us’d with Succefs ; and for what Rea- 
fons Life has been deftroy’d, by the hurt- 
ful Qualities or Quantities of Simples, by in- 
fiamingor cooling, or irritating, or Itupify- 
ing the Spirits, and opprefling the Powers - 
of Nature, by which the endeavour’d her 
own Relief and Piefervation. Whereas our 
Modern Emperick having made only one 
general Obfervation, i. e. that many lhall 
recover in all Diftempers, after the ufe of 
4ay Cordials, and Two or Three other Me- 
dicines | 
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dicincs y Pr Sices ftom the Receipts of Phy- 
fit/ans, with orly a confub’d, and doubtful 
Guefs of their llfes and Applications, in the 
various difFeiences of the Conftitutions and 
Difeafes. He amufes the People into an Opi- 
nion of the Excellence of his Remedies, by 
the great ncfs of the Price, and of his Learn- 
ing and Abilities, b ; the great V\ crds he 
diftinguilhes them b/, which iniinuate to 
the vulgar, his m- ft perfcdt Knowledge of 
the Languages ihofe Names are deriv’d 
from. 

But'if he had anv fmattering of Latin when 
be is K und Prentice, he ufualiy forgets it in 
the fervile Employments of 'he Shop, or 
the* lower Services of conveying the Phyfick 
abroad. The Matter is not luppos’d to in- 
ftruft his Studies, or direrft his ObPtvations 
of the Cafe of the Cuftomer in the Bed. 
However with this Kr.owledg he fets up, 
and advifes every one that fends for him, 
with a laige Proportion of Medicaments gi- 
• ven moft freque tly to them ; but chiefly 
burning Cordials, which are applauded by 
the Attendants, who iudge of their Gocd- 
nefs, by the warmth they give to their own 
Palates. As the Difeafes reigning are vio- 
lent, or lefs fevere, forne lhall die, and fome 
recovery We may ask your Judgmenr, when 
he can diftinguilh, w hether the Difeafe, or 
the Medicines bung Life to its Period. If 

lays the blame on the Difeafe, as the Old 

Nurfes 
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Nurfes always do, when will he think of 
ufing any other Medicines ? He proceeds 
till after he has paft the time allow'd for 
Delcretion by the Civil Law y And when 
he apprehends Danger, he calls in a Phyfi- 
tian ; but the Phyfitian cannot dittern the 
Diftemper, becaufe the Symptoms are not 
from the natural Motions of the Humour, 
but the Heat and Violence of the Cordial^ 
The Phyfitian gives very high Cordials in the 
cold Sweats, and the laft Agonies \ the other 
gives the fame the next Day in the burning 
Paroxyfm of a Fever inflam’d with Wine. 
The Phyfitian blitters the Stupid and Lethar- 
gick : He blitters the wakeful and the. raving. 
It is frequently faid in their Vindication, 
that when they aft alone, they are cautious 
of doing any harm, and give only good Cor- 
dial Boles and Draughts. But you will ap- 
prehend , how pernicious this Practice is, 
if you grant (till we have an opportunity to 
demonstrate the reafon) that by the Cordial 
Boles and Draughts, the Intermitting Fevers 
are made putrid without IntermilGons, and 
fome Days after, become Spotted and Ma- 
lignant. The Ufes of all the Medicines, 
have been adjufted and ftated, from the Ob- 
fervatiohs of the many Thoufands they have 
deftroy’d or cured. They are all of them 
nfeful and neceflary in feveral Cafes , but 
deadly and poyfonous in other Diftempers. 
The Erapirick then Ihall kill great Numbers 

• > of 
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of Children, and the more feeble Patients, 
before he happens to think of changing the 
Method, and that too may probably be the 
unfortunate Application of fome other Phy- 
litian’s Receipt. But fay they the people 
will hardly admit of any other than com- 
fortable Cordials, which lhall therefore be 
diftributed to all the Families. We knew 
an Apothecary, who over Night appointed 
his Servant to make ready twenty Boles out 
of one Pot, and twenty Draughts out of one 
Glafs: Thefe he convey’d to hisCuftomers 
the next Morning \ to the Old and Young, 
to the Male and Female, without diftin&ion, 
and promis’d a new Supply jn the Afternoon. 
You may think it your Intereft to inquire, 
how many do not make up the Boles and 
Draughts in the fame manner , and after that 
Copy deliver them about to the Houfcs. 
Thus the Feverifh is heated, and cheer’d, and 
made merry, and at laft delirous, but has 
no't one Remedy, which fhall make any al- 
teration or reparation of the Humour, by 
which the Difeafe is diftinguiih’d. Thefe 
Matters are kept from the Knowledge of 
the People by the Phyfitians, who muft fup- 
port their Credit and Reputation, beeaufi: 
your pretended Apothecary, hath the pow- 
er of the Keys, committed to him, of keep- 
ing in, and ihutting out what Phyfitians he 
pleafes, recommends tbofe only , who will 
give the higheft Encomium of his Skill and 
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Judgment, and juftify the lift of many Do 
fes, by appointing more, and rai.mg their 
profit very much beyond nis own Fee. 

From this Caufe cnly, the picfenc Dif- 
grace of the Profeflion, the complaints of 
the vaft Expence of the Bill, and vhe fre- 
quent Deaths from too much Phylick, are 
now cbfetv’d to be deriv’d. You would 
have freh in the College, the generous Emu- 
lation of railing the efteem of the Profeflion 
by applying the method to the Circumstances 
of the DiFafes of reftoving fome diforders 
by the rules of Diet, Abftinence, and Exer- 
cife } and in others by the molt diligent Ob- 
fervations of the, Signs and Symptoms by 
which Nature craves to be aflifted y were 
they not aft aid, that the firft would be re- 
ferred and exploded, becaufe the Apothe- 
cary has no profit by it *, and the other make 
their Attendance lefs importun’d, and leflen 
by degrees their Authority in the Family. On 
the other fide, Flow diligent have on r Can- 
didates for Preferment been, and how indu- . 
ilrious to recommend their Service? Who 
have lately been (hewn to the People, but the 
painful Writers of the long Bills, or the 
obligingly negligent, who leave the Patient 
to the fledciy management of that Conrfe of 
Phyfick, till other Symptoms, and more im- 
minent danger demand a new and a longer 
method. His defign’d and premeditated neg- 
lect give him the Fame of hourly bufinefs. 
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and muft be gratified with the greater 
Fee. 

The Phyfician, when he comes to the City, 
or any part of the Kingdom, having fpent 
his Fortune in his Education, confiders which 
are the moft obvious and practis’d methods 
of making himfelf known, and by it exer- 
ciiing hisProfeffion. He is inform’d,- or pre- 
fently obferves, That all the Families are 
under the Dire&ion of their Apothecary ,who 
gives his Phyfick, till he fears the Patient 
will die, and then appoints a Fhyfician, pre- 
par’d to acquit him, by bearing the Reproach 
with the moft perfect Resignation. He is 
advis’d to caft his Eyes round the Town, 
and confider how they flouriih in the com- 
mon Fame, who had thefe Inftru&ions at 
their firft arrival, and who have us’d great 
Induftry in the practice of them. If he has 
found out any more effectual Medicines, or 
more compendious and grateful methods of 
Cure, or would imitate the applauded Pra- 
ctice of Dr. Lower , or Dr. Sydenham (to 
omit many others ) he hears th cVas i^iElis ! as ' 
the Romans from the Conquering Gauls ; That 
the Phyfician muft not now affume to himfelf 
the Direction of the Patient *, That the Apo- 
thecaries can bear no Reformation in Phyfick, 
that their numbers (with the llnlicens’d 
Shops and the Quacks, Nurfes, &c. giving 
Phyfick) being much increas’d, they depend on 

the

the quantifies of Medicines in fuitablej)ro= 
portions. They are commanded to reaa thd 
fam’d Difpenfary t oem, and jemark the Fa* 
vourites there defcrib’d, M. Q. C. B. who, 
tho’ they differ as much as the four Elem nts* 
or the qualities ofoui Drugs, have been rais’d 
by their entire Obedience to us, nu Writing 
as much as we are willing to pet off in the 
refpefiive Families. He is b’>d to take notice, 
bow readily they lift themfelves every day to 
£U up the Troops, to be led by them to at- 
tack the College, as you obferve deicrib’d in 
that Hiftorical Poem. 

Thete Wretches need not be inform’d, 
That after they have extoll’d the Empiricks 
Procefs, and directed more Medicines to that 
and t he other purpofes , they fnrnilh him 
with a Licenfe to pra&ife, and the People 
with the ‘ftrongeft and moft cogent Argu- 
ment, to rely cn his, and excufe the Phyfi- 
cian’s Attendance One of them made the 
Prognoftick, that the Profeflion .night fui vive 
three or four Years, when He and the Party, 
by the loathfome number of Dofes, and the 
•extravagant Expence, perfuade the Fublick 
of two Evils to thufe the leaft. The Uni- 
vet fity Diploma, obtain’d after many \ ears 
Application to the Study cf Phyfick is null d, 
and cancel Td by the Clubs of the Divefiors 
of the Fraftice of the Town.* If the Gra- 
duate pretends to reform the Eftabliftfd 
Uiage, the Terms, by which he is admitted 
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into Favour of furrendring to them at Dif 
cretion, are at firft grievous to him. He 
parts with his Licenfe of exerciling his Pro- 
fefGon, with more or lefs ReluCtancy, as his 
Temper, his Fortunes or Neceflities diftin- 
gui(h him. 

The manners of the Age, the general Pra- 
ctice, and the inadvertency of the People 
perfwade him to comply, befide the cogent 
principle of Nature to preferve himfelf. 
You cannot expeft, That when the Brew- 
ing of Wines, and the Sophiftications of 
many Drugs, are the Subjects of common 
Converfation, that all the Phyfitians fhould 
hazard the Envy of tfie'Myfteries, by a more 
nice and tender regard to the Health and 
Lives of the Pepple. The Crimes of our 
Profeffion have been often expos’d, and the 
Artifices and Fourberies of the Englifli Pra- 
ctice derided and condemn’d by many late 
Writers. The Romm Senators, who were 
Phyfitians to their Friends and Families, ex- 
peil’d, and banifh’d the Greek PraCticers out 
of Rome and Italy. Pliny has recorded their 
manners of Pra&ice, detefted by Cato, and 
after him by the Roman Nobility. They 
were almoft the fame with ours, which may 
be fuppos’d to be Copied from them, or in- 
vented fi nee, and brought again into ufe by 
Men of the fame Genius. They are the 
Amufements of their endlefs Prattle, the 
Frauds of the grievous Prices of Foreign 

Q Me- 
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Medicines, in the Place of the more ufeful 
of their own Grow th, the exorbitant Rates 
of their Compoiitions and Secrets, and the 
perfidious Tortures of the Sick, to give the 
greater value to the Cure. Pliny feems to be 
difpleas’d with the pompous care in the 
choice of Judges of the greateft and mod 
known Integrity, who hear the common 
Caufes : And that a Crime punilh’d with 
Tranfportation, m oft be try’d by a larger 
Number, purpofely appointed ; while the 
Senate, the Magiftrates, the Judges, are ex- 
pos’d to the Artifices, and Frauds of a cor- 
rupt Profeffion y as he, who had perus’d all 
the Authors, and who 'knew the Prices and 
tlfes of all the Simples and Compofitions, 
pafles his Sentence on that of his Time. Me- 
rit o plettbnur, dum nemini noftrum libet fa- 
re, quid faluti fut opus fit. We are, fays he, 
treated, as we deferve, if we will not en- 
deavour to difcover the Criminal, who ei- 
ther Robs us, or Deftroys us. We may 
compute the Numbers cur’d by the charitable 
Advice of the Roman Senators and Gentle- 
men, who apply the try’d and experienc’d 
Simples, not vitiated and deprav’d by Pre- 
parations falfly pretended to improve them. 
They have no other Intereft, but to Cure 
the Pains and the Difeafes, by themoft cheap 
and efFedtual Remedies. Whereas you fee 
in the Trading Practice, the Patient oppreft 
by the varieties of Medicines, and Num- 
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bers of the Dofes in the acute Cafes, and in 
the Chronical and lefs vehement ihifted from 
one to the other, without prolpeft of relief, 
till loathing; of all Phyfick, and dread of the 
expence , leaves Nature at liberty to pre- 
ferve it felf. 

Our Calamity is greater than that of the 
Roman People. Their Senate were able to 
difeern the Caufe, and apply the Cure; with 
us they feel and complain , but are not al- 
low’d, as in a Crowd of Cheats, to demand 
Redrefs. It’s often wondred , That the 
Publick Authority , or the College by it, 
do not put down the fcandalous Quacks in 
all the Allies of the Town. But every 
Profecution improves his Induftry and fub- 
limes and lharpens his Art of cheating to 
repair his Ipfs , by laying the Fine on his 
Vifitants, invited by the Advertifements, or 
the Bill on the fame Pofts, where the Ma- 
giftrate fixes his Proclamation. The better 
part of the College has been always watch- 
ful to prevent , and have apply’d various 
Remedies, to the publick Grievances, from 
the fraudulent Praftice of Phyfick. 

They have by their Moral Statutes admo- 
nilh’d their Members, and by eafie Mulcts 
made them afhsm’d of joining with the Ern- 
piricks in a Combination, which they know, 
will at leaft prove fatal to themfelves. They 
and their Affociates fill the City with their 
Clamours,, that their Liberty and Property 

C % are 
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are in danger •, that the People, who, they 
fay, love, and ought to be cheated, are a- 
bout to have their true lnterell laid before 
them. This is th e Shibboleth, which difcri- 
minates the two Parties of the Phyficians 
here To exclaim again!! the Coliege is the 
fulleft, tho’ the molt compendious Declara- 
tion, that they are ready to deliver up the 
Profeflion to them, who offer the molt valu- 
able conlideration of prefent Bufinefs. When 
they had obferv t d, That they -were incorri- 
gible by all the more eafy Methods, and that 
their Confederates grew daily more formi- 
dable by their numbers, they were oblig’d 
to have recourfe to the Magillratc. The Com- 
mittee of the College repiefented to a Commit- 
tee of the slldermen and Common Council , the 
milerable condition of the Poor , and the 
meaner Families ; who are pillag’d of all 
their Subftance, in every Sicknels, by the 
exceffive Rates of their Pbylick. That as 
Providence bellows the bell and moll effi- 
cacious Medicines, with a liberal Hand, that 
the Poor, as well as Rich, may partake of 
their life, and are now fold at the Apothe- 
caries Shop, with very reafonable Profit, they 
propos’d •, that by noting that Price on the 
Paper, the Remedy might not grow to ten 
or twenty timds its bignefs, becaufethe mix- 
ing two or three cheap Medicines, made the 
People ignorant of the true value. This be- 
ing reje&ed by the Apothecaries, the City 
Com- 
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Committee made their Fropofal to the College, 
That they would by a Repofitory of their own, 
make this neceffary Provifion for the fafety 
of fo great a part of the Publick. 

The College encourag’d by the concurrent 
Opinion pf the Magiftrate, prepar’d both 
Chymical and Galenical Medicines, with the 
greateft care, from the higheft priz’d Drugs 
and Simples. 

They have.prov’d by Experience, that 
great Teft and Touch stone, That this is a 
Remedy efficacious to cure the Corruption of 
the Faculty, and ail the Complaints of the 
Publick. 

. This will appear evident beyond contra- 
diction, if you will give your felf the Trou- 
ble to apprehend, and apply thefe follow- 
ing Particulars to the Cafe before you. 

The Difpenfary at the College , where all 
the Preparations are made, and diftributed 
to its now two Branches, at St. Martin’s 
Lane , Weftminfler } and St. Peter’s Jlley in 
Cornhil j may probably , make up yearly 
twenty thoufand Prefcriptions. TheDofes 
of the Eleftuaries, Juleps, Pills, &c. one with 
the other, may be about a Penny apiece, 
tho’ every, the molt ufeful Drug, tho’ of 
the higheft Prices, is in every Compofition. 
There never yvas, or ever will be the leaft 
Profit, beyond the neceffary Expence of Ser- 
vants, &c. The Poor are fenfible , That 
G 3 they 
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they are ever within their Purchafe, and the 
Rich will be capable of making the Eftimate, 
how much they pay by the Bill for their Ad- 
vice and Attendance, which could not any 
other ways be dill in gudh'd by them ; that in 
the Bill of Fifty Pounds more than Forty is 
the Fee, tho’ of late Years, a Separate Ar- 
ticle de'mands other Fees for the Advice and 
Attendance. 

But the fecond Confideration is alone fuf- 
ficicnc , to remove all Objections againft 
the Difpenfary, to proteft and recommend 
it to every one, who lhall think his Health 
and Life worth our care to preferve them. 
That we, having no advantage from the Me- 
dicines 5 have no Bias to divert us from curing 
our Patients, by very few or the low priz’d 
Medicines, which have the greateft Virtues. 
We can beftow on many of our Patients the 
higheft Coidial, which has been in any Age 
prcfented to the Sick, viz.. That he is in no 
danger, that Nature by it felf is now expel- 
ling the Difeafe, and has almoft obtain’d the 
Victory by her own force, and the Arts (he 
ufes to fubdueher Enemy. That its own 
Vomiting will carry off the Surfeit ; and the 
Loofenefs will reftore to the Eowels their 
Eafe } and the next Sweat and Sleep after it 
will put an end to the Heat and Inquietudes. 
When ir» the molt common diforders of 



Health, Nature wants the fupport ? or direfti- 
t-a of one or two Medicaments, we can ap- 
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play the raofl: proper and fpecifick. The Pa- 
tient will in few Days have his Health re- 
ftor.’d, and the Simple will recover its loft 
Reputation When many are given, their 
Powers are {pent and wafted in the Conteft 
between themlelves, or their Violence will 
bring new Symptoms or a new Difeafe. And 
the Phyfician is not able to diftinguilh the 
Operation of the one from the other, or con- 
clude with anv Certainty, which of them 
ought to be continued in the Service, or which 
rejected. In che very acute and malignant 
Fevers, any one Error has by all Phyficians 
been accounted almoft; fatal. If Nature (hall 
be opprefs’d, difturb’d, or divertrd in the 
Seperation or Exclufion of the morbid Mat- 
ter, the Cordials are given in vain, and on- 
ly fupport the Difeafe. The Phyficians of 
the Difpenfary have the opportunity to ob- 
ferve, when Nature in the moll acute is able 
to preferve it felf, and can permit her to 
effedt it. They may difcover the proper time 
of giving the Alexipharmacks, and of flop- 
ping their ufe, when they are needlefsor in- 
jurious, and can in time perfwade and di- 
vert the People from thefe mofl deffcrudtive 
Excefles and Debaucheries of Phyfick. 

In the third Place, the Patient and Phyfi- 
cian may depend on the goodnefs of the Me- 
dicines. Many of your fam’d Phyficians 
will not fend their Prefcripts, but to their 
own purveyors j and they openly declare, 
C 4 That 
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That they are Sophifticated, corrupted by 
long keeping, or negligently made up in al- 
mcft ail the other Shops of the Town. The 
honed careful Apothecaries are often com- 
plaining of the great Abufes in many of the 
Preparations. Mr. Dale, in his Excellent 
Tieatife of the Simples, furnilhes many In- 
fiantes of the Sophiftications. The Rhu- 
barb of feven Pence the Pound in the large 
Parcel will juftifie our Sufpicion. You covet 
the Treacle of Venice from the Merchant, 
and you purchafe the Go<*-Stone from the 
fureft Hand. You have often been deceiv’d 
in the Operation, tho’ great Aflurances were 
given you. You may Reply, That the Phy- 
sician excus’d it, and took the Blame on him- 
felf. Can you perfwade your felf to think. 
That he dares make the Difcovery, and dif- 
oblige the Patron, who brought him into 
your Family, and is able with the Party , 
who fhali refent the Offence, to expofe his 
officious Regard to his Patient ? You have 
heard of the fad Difafter of one Poyfon’d by 
a Compolition defign’d for another Patient, 
or by one Chymical Powder miftaken for 
another, or by the Errors in the number 
of Grains or Drops. Do you imagine, this 
never aflfeded your Family, or that your 
Dodor will inform you, to prevent fuch 
like fudden Drifting of Symptoms for the 
time to come? But the Mode has made it 
Scandalous, and no Phyfician will trouble 
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himfelf about thefe little Matters. Altho’ not 
long fince the Town applauded the offici- 
ous Care of a Phyfician, who at the Drug- 
gifts pick’d the Ounce of Bark, when the 
Gentleman’s Fever intermitted , and was 
therefore paft almoft all the Danger. You 
would, no doubt. Complement your Doctor 
for his Trouble in going to the Apothecaries 
Shop, and viewing every Ingredient to be 
made into the Dofe. But it is an inhumane 
and malignant Partiality, to aflume to your 
felf only, and deny all the reft of Mankind, 
the Satisfaction or Prefer vation from the eafy 
care or diligence of the Phyfician. The Sub- 
fcribevs therefore to the Difpenfary are not 
impertinently bufy, and the People ought 
not to undervalue them for the care they ufe 
in their turns, to buy the belt Drugs, and ob« 
ferve their Preparations. But if a Phyfician 
Ihould at his own Houle reform the Compofi* 
tion which he knows is abfurd and ufelefs, or 
prepare one recommended by the never fail- 
ing Experience of a late Writer, what a cloud 
of Sufjaicions would obfcure the Underftand- 
ing of the Vulgar? They would hope and 
fear, doubt, and be jealous of a thoufand 
Events j altho’ Hippocrates and Galen, and all 
thePhyficians of Antiquity acquir’d their ex- 
act Knowledge of Simples, by preparing them 
often: And tho no Improvement can be 
made in Pharmacy, but from the Phyfici- 
sns making the Proof and Trial in pri- 
vate, 
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vate, if they will bear the Tell: of the pub- 
lick life. 

In the fourth Place, the Apothecaries have 
Complain’d, That the Phyficians are igno- 
rant of the goodnefs of Drugs, and the 
Modes of their Preparations : Becaufe they 
have not many Years prefum’d to Difpleafe 
or Trouble them by any Concern in the 
Shop. We will adventure at prefent in the 
general to inform you. That the London 
fharmacopaia , or Receit-Book the laft Age 
was made of antiquated, abfurd and ufelefs 
Compolitions, that the greateft part of them 
are now negleded and difus’d, that you will 
be inform’d the great Induftry and improv’d 
Experience of the Phyficians of this Age, 
have Corre&ed and Amended the Compound 
Medicines by the moft rational Methods of 
the Preparations •, but have demonftrated the 
Powers of felect Simples to be much more 
certain, than the numerous Heaps of the 
old Confufion, in which you take half a 
Grain of one, and one quarter of a Grain 
of another excellent Drug. Befides the 
Bark by it felf, and the purging Salts, and 
Rhubarb, and the volatile Spirits,.^. are 
known to. be moll ufeful and effectual, be- 
caufe they are unmix’d and taken by thera- 
felves. The Difpenfary Phyficians have the 
opportunities to make every Simple confefs 
its Vertues by various and repeated Exami- 
nations : And can diftinguifh Che certain 

Ope-f’ 
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Operations of the Corapofitions and Prepa- 
rations they meet with in their Authors, or 
can fuggeft one to the other in the great 
Confult of their Meetings at the Colleger. 
But you have heard it avow’d with the ufo- 
ful and neceflary impudence of a Mounte- 
bank, that at the Difpenfary they are very 
buify, becaufe they are Idle in all other Plsi- 
ces, and are not capable of arriving to the 
•great Skill of other Phyficians. We muy 
prefume in the fifth Place to affirm, That 
the Difpenfary may inftruct the Phyficians in 
the other part of their Art, viz., the Know- 
ledge or Diftempers. You. will own, That 
no Artift can arrive to, ov retain any degree 
of Perfection in his Work, unlefs he of- 
ten employs his Head and his Hand. We 
have large Numbers of all the Chronical 
Cafes, applying to us every one of the fix 
Days at the publick Difpenfaries. At fit ft 
they were Perplex’d and Complicated by 
much Phyfick forc’d on them by the Igno- 
rant and fraudulent Empirick the Body 
harras’d, and the Mind broken by the valfc 
Expence. They are now brought to the 
true growth, from the various Caufes of our 
Sicknefs, and are capable of .Relief from 
one or few Prefcriptions. Our Patients A- 
broad have their Difeafes fincere, urivitiated 
by any Unlicens’d Undertakers or Cure. The 
other Phyficians cannot be luppos’d to un~ 
^srftand any part of the Diftemper, the fir ft 
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Symptoms, their Progrefs, or the manners . 
of their Difcharge \ They can only fee the 
End, the Patient’s Exit, being call’d in to 
juftify and complement all that has been, 
done, and to comply with the Fafnion of 
having a Dodtor fome tittle or other in the 
Sicknefs. Dr. Lower, with his ufual Plain- 
nefs and Sincerity, anfwered the King, who 
offer’d him the Honour of being one of his 
Phyficians; / Jhall, tf I do not advifemy Poor , 
and my other Patients every Day, be as much a 
jBlcckhead as they are, in a little time. When 
all the reft go to the Qpacks and Empiricks, 
who make no other Obfervations, but how 
much they can get, you fhall be the firft Pa- 
tient the Doctor has feen in that Cafe, fince 
the new Fever came. One of our late Wri- 
ters owns. That in the fudden Epidemical 
Difeafes he was forc’d to fee two or three 
Patients Dye, before he could from his Books, 
or his own Obfervations, adapt the proper 
and fuccefsful Cure. The Barber knows his 
Raifor, and the Art of dire&ing it, by ma- 
ny and common Faces and the Fidler fcrapes 
by himfelf, before he entertains your Ears. 
You fend for the Empjrick to all your Ser- 
vants. The Fever pafles from them to you *, 
you take the fame Cordials, till the great 
Symptoms affright you. Your Servants 
would h^ve protected and defended your 
felf, if any good Obfervations had been 
mads in the Treatment of their Difeafes. 

But 
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But your Pulfe mutt not be felt by any Hand 
vulgarly employ’d.* Oiir Profeflion rifes to 
its greateft Height by levelling all the foolilh 
Diftindtions of Drugs, the Noble and Igno- 
ble ; and by laying glide all other Refle&i- 
ons, but the Cures of Difeaies. A King at 

the Head of his Subjedts, in defence of their 
common Liberty bears the Itencb and filth 
of the Camps, the choaking Duft in the 
Marches, and the Labours and Dangers of 
the Battle. When we Difledt a dead Body, 
to enquire how the Vifcera areaffedted, whe- 
ther the Method and Medicines, or an Ulcer 
and Gangrene ought to bear the. blame, to 
prevent the Jhifting our belt Remedies for 
worfe upon every. Sufpicion : Our Converfe 
is then beneath the Poor, and the more In- 
digent, who reward our Pity by the Plea- 
fure we have in promoting the Certainty, 
and railing the value of our Profellicn. Your 
Health and Life can only be provided for, 
by the Obfervations made on the more nu- 
merous Part, where Difeafes are more Na- 
tural, and, like the firlt Draughts of a Pi- 
dlure, are more ealily Diftinguifli’d. If you 
will therefore permit us to acquaint our 
felves with the Drugs, and to examine their 
comparative Goodoefs and Vertues, and to 
enquire into the late invented Modes of 
preparing them: If yon wiil allow us to 
obferve all the various Cafes the Town af- 
fords, almoft in one view at the College, 

and 
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and the other Difpenfaries } and by the poor 
Patients fore- fee the Difeafes, which fhall 
in the Seafon make their Progrefs to the 
Rick, ai\d in our Meetings, in common with 
all other Profefiions, communicate our own, 
or our Author’s Aphorifms of the feveral 
Arms and Stratagems to be us’d againft the 
dreaded Enemies , Difeafes and Death ; we 
will only ask your leave to maintain the Re- 
putation of the Cheapeft, but moft valua- 
ble Preparations, which now in $he common 
Opinion lofe their Vertues, becaufe they arc 
almoft as liberally given us, as the Air, by 
which our Life is every Moment repair’d. 
And becaufe the Innocent are often very 
Lawful, and will make the Auricular Con - 
feflion but to one, that thefe Patients may 
not always be confign’d over to the Shop. 

But if the Art of prefer ving Health and 
Life Sola Imptrantibus imperat , and has the 
Prerogative of fuperfeding all the Laws, 
which Obftruft the attaining its End, ihall 
it be oppos’d, when it endeavours to pre- 
serve it felf, and recover its Innocence and 
Ufefulnefs, by the more faithful Service to 
thePublick? The Imputation, that it Ruins 
the Apothecary by lowering the Prices of 
Medicines is falfe, and without the leaft ap- 
pearance of Truth. The Difpenfary Prices 
are as dear as the Apothecaries* They them- 
felves have fettled the known Pvates of the 
Simples and Compofitions. They are bought 
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at the Shop by the Ounce, or in fraalJer 
Quantities, as Ufage and Pra&ice have long 
fince fix’d their Values. Your fafety depends 
on his Care in preparing and mixing the ap- 
pointed Dofes, and he cannot be abfent from 
the Shop, without the hazard of the Phyfi- 
cian’s Reputation , and the Patient’s Life ; 
you may therefore, befides the known Prices, 
diftindtly Reward him for his Trouble. But 
if the Trade increafes beyond the Propor- 
tion of the Sick, and there are no Bounda- 
ries to be fet to the farther Increafe, you 
may apply your Pity and Concern to your 
Selves and your Pofterity : It being mpojjible 
to Cor reft the poyfonous Qualities of Medicines , 
when the Advifer ft all make himfelf his Advan- 
tage, by the number of Dofes, he can lay before 
the. Patient. It is not confider’d, that they 
take the Pra&ice of raoft Families to them- 
felves, that they openly declare, they will 
take it wholly into their own Hands, re- 
ferving five or fix of the College to give up 
infenfibly the Profeflion to them. We own, 
it will have no influence on the People to 
urge, that they perfidioufly invade the ufe 
of Medicines, which the Faculty invented, 
and put into their Hands for the Service of 
the Patient, to whom they were preferib’d: 
And that the Shop never difcover’d or con- 
triv’d any new Remedy or Preparation. It 
will be prov’d in another Place, that they 
cannot arrive to the knowledge of the pro- 
per. 
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per, and therefore fafe Application to and 
ule of them in the difficult Difeafes. You 
may as reaionably refent the Care of the 
Vniverfities, when with the College, they 
ftall fupport the Dignity of their Diploma 
Or Licenfe, with the Intereft of the Publick. 
When therefore the Expence of Phyfick, as 
now Sold in the Apothecaries Shop, is laid 
before you, and you lhall underftand, that 
in your Chamber (even when the Apothe- 
cary has not the trouble of either Advice or 
Attendance) very cheap Things difguis’d by 
mixing, are valued for the Fee of Advice 
and Attendance, that fix Boles with the 
Draughts are a Guinea Profit : And that 
thev might have been more eafily taken, if 
put together in a Julep of one or two Shil- 
lings value in the Shop : You may decide 
the great, but the only Controverfy between 
us, by your Refolving, whether the Apo- 
thecary (hall have his Fee, fuicably to your 
Quality , from the appointment of fuch a 
number of Medicines by the Phyfician. But 
we may demand of you, that you will not 
for the future infufe your Rhubarb, make the 
white or bitter Decoftion, or the infufions 
of Steel, or any other domeftick Preparati- 
ons, becaufe the Phyfician will be forc’d 
to write, and you to take as many ‘more 
Dofes, to anfwer the Lofs in thefe Articles, 
when the Difficulty of the Cafe will only 
bear One or Two. To end this odions De- 
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bate, receive the fovereign Remedies, which 
Providence has beftow’d, within the reach 
of the Poor as well as your own. Pay the 
Apothecary cheerfully the beft Prices for 
the beft Medicines, to reward his Induftry 
and his Care. You may for all his extraor- 
dinary Services be as Generous as you pleafe. 
You may adjuft the Proportions of the Re- 
wards you give to his Advice and Care of 
you in your Sicknefs, from the value of your 
Health and Life, and by the Eftimate you 
make of them, when you feci the Pain, and 
dread the doubtful Event. We would not 
be fufpefted to defign to ftint your Grati- 
tude to the Conncel or Hand which preferves 
you. We would only divert you from the 
prefent Practice, equally dangerous to the 
Health and Life, and the Honour of the Pro- 
fellion, by which we muft be obliged by the 
moft impudent Falfities to magnify the Prices 
of the cheapeft Medicines, and to force the 
fame Numbers and Proportions of Remedies 
in every Diftemper upon you, to make the 
Profit we are pleas’d to contrive for our 
felves. 

The Surgeon’s Art is valued from his 
Knowledge of the Part affe&ed, The Di- 
rection of his Launcet, and the admired Suc- 
cefs from the Applications to the frightful 
Ulcers , and the terrible Gangrenes. He 
own9. That Nature has given him his in- 
ftruraents of Steel, and the Ingredients of 
D* his 
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bis Balfoms and Tinftures, and Fomentations, 
at an Expence he thinks not worth inform- 
ing you. 

All our internal Medicines are as freely 
offer’d to the Service of Mankind in Sick- 
nefs With the fame Plenty, as the various 
Nourilhments, by which Life is daily Re- 
pair’d. Nature, the common Mother, does 
not defert or neglett in their Diftrefs thofe, 
whom (he every Dav provides for in tbeir 
Health. Nor does fhe aggravate the Affli- 
ctions of the meaner Sort, that to be pre- 
ferv’d, when Weak and' Languilhing, they 
mult lcofe the PioduCts of their pall La- 
• bour and Induftry. She teaches the Methods 
of Cure by bleedings of her own, by the 
Sweats and Ferfpiration, and by the other 
Evacuations of the Humours. She direfts 
by the Senfes, or particular and unobferv’d 
Imprefflons, totheufeof her Simples, which 
(hall alter or remove the Caufes of the fe- 
veral'Difeafes. She recommends to Man- 
kind by the longeft Lives , as by Monuments 
erefted , to remark the Vigour and the Health 
of the Laborious and Temperate : And to ob* 
ferve that Water, and the mod lim pie Diet 
of the Grains and common Fiuits produce 
the ftrongeft Blood , and the moll afiivs 
Spirits. We are commanded by her to im- 
print on our Memories the numerous Reco- 
veries in the Epidemecal Plagues, and Pefti- 
* lential 
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lential Feavers, from the Strength of Na- 
ture, and that Diftempers fron the Changes 
of Seafons, or the malignity of infeftions 
are not able to offend or diftur b thofe Con- 
ftitutions , where Abftinence has provided 
the moft powerful Antidote to prevent or 
expel the moft violent Difeafes. She has 
mix’d together the healing Qualities with 
the Liquors and Aliments Ihe provides, and 
both Cures and Repairs the Body by the 
Medicinal Food fhe plentifully fupplies. And 
fhe has given, as by the Chymical Extrafts, 
theVertuesfo Powerful and Exalted, that 
the fmalieft Quantities can produce the 
greateft Operations, by railing and invigo- 
rating the Spirits, heating and moving the 
Blood, and making the various Separations, 
which, tho’ imported from the remoteft 
Parts, are of little Value, being taken to 
twenty or thirty Grains in the Dofe- Put 
Man, the greateft Enemy to his own Kind, 
feals up the Store houfe, and makes wcfnt in 
the largeft Abundance- He pretends, That 
common Things can have no extraordinary 
Operations, that the Fields and Gardens of 
our own Country cannot reach the Diftera- 
pers, like the rarer i’rcduttions of both the 
Indies. Inftead of informing his Patient, that 
his Conftitution is moving regularly and vi- 
goroully to expel the Difeafe, that he may 
after the Fermentation and Defpumation of 
the Blood, affifted or dlre&ed by few pro- 
D 2 per 
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per, and then ufeful Applications of often 
Experienc’d Medicines, expect the return of 
his Health : The Profeffion has funk into 
the Craft of deceiving , and amufing and 
making Profit by new Medicines, or Pre- 
parations brought into Faihion, and highly 
Efteem’d, as long as the Mode of crying 
them up fhall laft, and the Fallacy, which 
impofes them, can lupport it. The unhap- 
py People fuffer themfelves to be Deluded 
and Cheated of their Lives and their Mony. 
The Rich think themfelves very Fortunate, 
that they can Purchafe the Alexipharmack, 
which has the Power by it felf to controul 
the Difeafe, and make their Lives, if they 
ufe it often, altr.oft Immortal. They pity 
the Vulgar, who have Dy’d before them, 
being notable to pay the Ranfom. Their, 
Diftempers cannot have refitted the Magni- 
fy’d, becaufe high Priz'd Medicines. They 
pleafe themfelves, becaufe Health and Life 
are of the highett Value, that they are able, 
and have the Opportunities given them of 
paying the highett Demands for thefe Rari- 
ties peculiar to them. The Pra&ifcrs have 
not been negligent to make their Advantage 
of the credulity and weaknefs of the Richer 
Patients. Sometimes the moft violent Sub- 
limations and Diftillations of Chymiftry fup- 
port the hopes of the Sick, and the Friends 
attending. But you will obferve to your 
great Surprize, that in the Hands of an Ar- 
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till, the moft deipicable and ufelfs have 
been brought into the highetb Efteem, to be 
rely’d on in the moft difficnlt%nd dangerous 
Difeafes, as able to revive the moft languilh- 
ing Spirits, and alone put a ftop to depart- 
ing Life. 

Bez.oar Stone will be the moil understood 
and obvious Inftance in our Englijh Practice j 
from whence you may, as well as moft of 
the Phyficians abroad have done, inform 
yourfelf, with what Skill and Art, and In- 
tegrity our Profeflion continues to be pra&i’d 
here. Bezoar has held its Name and Repu- 
tation almoft Sacred with ns, tho’ exploded 
long fince in almoft all the Parts of Europe. 
Dr. Guybert in a Difcourfe, entituled, Les 
Tromperies dit Bezoar decouvertes , The Ghent 
of Bezoar laid open , convinc’d the French , 
that they had been impos’d on. by the Tra^- 
ding Phyficians returning from the Indies , to 
take off the pretty T rifle at a very great 
Price. They had made it to be admir’d, by 
aflerting, that it was able to encounter all 
forts of Poyfons, that no Malignant Difteni- 
per was able to refill: its Sovereign Vertues. 
He learnedly expofes the ridiculous pretence 
of fubduing all forts of Poyfons, which dif- 
fer fo much in their qualities, fome deftroy- 
ing by being corrofive, others by their Heat 
inflaming, others by their Coldnefs coagu- 
lating the Blood, and.ftupefying the Spirits. 
Two Criminals , by the King’s Command, 
D 3 M 
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had Poyfou given them them, with promife 
of Life, if Sizoar could procure their Par- 
don. They loll their Lives, and the Stone, 
and the Phyficians their Reputation. He 
remarks the Writers in Phyfick, the mofc 
eminent, who had difpis’d and condemn’d 
it, viz.. Majfarias, Severinus , Sanftorius, Mi- 
ned cits, RuL- iidns , Sylvaticus, Minder er us, Sen- 
vcrtus , Vntz.erus, and, the fam’d Chyrurgion, 
Parens. Since his time we have the Obl'er- 
vations of the mod reputed in the Art, and 
of the largeft Practice, who have freely 
Own’d, that they had been deceiv’d by it; 
bat their Patients much more, who had us’d 
it without Succds, and any obfervable efFedt. 
Dr. Fault tells you, he had left the ufe of it 
many years, and had given to better purpofe, 
the more powerful and certain Cordials taken 
from Plant's ; and fupports his Opinion with 
the Suffrages of Cafpar Bauhinus , Cafp. Hof- 
mannus , Recchim, Fabncius. 1 her Learned 
and Judicious Dsimerbrook , in his Treatife of 
the Peftilerice. declares, he i ad no regard to 
it. That he gave it often, abfque ullo 
movebat aliqm rnodo exiguum duntaxit Sudortm, 
it did, fays he, no good to thofe who us’d 
it ; it fcarcely mov’d fo much as 'a little Sweat. 
His Richer Patients would not be contented 
without it. ; Jt was of the bell, chofcn of ma- 
ny Parcels, the fined the Indies e^er lent to 
Europe , but gave them not the lead relief, 
f;bp’ they had promis’d themfelves the great- 
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eft from it. To confirm his Opinion, That 
its worth nothing, he produces the Autho- 
rities of Hercules Saxon’uu, and Crato Phyli- 
cian to three Emperors, and refers you to 
many others Dr. Pati» y the late Royal Pro- 
feffor of Phylick in Paris , derides the pre- 
tences to its being of any kind of ufe. He 
fays, it neither ftirs the Blood, or puts the 
Spirits into any motion. Belides, fome of 
the above-named Phyficians, he appeals to 
the Judgment of Beccangehus , Hierou y Rubeus , 
Fonfeca t Angalatius , Riolanm , Laurentius, and 
his own Experience of more than thirty 
Years. The lately Corrected Leewarden Dif 
penfawy leaves it out of their Gafcoin’: s Pow- 
der, condemning it as a ufelefs and frivolous 
Ingredient. Bornius tells you , That if we 
mull give Stones, we ought to put a greater 
value upon the Stones, cut out of the Blad- 
ders of Man, a more noble Creature, fed 
with Meat of the higheft nourilhment, and 
his Spirits warm’d with Wine, than that of 
a Goat ftarving upon the Mountains. He 
allures you, he has given the Bez.oar from 
the Gall or the Bladder, with better efFeft, 
than he ever obferv’d from thofe from the 
Indies. We cannot warrant to our Patients, 
that the Stone powder’d lhall be difiblv’d in 
their Stomachs, efpccially in the great Lan- 
gours of Malignant Fevers-. If it lhall be 
difiblv’d, it can aft only whh the little fetid 
Oyl, and volatile Salt, cbferv’d by Diftilla- 
D 4 tion 
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tion in very little quantity in thofe calculous 
Concretions, of which you fhall have a more 
certain quantity of more volatile Salt and 
Oyl, from ten Grains or Drops of the vola- 
tile Salt or Spirits of Hartshorn, at the Ex- 
pence of a Farthing 

If you waut a Cordial for your Patient, 
make choice of Saffron, or the Aromatick 
Spices, or Wine or its Spirit. The Phyfi- 
tians, who firft began the Amufement and 
Cheat, made themfelves ridiculous by dread- 
ing to give for a Dofe more than $, or 6 , or 
7 Grains. You may take 40or 50, with no 
other advantage or alteration , than your 
Imagination fhall raife : and with the fame 
effett, ten times as much more. It may with 
our Modern Oblervers, pals for a Cordial 
and. a Sweater, when they have given it, 
mix’d with very good Cordials and Sweaters* 
But the moft vifible Operation it has, is feen 
when the Bill is paid. Then it changes the 
colour, and cauies palenefs and chilnefs *, 
tho’ in Gafcon’s Powder, in the ufual Dofe, 
there are only three Grains, of the value of 
two Pence. The very name where the thing 
is not, makes the Boles pafs at any price, and 
has given the 'Titles of Pezoardic\ to Waters 
and Confefiions, which therefore muft be 
though? to be as Cordial as they are dear. 
To begin to acquaint you with the prices, 
a Grain of this fandalous Stone of Offence, 
as Dr. Putin calls it, aud the lafting Monu- 
ment 
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ment of our Perfeverance in lmpofture and 
Fraud is worth about two or three Farthings. 
Our Phyfitians in their private Conventi- 
ons, talk of it as a thing altogether worth- 
lefs ; but becaufe the People are willing to 
be cheated with Bezjoar and Pearl , they dare 
not entertain a thought of undeceiving them, 
fearing the confequence to their own difad- 
vantage. With what Art can the high Rates 
of Medicines be maintain’d, if the Town 
could not be Iham^d with the Imagination of 
being kept alive in all the Diftempers by the 
force of thefe two ? 

Pearl is a Difeafe in a Shell-fifh, as Bezoar 
is in the Quadruped. If it. is refplendent, if 
large, hard and fmooth ; the fickly Fancy 
conceits, it will revive the Blood, as it pleafes 
the Eye ; and that it will brisk up the Spi- 
rits and Mind, when it reflects on its being 
dear and falhionable. But this has been de- 
fpis’d by the honeft Phyficians, who prefcribe 
for the Cure of their Patients. The famous 
Plater^ after the Experience of many Years 
Pra&ice, rejects the pretended Cordial Vir- 
tues of Pearl , or Metals, which have no Tafte 
or Smell, to give the lead pretence to rank 
them with the Vegetable Alexipharmacks. 
Moft of our Writers are of his Sentiment, 
and give it only a common place with the 
others ufually'prefcrib’d in the Heart burn- 
ing, or the Windy fowr Humour, offending 
the upper Orifice of the Stomach, But the 

Shell 
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Shell of the Fi'h, which breeds them, pre- 
tends to, and is allow'd by all our beft Au- 
thors, to have the fame Vertues. Nature 
has been very liberal in this fort of Animal 
Alkali. All the Shells of Fifh, and the 
Claws of Crabs, or the Tips, if you pleafe 
to value them moft, the two Stones of the 
Craw Fifh, and the Shells of Eggs, are di- 
rected frequently with the Pearl. The two 
Corals, &c. and the nnmerons Earths of the 
abforbing Kind, the Chalk, the Maries, are 
judg’d by many preferable to it, or are us’d 
with the fame fuccefs. Its own’d by every 
one, that this, with the other Alkali'' s, will 
imbibe the acid Humour in the Stomach, fer- 
ment with it, and make a very flight Emoti- 
on in the Blood, and confequently make an 
eafie Sweat, if the Patient is in his Bed warm, 
and well cover'd, and happens to be bid to 
think of Sweating at that time. But, as all 
Medicines make an alteration more or lefs 
in the Humours, and are therefore pernici- 
ous, if they go on altering, till they have 
opprefl:, or deflroyed the natural and ufe- 
ful quality \ it is certain, that Pearl us’d too 
often imbibes the Acid, till it has confum’d 
it, vitiates or deadens the Appetite , and 
prevents the Digeftion. The Chlorojis 
or Green- ficknefs x follows as neceflarily on ' 
the taking Pearls , as the eating Chalk or 
Wall. The Blood fhall want its ferment, 
and its recruits ; the Spirits fhall become 

languid* 
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languid, and the green and yellow palenefs 
of the Face, (hall give the cleared: Evidence 
againfl: the pretended Powers of this modifh 
Powder. And yet the Pearl Julep, is in eve- 
ry Sick Chamber. The milky Colour amufes 
the Spectators, and the hot Waters fupporC 
the conceited Cordialnefs. But this infa- 
mous Pradice of prefer ibing it to all the Pa- 
tients of hot, and cold, and dry, and moilt 
Conftitutions, in Fevers and no Fevers, will 
be explain’d on a more proper occafion. It 
may be enquir’d, Whether the Incogitancy 
of the Town, or that of the Writers of the 
Prefcript may better deferve your Reflecti- 
on. The critical Animadverters upon the 
debauch’d Practice of the English Prefervers 
of Health, have made this the principal Ar- 
ticle of their Impeachment, that its infert- 
ed in all the Boles, Powders, and Juleps, 
with the Defign of extracting great Sums 
out of the Purfe, rather than of making the 
Crafis of the Blood better, or the Spirits 
more vivacious. 

But the fcruple of Pearl is worth but two 
Pence, and if you have Oyfier- Shells or Crabs- 
Eyes in its ftead, as common Fame reports 
the ufual Subflitution ; their value would, 
with almofl: as good a Grace , raife the 
Boles, or Powder, or Julep, tothecuftoma- 
ry Rates. 

Gold is by our Chymical Writers, ftil’d 
the Sun, and the King of Metals, The 

Kings 
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Kings and Princes of the laft Age were a- 
raus’d and defrauded, their Lives made lefs 
durable than their Subjects, who were be- 
neath the ufe of Gold. The Chicken they 
eat, had the happinefs to be fed with it, that 
they might extrad the Sulphur, and prepare 
it by their Circulation, and volatilize it for 
their ufe. But the Hettic Fevers grew ltrong- 
er, and they became more emaciated. The 
Phyfitians were contented to colled all the 
Gold, which paft unalter’d and undiminilh’d 
thro'* the Poultry, into their Pockets. This, 
with many other Artifices of this Stamp, 
have been laid slide, becaufe the publick be- 
gan to be ftnfible, that the Gold, as the Be- 
z,oar and the Pearl, were of more Cordial 
Vertue to the Advifer and Confederates, than 
to the Subjed of their Care and Attendance. 
The Am urn Potabile is fometimes the Enter- 
tainment of Converfation , when the poor 
Alchymifts, or their vain pretences are 
confider’d, There being no Humours in 
any Animal, which can alter or diffolve 
it i no Effect or Operation can be expected 
from it. 

It deludes the Eye and the Fancy in the 
Cordial Waters, and on the Boles and Ele- 
duaries, but mult pafs away fooner or later, 
as it adheres more or lefs, to the Stomach 
or Bowels, without ading or being aded 
on, inany.partoftheBody. The Pills either 
Purgative or Cordial, are often difmifc en- 
tire, 
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tire , having been cover’d with the Leaf 
Gold, which is able, tho’ thin, to refill the 
moll fubtile and penetrating Parts of all the 
Humours. The value of the Leaf is not 
worth your Enquiry, the Book being Sold 
at a low Price. The Fulminating Powder is a 
rough violent Medicine, and has been late- 
ly neglected and given Place toothers, more 
ufeful, and lefs dangerous. 

Silver, and the Lunar Pills , are as vile and 
difregarded as Gold, when they are confi- 
der’d with relation to the Cures of Difea- 
fes. 

The Precious Stones' have been con flan tly 
put into the old Receits by that fort of 
Writers, who tranfcribe every Medicine ve- 
ry faithfully, and defign to pleafe and amufe 
the Readers, with the bulk and length of the ■ 
Prefcription ; but they have been neglect- 
ed by the Practical Authors, who have had 
the trouble of confidering , that no man- 
ner of Vertue could be expeded .from fo 
hard , and therefore impenetrable Bodies. 
The Diamonds and Rubies, &c. were gi- 
ven for Ornament and Pleafute, the vul- 
gar and larger for Building, and the other 
viler Ufes. 

It has been brought to the Tell of Ex- 
perience , if our Medicinal Stones could 
be alter’d by the Stomach of Birds, which 
can diflolve the hardeft Grains. They were 
found to have paft thorough, without any 

change 
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change of Colour or Figure. Becaufe there- 
fore they are not capable of Diflblution » 
and of altering or acting on the Blood ; but 
becaufe it’s moft certain , that many very 
cheap Medicines have greater , and more 
obfervable effects; its ridiculous to give a 
hard gritty Powder, which may for many 
reafons corrode or offend the Stomach and 
Eowels in their Paffage. The Stones which 
can be calcin’d into Lime, or thofe of an 
open Texture, as the Haematites and Calamy t - 
have their proper Ufes in Phyfick, efpeci- 
ally, in the outward Applications. But the 
precious hard Stones in the Confettion of Hy- 
cinthy can only make the pretence of its 
being fold at a dearer rate. But the prices 
of the Hyacinth , the Sapphire , the Smaragd y 
‘ and the Topaz. ( the fmalleft and vileft of 
which are powder’d for that Medicine ) are 
very inconfiderable; the Dofe of one of them 
being to be purchas’d at one Penny. 

The high Rates of l'ome of the Vegetables 
imported, have maintain’d their Reputation. 

It might be thought prefuming too much 
on the receiv’d Opinions, to bring to the 
Trials of experiencing the pretended Pow- 
ders of any Drug, much in demand, and 
which can hold up the Articiles of the Quart 
cf LecoUion. But Sarfapmlla, tho’ it has 
had the preference before many others, ef- 
pecially of our own Growth, in many diffi- 
cult and Chronical Difeafes, will appear to 

have 
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have obtain’d its Credit and Reputation, by- 
being in good Company, and by being pre- 
fcrib’d with the cheapeft Drugs, but of the 
greateft Vertues, viz. Gmacum , Sajfapbras^ 
China , and the Seeds of many the moftufeful, 
Plants. If it has been by it felf beneficial in 
the Practice of the We (l- Indies ; it has loft 
its Qualities in the PalTag'e into the colder 
Climents : being a thin, foft Root, it may 
evaporate and exhale its moft active Parts. 
Many of the late Writers have given their 
Judgments of it, that it is nullius odoris aut 
Safaris , of no fmell or tafte. You may make 
theObfervation, by decoding it in common 
Water. The Water fhall remain unaltered, 
without Flavour, or Tafte, or Colour. Your 
expence will not equal the Satisfaction, in 
determining whether the Water, or the In- 
gredient may aflume the Fame of the Cure; 
it will colt only about one or two Pence the 
half Ounce. 

The Phyfitians have not only impos’d 
their Bezoar and Pearl , ( the curiofities and 
diverfions of the Healty ). the Gold and Sil- 
ver, (which are of no ufe tbemfelves, but 
fubftitue all other Drugs and Preparation^ 
to aCt in their Head ) and the very common 
abfurdly call’d the precious Stones ; but the 
ardent delire of gain, by impofing on the 
Credulous, or the cold Inadvertency of that 
fort, who never fail to comply with the O- 
pinion of all others, have brought into the 

Catalogues 
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Catalogues of Simples, and thruft into the 
Stomach of their Patients, not only the moft 
loathforo, but the Parts of Animals, which 
after their Death, are void of all the Spi- 
rits or Oyls, and are a dry and unaCtive 
Earth. 

Of the firft fort Mummy claims the Prece- 
dence. This had ;the Honour to be worn in 
the Bolbm next the Heart, by the Kings 
and Princes, and all thofe who could then 
bear the price, the laft Age, in all the Courts 
of Europe. ’Twas pretended with the great- 
eft affurance, That it was able to preferve 
from the moft deadly Infections, and that the 
Heart was fecured by it, from the Invafion 
of all kinds of Malignity. They expe&ed 
long Life from the decay’d, or dead Spices, 
and Balfoms, and Gums, and a piece of the 
dead Body of an Egyptian Prince or of a Sla,ve 
prefer’d by him. If taken inwardly, it was 
avow’d to be able to diffclve the Blood coa- 
gulated, to give new Life and Motions to all 
•the Spirits. But Nature prefents you with 
the living and active Spices, the odorous 
Balfams and Gums. If Fetids are wanting, 
flie prefents you with her A fafetida , Myrrh , 
Galbanum y or Camphire. The dry’d Hearts 
of many Animals, the Livers, the Splens 
burnt to a Powder, the Skins of the Sto- 
machs or Guts of Cocks, and Worms, and 
the dry’d Lungs of Foxes, ought to be re- 
jected, as loathfome and ofteniive, without 

any 



of Pkyjick Expos'd. , 49 

any qualities to amends by the expectation 
of any advantage. When thefe are difus’d, 
it may be expected, That it (hall be carefully 
obferv’d, whether the dry*d Bloods of the 
Qjiadrupeds have any Vertue, but from their 
putrid Scent, or if any other remains, when 
that is evaporated and loft. 

The Powder of Vipers by it felf, and in 
the Troches, will deferve a more ftrict Ex- 
amination , becaufe its not only depended 
on in many dangerous Chronical Difeafes j 
but the Life of the Patient in the acute and 
peftilential is betray’d and loft, if it has no 
Alexiterial Power to expel the Malignity, or 
fupport the natural Vigour. But as the Flelh 
of all Animals, and Fifh when dry’d, have 
exhal’d the volatile Spirits with the moifture, 
and nothing remains but the Skins and Fibres, 
and are capable of giving very little nou- 
rilhment to the Blood, and are very diffi- 
cult to be diflolv’d or digefted in the Sto- 
mach ; You may conclude, by trying, when 
in Health , if Vipers will fupport your 
Strength, or if eating the Flefh in all the 
kinds of Cookery, will pleafe the Palate, 
more than the common Food ; what ou may 
hope from the dry Povvder, or the Cake of it 
with Salt and Meal (and the Trochs of Vi- 
pers are no more) when your Fever calls for 
the fureft and belt known Alexipharmack. 
You may compare the fam’d Skulls of a dead 
IMan, now prefum’d to command the Epi- 

E lepfiej , 
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[epfics , and other violent Difeafes, to this 
if the Skull has been long in Powder, or 
has long furviv’d the Criminal. The Spi- 
rits diftiird from it, are riot ftronger than 
thofe from the Horn of the Stag, or the Spi- 
rits of Urine by it felf, dr ./torn Sal Armo- 
niack. The Shell of the Head preferves the 
Brains, and the Powder (hall not fail to pre- 
fer ve the Spirits of all the Brains, which 
can be perfwaded to ufe it. 

After thefe, it may feem needlefs to fpeak 
of the gainful Industry, which has brought 
the Horns of the Elk f, Bufalo, Rhinoceros , and 
of the Filh the Vnicorn , which has been 
thought fufficient alone to Expel all Poy- 
fons, or the Hoofs cf the Elke and the Ounce , 
or the Bone of the Heart of the Stag, the 
EffeCt of his qld Age, or the Jawbones of the 
Fyke, &c. or the Ancle- bones of the Hares 
and Boars s &c. 

What can you think will be the fuccefs 
from the life of the Neft of the Swallow, or 
the Ca ft -off- Skin of a Serpent ? Your Thought 
will naturally end in the Reflection on the 
perfidious Fourbery of making great Gain 
from the Bubbles put on the Sick, or the as 
vile Negligence of the reft, who have fuf- 
fer’d the fatal Amufements to be at laft con- 
firm’d by Cuftom. 

But it may appear neceflary, and it has 
been the Practice of Phyficians of the great- 
eft Integrity, to amufe the Patient with Ex- 
pectations 
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pe&ations of the greateft Relief from the 
Medicine. The Hypochondriacal and Hyfte- 
rical, and the other Difeafes with great 
Anxiety and Fear, or where the Sp rits are 
Low and Deprefs’d, want the affiftance of 
jimulets, and the other outward Applicati- 
ons, or the faithful and juft Deceit and Im- 
polition, viz. That the Remedf is infallible* 
that it was made by Nature to fubdue that 
Diftemper only, which it never fails to effeQ: ; 
And that the Preparation was made, as an 
Engine, to remove that difficult Cafe, which 
they would be convinc’d of upon the firft 
Working of it. The Eagle Stones, and thofe 
for the Cramp and Convuljions, and Colicks , 
the Rhetorical Encomiums of a Nojhum or 
Secret , may be juftify’d and applauded by 
the Delign of Cure. But if the Patient can- 
not be perfwaded, that any Medicine can 
be ufeful, if Ordinary and Cheap : That his 
Riches are defpicable, and impertinent, if 
they do not diftinguifli his Character by he- 
being Curable by the help of thofe Things 
only, which muft be Purchas’d with great 
Sums of Mony : This is a Cafe, which has 
not been fully confider’d and determin’d. , 
We may refolve it by the oppofite Cafe of 
your Treatment of Children , to whom you 
give many Pieces of Gold and Silver, to in- 
duce them to take their Phylick, which you 
withdraw and receive again, when they are 
Recover’d, and at Eafe. 

E 2 
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Providence has with the greatelt Commi- 
feration and Bounty cover’d and fill’d the 
Earth, and fter’d the Sea with the largefl: 
varieties of Bodies applicable to the Relief 
and Prefervation of the Sick. She moves the 
Patient by Suggeftions unobferv’d, to demand 
or gather' tto^more Specifick to his prefent 
Occalion, and Want. She forces the Heal- 
thy by the Cries and mournful Afpects of 
the Difeas’d, to Commiferate his Diftrels, 
and give Quiet and Eafe to himfelf, by en- 
deavouring to remove the Pains of. the Af- 
flicted. She at the fame time laid the De- 
fign of Creating the Phyficians and the won- 
derful Vertues of all the Medicines. She 
appointed him his Reward, with the Mer- 
chant, who brings the Drugs from the dif- 
ferent Climates. The Artifice and Practice 
of rendring thofe of our own Growth Con- 
temptible , of railing the Values of thole 
pretended to have lain hid, till fortunately 
difcover’d this very Moment ; and the other 
Arts of Robbery and Cheat, give Defiance 
to her watchful and follicitous Care of pre- 
ferving ( as Ihe does all the other Parts 
of the World) the Life of Man, who can 
only know and gratefully refledt on thePro- 
vilions made to fupport him. But you will 
not fufficiently-comprehend her Wifdcm and 
Power, till you underftand how they may 
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be us’d with Succefs to continue the Being 
and Well-being of Mankind, We will give 
you therefore a (hort account of Humane 
Body, whereby you will apprehend whenfe 
Sicknefs proceeds, be convinc’d that Judg- 
ment rather than Phyfick will reltore Health. 
That if the Humours, Blood or Spirits be 
diforder’d, Nature it felf takes fuch Pains to 
throw off the Morbid matter, j£at fhe needs 
but little afliftance, provideait be Judici- 
oufly applied to fet ’em right. 

Life confifts in the natural Difpofition of 
the Solid Parts of the Animal Body ; of the 
Adtive Parts which move it ; and the Fluids 
move in it. The Lofs and Ceflation, of Mo- 
tion is Death, as in all other Machines,' and 
Plants in all their Kinds. You cannot know 
how the Accidents, thofe Machines are fub- 
jeft to, fhall be treated, but by obferving 
the ways, by which they are kept in their 
natural State by conftant Repairs of Ali- 
ment. The Spirits and the Blood, and all 
the Parts are fed and fupplied, and renew’d 
by Food. This being mixt in the Mouth 
with th? falivary Juice, and with more of 
the fame kind in the the Stomach affords 
the milky Subftance, Chyle. The Food in 
the Mouth and Stomach gives its fpirituous 
and moll: fubtileParts, for theprefent Repa- 
ration of the Spirits, the whole Body being 
pervious to them. The Chyle by the Pipes 
E 3 from 
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from the Stomach, and Inteftincs pafles into 
the Blood. The Heart contradting throws 
out both together from one of its Cavities 
into 'the Lungs, that they may receive the 
Air by Breathing to be mixt with them, and 
from the other Circulates the Blood, Chyle 
and Air, into all Parts of the Body. This is 
put beyond doubt by ocular Demonftration, 
■which fees tI#Membranous thinner Hearts of 
Frogs, and the lefler Fifties red, when full 
with Blood, and white as Paper, after every 
Contra&ion. The Heat and Ferment, and 
fcarlet Colour are maintain’d and increas’d 
by the Air, which is difmift, and pafles off 
through the Pores by Transpiration. The 
Chyle after fome Hours is mixt with, and 
changed into Blood. This by its watry 
Parts being Liquid, Circulates, and repairs 
the Body by its Fibres, and by its Ballam, 
or oily Parts revive, and renews the Tone of 
the Spirits. To thefe Spirits it owes its Cir- 
culation from the Heart, as well as the Mo- 
tions of all the Organs, by which it is fuppli- 
ed with Nourifement. The richer part of 
the Blood, which is that which makes a Cake, 
feperated from the Water, in the Dilh where 
Blood is kept to be cold, is of the fame Na- 
ture with the Balfam to be feparated from 
Wine. This Balfam, or oily part receives 
various Changes by a Workman (hip, the 
Knowledge of which Nature referves to it 
ielf j by which fee does in all Parts of the 
■’ Univerfe 
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Univerfe make all Things out of every one. 
This is turn’d into Acids, and volatile Spi- 
rits and Salts, as it evidently appears in the 
Balfam of Plants, which is convertible by the 
Arts of Nature into thefe and all other Con- 
cretions. 

The Spirits inform the Mind of all Things 
Abroad, by the Itnpulfes inwaully from them 
by the Senfes. They are aim fent into all 
the Parts, and caufe Motion, both thofe ne- 
ver ceafing Motions of the Heart, the Bread, 
the Stomach and the Bowels * of thofe fab- 
led to the Will, as the Mufclesof all the 0- 
ther Parts 5 and that divided one between 
both, being necefiary and voluntary, viz. 
Refpiration. 

The Circulation makes by the Glands the 
Secretions of the Salivary Juice to Extrad* 
the Chyle out of all the Aliments, fabricks 
from it the Fibres to repair all the confident 
Parts, and fubiimes or volatilizes the Balfam 
into Spirits, to be received by che Brain, 
and from it by the Nerves, and rejeds all 
the other Parts of the Chyle , which are ufe- 
lefs. For the mixture of the Blood ( in 
which the Principles mud balance one ano- 
ther with their equal Force and Powers ) 
cannot be made, but as in the Mud of Wine, 
and all other Natural Liquors, by throwing 
off all the irnmifcible Part of the Earth, and 
by feparating the Coagulations of the Balfam 
with the Fibres, and the other Particles, 
E 4 which 
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.which in the fermenting Agitation muffc ne- 
eflarily arveft one another. The firft are 
discharg'd b> Evaporation, the other by the 
Lees and Sediment. That of Tranfpiration 
in Animals exceeds in a large Proportion all 
the other Secretions. By it the turbulent 
and unquiet Vapours (which will not join 
with, but diftuib the Mixture) fly away 
with the Air receiv’d by the Lungs, and not 
only by the Capil’ary Arteries at the end of 
the fiilfc Stage cf the Circulation, but make 
their way ( as Hippocates aflerts ) through 
the premeable Net- work of the whole Fabrick 
of the Body. 

The fuperfiuous Water makes its Stream 
through the Kidneys, and conveys the Salts 
3nd Dregs of the Earthy Particles, which 
difeover themfelvesin the brackilhTaft, and 
the fediment of the Urine. 

The other Saks Coagulate with the oily 
Fart, are lecreted by the Liver and the Spleen 
into the Bladder of Gall, or immediately in- 
to the Inteftines, to raife the ferment of the 
newly Extra&cd Chyle. 

The fuperfiuous Fibers make the Mucus 
or Geliy of ail the Membranes, to make 
their Motions more eafie ; and is emptied 
in large Quantities into the Stomach and 
Bowels. This riling by’ ftrait Filaments, 
erected by the Periftakick Motion, opens a 
Baflage to the milky Chyle , but lying flat, 
fakers neither any Excreir.entious Humour, 
'■ •“ • • nor 
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nor Air blown, or any Simple or Tinftur'd 
Liquor, to pafs into the La&eal Veffels. 
Thefe Filaments, when complicated and con- 
fus’d are ufelefs, and are conltantly cut off 
by the fliarpnefs of the Choler, and carried 
off to make room for the growth of a new 
fupply. 

When therefore the Blood is daily repair’d 
with Ncuriftiment, and the Ferment or In- 
ternal Motions have reje&ed all the immifci- 
ble Parts, it is able to give the juft Supports 
to the wafting folid Parts, and recruit the 
Spirits of the Brain with new and more vi- 
gorous, to fill the Nerves of all the Senfesj 
and to make the Vital and the Animal Mo- 
tions. 

The Spirits in return give the Heart its 
Force to move the Blood into every part, 
and to leparate the Juice through all the 
Strainers of the Glands. This Motion of 
the Spirits to the Heart is the Spring of 
Life, and Death is the Iaft and total Cefl'a- 
tion of it. 

But we will lay before you the manner, 
by which Nature preferves its natural State of 
Health , and from what Canfes the Body be- 
comes fubjefl to various Changes of this State , 
and to be alter'd and , and endanger'd by Di- 
feafes. 

If the Food abound with watry and earthy 
Parts, which is the moft infipid, and does 
not incite the Palate to defire, and the Sto- 
" * mach

mach to receive either too much or too of- 
ten ; the Stomach by the longer Abftineoce 
Is fupply’d with a larger Quantity of the 
natural diilblving Liquor or Menftruum, by 
which it can Extraft all the nutritious Parts, 
the milky Subdance, And the Blood by its 
own circular and internai Motion affilted by 
Exercife (which enables it fooner to break 
the Chyle , and unite it with it felf) will 
draw out of it the ftronged Nourifhment to 
it felf, and fupply the Brain and Nerves 
with the moll firm and generous Spirits. 
That Nature can effeft this, is certain from 
the moll conllant, and uninterrupted Health, 
and the longed Lives from the moll fimple 
Diet, with Temperance and Action: As it 
draws from the Rain, and the common Juices 
of the Earth, in fomc Plants the mod fpicy 
and fragrant Spirits as in the Flowers, and 
the mod lufhious and high taded Fruits. But, 
ss the Vine produces a deprav’d and ungrate- 
ful Juice, when Avarice by laying on a 
richer Earth, or corrupted Dung, forces ic 
to a larger I ncreafe, fo when the Stomach re- 
ceives the Food abounding with Qualities , which 
too firongly affcEt the Smell and Fade, and invite 
to the more copals and frequent Ufe : Nature 
cannot fnpport the Burthen and the Labours 
of drawing oat the Nutritive Parts, and at 
thefame time of conquering and fuppreiTing 
all the fpecifically different and aftive Mix- 
tures, which , didinguilh the Difttes of the 
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ceeding Courfes. This Obfervation is even 
confirm’d into a Proverb, viz.. That the De- 
feds of the firfl: Concodion are not to be 
mended by the fecond : For the Blood mulb 
receive, but can hardly mailer and over-* 
power, thofe vitious and imperfed DilTolu- 
tions. When this heterogeneous Chyle not 
rightly prepared enters the Blood, the Pulfe 
beats more ftrongly, the Veins fwell, and too 
great a Heat gives the figns of the ebullition 
and effervefcence of the whole Mafs. 

If the Blood can Expel all the immifcible 
Parts, that is, the more fubtle and agitating 
by the Pores the Salt and Vifcous, and the 
other undiffolv’d Concretions by the Urine 
and Choler , befide the more feculent and 
grofs (which could not find a Pafiage into it) 
into the Bowels \ a Calm fucceeds, and 
Health remains at that time undillurb’d. 
So that every Debauch and Excefs is a Di- 
feafe, which is cur’d, tohen the Blood and 
the Spirits can retain in, or return to their 
natural State. 

But if the Difeafe be frequently made from 
the fame Caufes, and the Crafis or Mixture 
of the Blood be often vitiated, and corrupt- 
ed, and the Vifcera from thofe Impurities 
lodg’d in them lhall be flops and obltrufted, 
or dilated and become flaccid, and cannot 
perform any, or but faulty and imperfea 
Secretions, the Blood will be vappid from 
the want of Spirits, Sowr from the At id 
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prevailing, or rancid and putrid from the 
Coagulations of the Salts and Balfam. 

The other Caufes of the Depravation of 
Health, as the fudden changes of the Seafons and 
the Weather , great Labour , accidental Repleti- 
cns , and the In} ell ions of the Air , will not be 
able to make any ftrong and violent Im- 
prelRons on the Spirits and Blood, if by be- 
ing before in per fed Health, they are able by 
their natural Strength to refill or expel their 
Enemies. The Stomach will of its felf reject 
or conquer the hurtful Qualities of vitious 
and alraoll poyfonous Aliments. The Blood 
will* when inflam’d, evaporate the Fire by 
Tranfpiration, and cool it felf to its Tem- 
per y and it will by Vomiting, Purging, by 
Urine and Sweats made by Exercile, and the 
other Evacuations, cleanfe it felf from the 
Impurities, which dillurb its Mixture. The 
Spirits will aflift it when it labours to prc- 
ferve it felf, by giving to the Heart its moll 
equal and ftrongeft Pulie. 

But when the Spirits are deprav’d by the 
corrupted Mixtures of the Blood, they be- 
come by thofe irritations Unquiet, lrregu* 
lar, Furious , and make the Convulfions of 
Epilepiies, and the Spafms, Hyfterical or 
Hypochondriacal: And when violently act- 
ing in the Brain, the various kinds pf Mad- 
ncfs, and Deliriums, and Phrenfies of Fe- 
vers. 
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From the weaknefs of the Spirits are de- 
riv’d the Terrors, Fears, Anxieties and Me- 
lancholy, and the Idler Faintings, or, Dy- 
ing away in the greater, the Syncope. When 
they are oppreft by a vifcous and coagulated 
Humour , their dulnefs appears in the Le- 
thargies and Comas, in the Apoplexies, and 
the Palfies , either particular or univerfal, 
when the Spirits can expel from the Brain 
into the Nerves, the feculent Matter, which 
made the ObftruCtions in it. 

If the Phlegmatick and watry Humour 
drown and cool the Spirits, the defe&s of 
the Apprehenfion, Inactivity, and the weak- 
nefs of the Pulfe fucceed, with the feeble- 
nefs of all the animal and vital Motions. 

From the vitiated State of the Blood , an 
Iliad of Difeafes is produc’d. If it abound 
in Serum or Water , Catarrhs of all the 
kinds. Diarrhea and the feveral Droplies are 
form’d. If it is too fibrous and vifcous, its 
internal Motions or Ferments areclog’d and 
made more languid, and unable to make the 
Separations or Secretions } the Stomach will 
be loaded with the roapy mucous Phlegm, 
the Appetite and Digeftion will bedeftroy’d, 
the Inteftines fiopt, and the Percolation of 
the Chyle obftrufted. If the slcid prevails, 
the Catarrhs are more lharp and irritating, 
and from its being more or lefs Corrolive, 
the Pains of the Rheumatiftn and the Gout 
fpcceed. 
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If the Coagulations of the Salts cannot be 
difcharg'd by the Liver and Spleen, the Spi- 
rits and the Blood are oppreft with a Jaun- 
dice, with an univerfal Languor, till they can 
be expell’d outwardly by the Glands of the 
Skin, or ejected by the (almoft Blood- co- 
lour'd) Urine, or by purgings of the chole- 
rick Stools. The weaknefs and difpirited- 
nefs of the Scurvy is caus’d by the fower 
and rancid Parts, which are obferv’d, when 
thrown into the Mouth and Gums, or 
Stomach or Bowels, or the difcolour’d out- 
ward Parts. 

The Pains of the Stomach, the Colicks, 
and the Torments of the Kidneys, have their 
rife from the diflblution of the Mixture of 
the Blood, the Secretions of its- Salts, and 
the flatulent Vapours, on the Membranes of 
the Stomach, the Bowels, the Kidneys, Ure- 
ters, or Bladder. 

Tfyit the Blood abounds with thefe Salts 
diverfly mixt, is evident to the Eye in the 
very different Secretions it makes of them 
into the Skin : As the fcorbutical Decolora- 
tions or Spots, the Spots of Fevers, the mi- 
litary Eruptions, the Herpes, the Scabs and 
Itch, of different Denominations and Ap- 
pearances, the Elephantiafis and Leprolie. 

If it difcharges thefe Salts and other offen- 
five Humours with large quantities of Serum, 
it makes the various Swellings, as thofe of 
the Face with more or lefs Tenfion and Pain, 

the 
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the Quinfey, &c. It raifes Sweliings in all 
the Parts capable of being diftended by it*, 
either Inflamatory, the Carbuncle, Parotis* 
Bubo ; or if the the Humour be lefs moving, 
the Tumors : If it is coagulated with Acid, 
it makes a Scirrhus, which will, with the 
earthy Parts combin’d with it, grow hard 
into a ftony fubftance j if the Salts are more 
Corrolive, it becomes a Cancer. . From the 
feveral Qualities of the Humour contain’d in 
the Cyftys or Bag, it will be a Meliceris, or 
Atheroma, orSeatome, or Struma \ If near 
the Joynts, Ganglion, and the Glands the 
Scrophula. It would be tedious to mention 
the corruptive Abfcefles, or Apoftemes, and 
fmaller Colleftions of putrid Matter in all 
the Vifcera, the complex Caufes of the hedick 
Fevers, and moft of the Cacochyraies or ill 
Habits of the Body. But to omit innumera- 
ble Inllances of the figns of its being cor- 
rupted by the Diforders rais’d in all the Parts 
in which the morbid Humour is lodg’d and 
colle&ed ; you may take a Ihort view of the 
moft common, but moft dreaded Diftempers, 
the Feavers. 

A Feaver is a Preternatural Ebullition or 
Fermentation pf the Blood, occafion’d by 
Heterogeneous Particles infinuated into the 
Blood or Spirits or both ; either by Cold, 
which repelling the Natural Tranfpiration 
impnfons the vicious Salts. which Nature en- 
deavouring jo throw out occa lions that vio- 
lent 
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lent Commotion : Or by an Excefs in eating 
fuch Meats that the Stomach cannot Digeft, 
and therefore the imperfed Diflolutions en- 
tring the Blood caufe an extraordinary Fer- v 
ment : Or otherwife the Infedtious Particles 
of the Air, being imbib’d by the Lungs into 
the Blood produce an unnatural Frement,and 
being propagated by Fermentation caufe the 
moft violent and putrid Fevers. Theft, with 
many other Caufes, produce this terrible 
Difeafe. 

It is not eafie to compute all the fpecies of 
them. They are either intermitting or con- 
tinual ; either benign, which Nature can o- 
vercome by its own Powers, or with the Af- 
fiftanceof few Medicines ; or violent, when 
the Difficulty is greater j or malignant, when 
the Event is very uncertain. 

They are either Short and Safe, or Short 
Acute and Deadly : or Long and Safe, or 
Long and Pernicious. 

The Secretions are vifible ih thefmall Pox, 
Meafles, fcarlet Feavers, and fome of the 
Malignauty orpafsoff by infenfible Perfpi- 
ration and the other Secretions. 

They are diverfify’d from the Parts affect- 
ed, as the Pleurifie, Peripneumony, and the 
Inflammations of the Stomach, or Bowels, 
or Kidneys. 

They finilh their Courfein a certain num- 
ber of Days (as every one knows in the 
final! Pox and Meafles, ) or if complicated 

and 
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and more deeply raixt in the Blood, in a lon- 
ger, but determin’d time. 

Yon mull be convinc’d, and refolv’d to 
have regard, in all Diftempers, to this one 
Maxim. That Nature is able by its own 
Ferment and Power of (eparating to throw 
off the offending morbid Matter, to recover 
it felf from almoft every one of thefe Inflam- 
mations, and difeas’d Ebullitions of the > 
Blood. 

The Plague, the molt malignant Fevers, 
or Dyfenteries are never fo pernicious and 
deftrudtive, but there are many Jnftances ob- 
fervable of the Poor and others, who do 
not take any Remedies, and yet recover and 
ore reftorM to their Health. 

But every one of thefe common and lefs 
regarded Difeafes will be as fatal and deadly 
as the Peftilence it felf ; if the Humour fli3ll 
not be feparable from the Blood, or if it is 
fix’d or provok’d and made more violent by 
the unfeafonable or naufeous Medicines ob- 
truded by Art. This is demonftrated by the 
common obfervation, that Life is in a Ihort- 
er or longer fpace of time difcompos d, and 
at lalt overborn , by all the known Di- 
feafes. 

But though Nature, in the ftrong Robuft 
Bodies can do its own work, and throw off 
any Difeafe \ yet in regard that Mankind by 
the eafy and foft way of Living debilitated 
their Strength,; and make them lefs capable to 
F relift 
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refift the Difeafe, Providence has kindly col- 
lefied in its great Magazine, the proper In- 
ftruments to apply to all the Calamities of 
Sicknefs we are fubjed to, which are now 
by humane Induftry brought together into 
the Store-houfe of Phyfick. 

The Spirits Weak and Langufhing are 
rais’d and made more active by the fine and 
volatile Parts of the Aromaticks. 

The Spirits, when they are Unquiet, Tur- 
bulent, and move Impetuoufly into the Muf- 
cles, without the diredtion of the Mind, are 
reftrain’d, and made more quiet by the Opi- 
ates and Fetids, by the Revulfions of the ir- 
ritating Flatus or Humour, which are made 
by Blifters a*nd Plailters or Unguents, or by 
expelling and fubduing the Flatulencies and 
virulent Vapours, by Diaphoreticks, carmi- 
native Medicines, and making the Paflagesof 
the natural Secretions more open. 

The Spirits being exafperated by theFumes 
of the Ebullitions of Fevers, into Delirium 
and Phrenfie } are reduc’d to their Temper, 
when the violent Fire of the Blocd is extin- 
guifht by the fupple foft Emulfions, or the 
temperate and refrefning watry Decoftiens, 
or by the cooling Acids, or cooling and fixing 
Salts, or, w hen the Secretions of the' feparated 
Matter are duly and plentifully made, by the 
various Arts and addrefs of proper Medi- 
caments rhatdifpofe to the belt natural Crifis, 
and fupport Nature in the performance of its 
late Attempt to preferve Life. • The

The lofs of Appite is reftorM by unload- 
ing the foul Stomach by Vomits, by exciting 
the natural Ferment by Acids, and by deterg- 
ing and diffolving the Slime and Phlegm by 
the bitter Herbs, and the powerful fixt and 
combined Salts. 

When the Acid abounds in the Stomach, 
and makes an Appite too craving, which pre- 
cipitates an imperfedt Digeftion : When the 
tender Coats of the Stomach,after the Mucus, 
the Guard of its Veflels, is worn off and 
confum’d, fhall be corroded and violently 
pain’d by the acid Liquor or Vapour: The 
Alkali Powders, the Alkali Earths, or the 
Animal Parts calcin’d, will abforb and re- 
ceive into themfelves all the Iharpeffc Parti- 
cles. The Oily Bitters arid Aromaticks lhall 
either expel the Acid by the Pores, or by 
uniting with it, make, from their volatile 
and its Acid Particles, a Mixture afterwards 
ufeful and and confident with Health. The 
foft and fweet Gums, and thole vicious Tur- 
pentine Balfams, have the Power to arrelt 
the (harp Humours, to make the thin and too 
fluid Crafis more thick and compaft. The 
gently Temperate and Mucilaginous have this 
effedl in the more tender Conftitutions. They 
afford a natural Geliy or Varnilh to cover 
and defend the parts from the Acrimony of 
the (harp Humours , or the grating and 
wounding of the gritty ftony Concretions in 
the Paflagts of Urine.

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If the Blood is too grofs,and cannot make | 
its way through the fmaller extremities of the 
Arteries, the volatile fcorbutical hot Plants 
break the clammy Confiftence, and give mo- 
tion to the moll fhuggilh Parts. 

The Blood is made capable of making its 
internal Separations by the alDftance of the 
Bitters, Balfamick and Reftringent, which 
llrengthen its Mixture, and keep together | 
the Principles in their natural Union. Theif 
Power of maintaining and fupporting this 
natural Agreement and Confederacy is known j 
to common Experience , which acquaints 
the vulger Obfetver ; That the Bitfers, as ; 
Hops, Gentian Broom, &c. preferve Beer 
and Wine, from the lofs of their Spirits, by j 
which they become vappid , and by iubdu- 
ing the Acid x hinder them from turning 
fower. Ail the Principles are by themfelves, ] 
when pure, and unmixt, incorruptible. The 
Spirits of Wi:i^ or of Sugar, arenotcapa- j 
ble of Putrefaction. The Acid as in Vine- 
gar DiflilPd continues in the fame State un- i 
alter'd. The feparated Oyls or Balfam are 
not fuiceptible of any change. The Earth 
and Water equal the other, and remain with- 
out any alteration, when fimple and un- 
blended with the other always moving Parts, 
which affect Separation. The Life or natu- 
ral Mixture of all the liquid Compofitions, 
con lifts in the equal Powers of their parts, 
by which they mutually ballance the whole 

and 
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and defend themfelves. Thefe Medicines 
therefore are of the greateft life and Efficacy 
to preferve Health and Life, which are able 
to hold together in their due proportions of 
Quantity and Quality, the different Parts, 
of which the Blood is an Aggregate or Com- 
pound : And which are able to reftorejtfiis 
neceffary Texture and Mixtnre of the Prin- 
ciples, when it fhall be by the different 
Difeafes alter’d and chang’d from the natu- 
ral State. 

The Secretions of the coagulated Faeces, 
or each of the Principles divided from the 
other, (by the Power of the internal Separa- 
tions, by which only the Blood, as all other 
Liquors can preferve its natural Confidence) 
are made by the Remedies ufually term’d e- 
vacusttory , as the Vomits and Pursers to ex- 
pel thethe Phlegm or fibrous Part, with the 
Choler from the Liver, &c. and the Dime- 
ticks, to difcharge the overflowing watry and 
ferous Humour, mixt with Salts and Earth, 
which float in its Body: And the Diapbore- 
ticks or Sweaters, which by the. Pores dif- 
mifs befidesthe watry Vehicle, the Acid and 
volatile Salts, with large proportions of the 
Lumps or Coagulations of the fetid Sulphur 
or oyiy parts of the Blood. 

Their Application in Phyfick muff be dif- 
cover’d, and adjufted from the obfcrvations 
of their ufeful. and hurtful Effcfts , in the 
different Quantities, and the various Man- 
F 3 ners 
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ners and Seafons of giving them in the re- 
fpeftive Diltempers, difcern’d by the Expe- 
riences and Judgment of the Phyficians. 

Sylvius and many other Phyficians of this 
and the former Ages have aflerted, that all 
the Medicines are Salutary, and that all are 
Poyfonous ; that they are ®tZv , or the 
Hand of a Deity llrctcht out, to make the 
.miraculous Cure by faving of Life, or as a 
Sword in the Hand of the Foolilhor Furious, 
every one capable of Deftroying. 

The cold dijlilPd Waters , and that of the 
Fountain, will repair the radical Moifture, 
fupply the Liquid for the freer Motion of the 
Blood : But they will, if taken too largely in 
Health, or urifeafonably in Difeafes, extin- 
guifh the natural Heat. The fiery Oyls and 
Spirits will inflame the Elood into a Feaver, 
and move the Spirits to Phrenfies and Con- 
vulsions. The milder Cordials will, if too 
long continued, difiipate and evaporate the 
vital Heat, and thence make the Watry pre- i 
dominant , and by it enfeeble the Spirits, ’ 
and chill and weaken the Strength of the 
Blood into a vappidnefs , not to be reco- j 
ver’d by all the arts of Medicine ; this is in 
every opes obfervation, when-the Lofs of 
Appetite and Concodlion, and the weaknefs 
confequentlv of the Spirits, the Blood and 
*chc Vifcera fucceed the lipping of the Waters 
drawn from Wine and the other fermented j 
JJcuors, 

H 
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The effects of the too violent Vomits and 
Pursers are obvious. T hofe, that reftore and 
corroborate are as certainly fatal, when they 
ftrengthen too much, and by it lock up the 
natural and necelTary internal Separations, or 
when by giving too much ftrength and force 
of Refinance to the Fibres of the Organs, they 
detain the feparated Matter, and hinder the 
natural, coaftant and necelTary Secretions of 
thofe Humours. They will then diforder 
and pervert the natural State, and will in a 
larger fpace of time, as is obferv’d in the 
more flow Poyfons, overcome both Health 
and Life, by other Symptomes and Pifeafes. 

We will fuppofe it as granted and allow’d, 
that the Art of Phyfick confifts in the cautious 
Application of proper Remedies, to the Con- 
ditions of the altered and vitiated either Spi- 
rits or Blood , and confequently unnatural 
imprefiions of both , upon the Liquids or 
Motions or Parts of the humane Body. 

By this time we prefume the Reader is con- 
vinc’d that private Intereft too often Influ- 
ences many of our modern Phylitians, and 
makes them prefcribe fuch Medicines as tend 
molt to the Apothecary’s Gain, becaufe the 
People give the Apothecary the Power of 
apointing the Phyltcian. We have Ihewn 
that thofe coftly pretended Medicines, which 
fomuchraife the Sum in the Bill, have no 
F 4 real 
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real Virtue. We have laid open the Ratio- 
nale of Medicine by Ihewing the State of Hu- 
mane Body, and therein made appear that 
Nature will of its felf throw off the Morbi- 
fkk Matter with little Help. And we come 
now to fpeak particularly of Medicines, 
wherein it may be obferv’d that the greateft 
part cf the moft efficacious grow in our own 
Gaidens, that if fome few are Fetch’d from 
Foreign Conntrys, they are ufed in fo fmall 
Quantitys that the Dofes are of the loweft 
Price. And confequently you will very 
plainly fee that the long and high charg’d 
Bill after a Fit of Sicknefs, is more the ef- 
fed of the Colluficn between the Do&or 
and Apothecary , together with your own 
Folly in defiring it; than either the Prices of 
the Medicines, or the nectffity of fo many 
Dofes. 

The Powers and Operations of the Medi- 
cines (hall be firft conlider’d in the Simples, 
which Nature has provided ; both the Ver- 
tues inherent in them, and the other Force 
and Operation, the Prices given them by hu- 
mane Induftry, altho’ they are liberally be- 
llowed , either naturally growing here in 
great Plenty, or imported in bulky Quanti- 
ties; wliich are confequently cheap in the 
little Dofes or Quantities, they are at one 
time to be adminiftred in, to the Patient. 
The Preparations of thefe are Very Eafie and 

Simple, 
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Simple, to be taken either in Powder, or cut 
or bruis’d to be infufed in a Liquor to ex- 
tradt their Vertues. You may obferve the 
little Trouble of the firft, and will as rea- 
dily compute the Expence of the Liquor or 
Menftruum, in which they are to be fteept 
or diflolv'd ; thefe are Spring- water, diftill’d 
fimple Milk water, the feveral forts of 
Wine, and the Spirits either of Wine, or 
thofe moft frequently us’d of, Melazes or 
Mault, or corrupted fermented Fruits. When 
you know the Rates of the Ingredients, you 
will add the Value of the Spring-Water, 
Wine, &c. and confider the other Additi- 
ons, of lofs of Time, and the charge of your 
Fire, and the ufe of your Veflels. 

In the fecond Place, the Preparations ap- 
pointed to be made and kept in the Shop, 
many Years paft, by the publick Receic-Book, 
will be confider’d, and compar’d with the 
late great Improvements in the forming of 
Compofitions, either from the Nature and 
Vertues of the Simples to be mixt , or the 
Reafonsof the Modes of preparing them, ei- 
ther to corredt and amend any fuppos’d ill 
Qualities, or extradf and draw forth the 
moreufeful Qualities, or preferve the Sim- 
ples not durabie of tbemfelves, or to make 
them more grateful, and lefs difficult to be 
taken by the Patient. The largeft: number 
of that bulky Medley of Receits has been 
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long lince condemned and negle&ed, and re- 
peal’d by Difufe. 

In Ehe third Place , the farther Compound 
ing or Mixing of the feveral Preparations 
into Juleps, Boles, Powders, Infufions and 
Decoftions, will be laid before you, either 
from the general and common Pra&ice here, 
or from the Advice of the moft confider’d 
Fhyficians of Europe. 

The ufes of both in the moft obferv’d Di- 
ftempers will be fuggefted, as alfo the Prices 
they are now fold at in the Apothecaries Shop. 
You will then be convinc’d, and will joyn 
with us in the Sentiment of the cheapness of 
all the more fovereign Medicines: And will 
conclude, that when you are allured by your 
Phyfician, that they are proper in your Cafe, 
you fhall not be deter’d from the advantage 
of his Advice and Application of them to 
you, from any other regard.

Their Flavour demonftrates, that they a- 
bound in fpirituous volatile Parts, which re- 
vive the Spirits in Paintings and Swooning 
and when they are oppreft in Apoplexies and 
Lethargies. They penetrate into the Brain, 
and by it into the Nerves, and open Obftru- 
ftions of them in Talfies. 

They warm the Stomach and promote 
Digeftion in the colder Gonftitutions, and 
difeufs flatulent Vapours of the Stomach and 
and Bowels. They prevail on the Acids of 
. the Stomach, and on thofe in the Blood, by 
their Balfamick and Spirituous Particles, 
which reduce them again to their former 11- 
nicn with the Balfam. They difeufs Tu- 
mours outwardly apply’d, by opening the

The Gums Opopanax , 
Sagapenum , Camphire, Afafetida, Galbanum, 
Ammoniac\, Opium, Petroleum, Amber. 

That Fetids offend the Spirits in the Or- 
gan of Smelling, is evident to common Ex- 
perience. That thofe of the Brain are op- 
preft by them, appears from the faintnefs 
and diflurbance made by the Scents very nu- 
grateful. The malignant Fevers of Camps, 
and thofe and many other Difeafes from flag- 
eating putrid Waters, and their Prevention 
or Cure, by rendring the Air more pure, are 
the ftrongeft Proof of the Spirits being de- 
preft and effended by Scents very difagreea- 
ble to the Smell. But when the Spirits have 
irregular Motions, either in the Brain or 
Nerves, which are obferv’d in Hyfterical 
Affe&ions and Convulfions, teey are ufefully 
applied to reftrain the violent Motions. The 
Fetid Medicines outwardly in Fumes, or ta- 
ken inwardly are of ufe in thefe Cafes, when 
the moft fragant and fweet-feented either 

raife 
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raife or increafe the thefe irregular Motions 
of the Spirits. 

The Roots are of two Pence the Ounce. And 
the Herbs of the low values commonly known . 1 
The Raffia Caftor in fubftance is in the Dofe 
about three Pence-, in the Tinfture one Farthing. 
The Gums Ammoniac , Sagapenum , Afafetidx, 
Galbanum , and the white or yellow Amber , are 
fix Pence , Camphire , eight Pence , and Opoponay t 
one Shilling by the Ounce j one Farthing in thefe 
thefe exceeds the value of feveral Dofei. O- 
■jium, which is rarely us’d but in one, two, 
or three Grains, at three Shillings the Ounce ^ 
bellows many Dofes for one Farthing.

Serpentaria , Vinginiana , Contrayerva , Gen- 
tian^ Elecampane , greater Celandine , Carduas t 
Centry , Tarragon , Dragoons , Thyme, MiffeL 
toe , Wormwood , Chamomil , Agrimony , Mug- 
wort , Betony, Calaminth , Germander , ALU- 
foil , Alexanders , Meliot , Solomons Seal , Prim-

But befide the Nourifh- 
ment, which the Jellies from the Decodion 
of Harts-hom and Ivory afford, and their giv- 
ing a flimy Moifture to the Throat in Ca- 
tarrhs, and dulling the Acids by their Muci- 
lage : They are made to fupply, when cal- 
cin’d the Place of fixt Salts, and to imbibe 
the Acidities of the Stomach, and ferment 
with thofe Acids, and confequently move the 
Blood into a Difcharge of its Water by

Tranfpiration, by Sweat or Urine. To this 
purpoie the Shells of Fifhcs are us’d, and 
Crabs Eyes and Crabs Claws, Cuttle Fijh t Pearly 
Mother of Pearl, Oyfter ftiells and Egg-jhells. 
The (havings of Hartshorn and Ivory, and both 
Calinc\i, and the Crabs Claws and the Mother 
of Pearl , and the others, are of the lowed 
Rates, that one Penny purchafes many Dofes.

That they imbibe the Acidities of 
the Stomach , gently ferment and expel 
the Serum b/ the Pores by Tranfpiration, 
and Sweat and Urine, and thence Hop the 
Fluxes of the Bowels, and give a more firm 
Confidence to the Blood, and are therefore 
proper to check the colliquative Sweats of

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malignant Fevers , is evident from their fre- 
quent and fuccefsful life. Their Prices are 
of the loweft degree, many Dofes not making 
the expence of a Farthing. 

The Salts are, Salt , Niter , Vitriol , Alum, 
Salt Armoniac , Borax. 

Amber and Sulphur , and the Stones, the 
Blood- ft one , Calamy-ftone , are of the loweft 
Value, only Amber may demand two or three 
Farthirigs for its Dofe. Antimony at eight 
Pence the Pound , Iron and Copper and Lead 

and Tin, will give their Filings, Verdigreece ; 
Tutty, Litharge % Cerufs, Minium , and the 
other Preparations at lefs than one Farthing 
the Dofe. Quick ftlver, at fix Pence the Ounce. 
The Cinnabar made in imitation of the Na- 
tural is nine Pence the Ounce. This admir’d 
Medicine (hall make its Dofe for one or two 
Pence. 

You may defpife and rejeft this natural 
Colleftion of Medicines, as Vile and Ruftick, 
and believe nothing can be ufeful, which has 
not been improv’d by humane Induftry. 
Providence gave to Mankind the Earth with 
all its Furniture, as a Munificent Donation 
of a confus’d untold heap of Riches, and 
left to him to difpofe each part in its proper 
Place and Order ; to cultivate the Fields, and 
plant them with the various Grains brought 
together of the feveral Kinds, moll necefia- 
ry to the fuppoit of Life', to oblerve and 
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left the Medicinal Herbs, when incidental 
diforders of Health require their afliftance. 
The Labour of Man keeps the Channels of 
the Rivers open, and by it dreins the over- 
flow’d and marlhy Levels of the lower and 
richer Ground. She taught the Art of bring- 
ing her Scones and Wood together, and to 
fabrick more commodious Habitations than 
the Caves of the Mountains. She imprefles 
by Inftinft the ufe of the Waters of the 
Fountains and Rivers, the nobleft and there- 
fore the molt common Liquor. She direfts 
us to the gathering of the common Grains 
and Fruits for Food. The Juice of the 
Grape was obferv’d to be grateful to the Sto- 
mach, to raife the Spirits and recruit them 
in Faintnefs and Wearinefs. Bread was im- 
prov’d by grinding the Grain, and making 
it more eafie to the Stomach by the Ferment 
of Heaven , and the other Ferment of the 
Fire. But the Water and Wine are vitiated 
and deprav’d, if the natural Contexture and 
Mixture of the Parts lhall be alter’d , and 
Bread is not capable of any farther Improve- 
ment. The diftilPd Spirits, the chymical 
Oyl or the Extraft of it would difcover the 
vain Pretence of making it more Nfcurifh- 
ing, or more Grateful. . 

But the divine Art has wirh fo great Wif- 
dom and Power prepar’d the Vertues of the 
Simples defign’d for Medicines and the Cure 
of Difeafes: That humane ihduflry can be 

only 
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only employ’d to find out the proper Appli- 
cations of them to the different Diftempers. 
Who can juftly conceive and fufficiently ad- 
mire the innumerable Vaiietiesof the c mell$ 
and Tafts of Plants, their Force and Power 
to exhilarate and revive the Spirits, warm 
and move the Blood, or cool the Flames of 
the burning and thirfty Fevers? Is there any 
one Plant, whofe Mixture is not different 
from all the reft ? Do they not vary more 
in the inward Compofitions of their Princi- 
ple, aud the Virtues diftinguifhable by the 
Flavours and Taft , than the furprizing 
Colours and Figures of their Flowers and 
Leaves? The Colours and the difcriminating 
Fafhions of Plants, pleafe and entertain the 
Eye, and make the Mind difcern the won- 
derful Artifice of the Contriver of them. 
Prafexeem oflendit quxlibet Herb a JDeum. .But 
the Phyfician who enters into them, and 
pafies through all the Apartments from the 
Root to the Trunk, and Flowers and Seeds, 
difcovers the thicker gummy, and the watry 
Compofitions, or the more fubtile fpirituous 
mixture in the Flowers and Seeds, ready to 
break forth and exert their Power to pre- 
ferve aftd continue Life. Ail the Compofiti- 
ons are prepar’d there, all the Parts are 
brought together, which are ufeful for the 
defign’d purpofesof Cure Can any Cordial 
rival the generous Juice of the Grape, with 
the help of the fragant Spices and Aroma- 

ticks 
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ticks to be infus’d in it ? Can any Chymical 
Oyls or Spirits vie with the adive Parts of 
the Balfams and Gums, and the lively Spirits 
of the Flowers and Seeds, which are better 
preferv’d from wafting and Evaparation by 
the gumminefs of the one and the covers of 
the other, than the diftiU’d Spirits in the 
Viols ? Does not the Juice of the Poppy 
give quiet and repofe to the Spirits, which 
are offended at eVery artificial addition to 
it ? The Vomits and Purgers want only our 
Care to apply them, to determine their 
Quantity in the Dofe, and the Seafons of 
their life. The Qualities of the Simples, 
which make fo great an Impreflion on our 
Senfes, will maintain and fupport the value 
of their Vertues, although fufpe&ed, when 
given in Difeafes, ' which are not capable of 
Remedy or Cure. When they are mifus’d 
by Ignorance of the Application, the Medi- 
cine is accus’d, fome other brought in its 
Place to fupply itsDefefts, or a Mixture of 
a confufed unmber vainly prefum’d to be a- 
ble to out do by pretended Art, the Prepa- 
rations which the Hand of Nature had com- 
pounded. But in all Ages and at this time 
in the largeft Empires, where Nature has not 
been deprav’d by Art, and in the mod hon eft 
and fuccefsful Pra&ice of Pbyficians in the 
ufe of the known Domeltick Remedies, the 
Simples have been and are now rely’d on ? 
as the molt innocent, and moft prevalent, 

and 
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and moft certain Medicines in all the difor- 
ders of Health. In the moft civiliz’d and 
populous Cities, Men firlt brought together 
for mutual defence againft Robberies and 
Murthers from the lnfults from abroad, are 
become the greatcft Enemies to their own 
Species, turn their Rage upon another. They 
Rob and Deftroy by Methods unfeen and 
unobferv’d by the Laws ; under the cover of 
the mod impudent Falfhood, and infnaring 
Pretences of mutual Friendfhip. The Am- 
bition of Honour and Wealth* the Ufage 
and Cuftom prevent and remove all Remorfe 
and Refleftion, and give the fame nncon- 
cern’dnefs, which is feen in the Executioner, 
who take away the Life of a Caiminal, de- 
liver’d to him by the publick Juftice. When 
then Nature basin every ‘Plant contriv’d a 
wondrous Compofition out of her Elements 
or Principles, diftingnifhable even by our 
dull Senfes fronvevery other, and command- 
ed it to be given by it felf, either in fubftance 
to be idfus’p or boyl’d in the Stomach, or 
infus’d or boyi’d in Water or Wine, to be 
taken out unalter’d by the Liquid, and Jo be 
convey’d into the Stomach : The fradnlent 
Phyficion analyfesand deftroys it by turning 
it into a vappid in lipid Water, and a ftinek- 
ing and burnding Oyl, which the Patient 
muft take, becaufe the Simple is cheap, and 
the Art of Cheating could not be praftis’d 
with it, either with Profit or Honour. On 
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the other fide, when the Divine Art has fub- 
Jim’d her Spirits into the Flower and Seed, 
and has collected her Oyls in her Gums and 
Balfams,frora one of which Ihe promifes Re- 
lief in every Difeafe. The Crafty Phyfician 
puts many of them into one Mafs and confus’d 
Compofition. They either aft with great 
Violence or by Correcting, as is pretended. 
Null and Deftroy all the healing Powers of 
every Ingredient. The credulous and delu- 
ded Patient isOppreft and Cheated,' when fo 
many are brought together to affift him, and 
he parts with his Money with the greateft 
Pleafure, when he apprehends the Phyfician 
had fufFer’d great Pains and Trouble in con- 
triving and compounding the difficult Pre- 
parations. 

Explanation of Terms 

Becaufe the People Imagine, that the vari- 
ous Preparations of the Shop import fome- 
thing very Myfterious, and conceit the Drug 
is metamorphos’d or chang’d in fome won- 
derful manner, you may obferve what are 
the Preparations fo much furprizing, and 
which fill the Minds of the People with ad- 
miration of the greateft performances of 
Art. The Bark is faid to be very efFeftual, 
when well prepar’d : And Pearl and Crabs 
Eyes and Coral are always directed, as pre- 
par’d (they fancy) with wonderful Skill. 

H Here 
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Here is nothing elfe meant or underftood but 
Powdering, very finely or more grofly, as 
the Phyfician defigns the Drug fhall fooner 
impart its Virtue, or that its Qualities fhall 
move flowly, and therefore often to better 
purpofe be thus convey’d to the Stomach and 
Blood, and Spirits. The more hard are 
ground on a Porphiry Stone, the others are 
beaten in a Mortar. The Direction of mix- 
ing Oyl, or fomething glutinous or mealy, 
as with Scammony, Agarick, Rhubarb, or 
Camphire is very eafily underftood: As is 
the covering the Mortar with a Cloath to 
prevent the lofs of the fubtile and volatile 
Parts, or to hinder their offending theNofe 
of the Labourer, who Pounds them. 

The Cutting, Brufing , Filing , Raffing , Herbs , 
Metals , Horns and Bones is as eafily practis’d, 
as apprehended. 

Lotion imports making the Simple clean, 
free from Filth, or any unclean Mixture. 
It is either fuperficial, as you wafh your 
Herbs for Sallads, or your Currants or Rai- 
fins: Or to remove any Impurities which 
have been incorporated with the Drug. Thus 
Aloes, Opium, Gaibanum, &c. are diffolv’d 
ftrain’d and feparatedj from their Grit 
and Foulnefs. When you conceive the 
Practice of ftraining Milk from Hairs, and 
melting P>utter to make it more Pure ( as 
the Fats of Animals are melted and ftrain’d 
to feparate the Skins and the Fribes ) you 

will 
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will be Matter of all this part part of the 
Art. 

The Earths, Litharge, Cerufs, and many 
others, are order’d to be wattl’d, and by too 
much Okre are rob’d of the Parts fcom whence 
they derive their Vertues. 

Inf upon, or making the Tinttures, imports 
nothing more, than Steeping the Drugs in a 
proper Menftruum or Liquor, which without 
Heat is able to Extraft its Vertue. Some are 
to be fteep’d in Spring Water, others in 
Wine or Vinegar, or Oyl or the Spirits. If 
the parts of the Drug are not feparableby 
the Menftruum it felf, it mutt be actuated 
by Heat, of which the feveral Degrees are 
adapted to the weaknefs of the Liquor, of 
the clofenefs of the Drug as the warmth of 
the Sun, the Baths of Water, or the Heac 
of Sand, and this laft of feveral Degrees. 

Decottion or Boyling is us’d to the Roots, 
Barks or Woods, &c. with Water made 
more penetrating with Vinegar or Wine, or 
a Chymical Salt, and is to be adjufted to the 
condition of the Simple. And that the more 
fpirituous Part may not be loft, the Veflels 
are order’d to be clos’d. All thefe Prepara- 
tions are known in the Kitching, but are not 
dignify’d there with any myfterjous Titles. 

From the Infufions or Decottions the Extra fit 
are made, by decanting the Liquor, and 
evaporating the thinner Parts to the confi- 
dence of Honey. 

H 2 
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HumeElation and Macreration of the Ingre- 
dients afterwards to be boiled are now re- 
jected, becaufe the force of the Fire in a Mo- 
ment opens the Body more, than the needlefs 
Jnfufionsof many Hours. 

The broiling and roafting of Rhubarb, 
and of Opium are out of ule, becaufe the 
Medicine may become ufelefs upon the pre- 
tence of making it milder. 

By Calcination nothing more is meant than 
burning in the open Fire Plants, Shells, Bones 
or Horns, or Alum, Vitriol, Steel or Niter; 
either to extrad the fixt Salts, or evaporate 
the oily Parts of animal Subftances, that the 
Earthy remaining may imbibe the watry or 
acid Humours, or to difmifs the Water, by 
which the Salts are Cry ftalliz’d. 

Diffblution is defign’d to make more grofs 
ana folid Bodies more Liquid, that they may 
be mixt in the forms of Medicines, and be 
more readily difl'olv’d in the Stomach. Thus 
Refins or Gums ate diflblv’d in Water, Wine, 
Spirits or Oyls. 

Colation and Filtration feparate the thinner 
from the moie grofs and impure Parts, by 
ftraining through WoolLn, Linnen, Papers.. 

JDefpumation and Clarification aie made, ei- 
ther by taking off the Scums, or colleding 
the fly ng Lee with the white of an Egg, or 
by expedling till tne more heavy Parts are 
fallen to the bottom of the Veflel. 
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That Juices, Oyls of Seeds raufl be exprefs’d 
by the force of the Hand, or the ftronger of 
the Prefs , is as obvious by the Pra&ice of the 
Kitchin, as the different manners of lifting 
the finer Powders. 

Diftillmon and Sublimation feparate the fi- 
ner more volatile Parts, rais’d by the Heat, 
and forc’d onward, till they condcnfe in the 
Head of the Veffels more remote and there- 
fore cooler, in the form of Flowers or vola- 
tile Salts, or they pafs on into an oblique 
Receiver, more cool, becaufe it is more re- 
mote from the Fire. The Degrees of the 
Fire are eafily learnt. Some require the leak 
Degree, others the more Vehement j both 
are to be govern’d with refpedt to the Spirits 
or Saks, or Oyl to be feparated from the 
watry or earthy Part: That the too intenfe 
Heat may not burn or taint the Water, or 
break the VeiTel, and that the too remits may 
not leave behind a large part of the Spirits, 
Salts or Oyls. 

All thefe various Methods of Separating 
by Diftilling, Boylingy Infufing are as eafily 
Pra&is’d by the Servants , as the .Elettmries y 
Syrups , ConfeUions , Trocbs, Pills , 'Unguents 
and Plaiflers are now the Entertainment of 
private Families in the Country, who beftow 
their Care and Medicines on their diftemper’d 
Neighbours.

I N the View vrhirh will be made of the 
DiftilPd Waters, and the Compofitions and 
the Chymical Preparations contain’d in the 
London Difpenfatory , you will be fur priz’d 
that fo large a Number are condemn’d by 
the prefent Negleft and Difufe. From the 
Goodnefsand Prices of thefe retain’d in the 
prefent Practice, you will obferve, That 
they are fufficient to amufe the People, and 
fupport their Reputation by the Rates they 
are valued at when Mixt, and hid from the 
Knowledge of the Patient in the Dofe, and 
cover’d by the Affefted Encomiums of the 
Terms of Art in the Bill.

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part of them are not now prepar’d. The 
Phyficians are very often palling their Cen- 
fure upon them, that they are of no Ufe, but 
to increafe the Bulk of the Julep with the Hot 
and Compound Waters. The Milk Water is 
now ufually order’d for that Defign, and be- 
caufe as much Mony can be procur’d from 
the Patient from it, as from all the vafl: Va- 
rieties of the others j this in the ufual Pra- 
ttice almoic fupplies the Place of all the 
others. 

They Corrupt in a little time, which they 
difeover by their being Mufty or Mothery : 
Others are kept open and unftop’d, and pre- 
fently lofe all the fmall Vertues they are pre- 
tended to have, at their firfl: drawing. They 
are as Cordial and Spirituous, as the Water 
ftagnating in the Ditch, or as dead Bear, or 
Wine, which has fome Months been expos’d 
to the Air. 

All the bitter and reftringent Plants cannot 
Communicate any Vertue to the Water, for 
thefe Qualities are not to be forc’d to rife in 
thefe or the Hot Waters ; as Rhubarb, Aloes , 
Jalap or the Jefuits Powder , will not give a 
Water impregnated by Distillation with their 
purgative or the other Qualities. 

The cooling Acid Plants will not make the 
Water of any ufe to cool or extinguifh the 
Heat of Fevers. The Water will be heated 
by the Fire, and cannot pretend to equal the 
Water from the Spring. 

H 4 The 
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The Mucilaginons Plants have their Geliy 
broken by Dijiillmg, and are as ufelefs, as 
the formerly pretended Waters from Snails, 
or Pipers, or from the Flejh of Capons and 

Pheafants. 

As they are not able to preferve thein- 
felves many Months, they are by being Ele- 
mentary and Simple without Mixture un- 
grateful to the Stomach, vappid and paling 
to it. They remain th<.re Crude and Op- 
preffive, and cannot afterwards move them- 
felves from the Blood neither by Sweat or 
Urine. 

The Aromatick and Acrid, and the Hot 
Scorbatical Plants , and the Fetid will make 
the Simple Water taft a little of thofe 
Qualities. But they are an Amufement and 
Impofition, which (hall be more fully treat- 
ed of in another Place, and do not equal 
either in Smell, Taft or Vertue, the Tin- 
tlure of thefe Plants made by lnfufion either 
Cold or with Heat , in the Water of the 
Spring. 

The late corrected Bifpenfatories of Holland 
and Paris advife but few Simple Waters , as 
OtCarduus, Fennel , Hyjfop , Marjoram , Baum, 
Spears Mint, Parjly, Penny Royal, Rue, of the 
Flowers of Lavender , Rofes, and the Lime- 
Tree. If you add Orange-Flower-Water, of 
Camomil- Flowers , of Cowjlips , Elder-Flowers 
and red Poppy , Meadow-Sweet, Black-Cherries. 
Mugwort, you will have a large Collection 
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to pleafe your Fancy in Compounding Ju- 
leps - f but the Stomach, the Blood and Spi- 
rits fliall be better pleas’d and ftrengthned 
with the Infufons or Tinttures made in the 
Water of the Fountain. 

The Simple Milk Water may be drawn fweec 
and well fcented at any time of the Year, to 
ferve as a Vehicle for the other Waters of 
the ftronger forts, or to receive any Spirits 
TinHures , or Oyls diffolv' d in Sugar. 

The Price of all, except two of them, is 
very Xotp, being bought at fix Pence the 
Pint. 



The Compound Waters. 

There are Twenty Eight appointed. Whereof 
there are now in ufe thofe of Gentian , Worm- 
wood . , j4ngdica,Horfe- Radifl), Peiony, PI ague- Wa- 
ter , H\ flerical, AJirabilis, Stevens' 1 s, of the 
Earth-Worms , Snails , Treacle-Water , the Be- 
z.oardick , and of Lavender. They are Sold 
in the Shop at Two Shillings the Pint , except 
the Two laf at a greater Value, but you may 
compute your Expence, if you will Charge 
your Self with more than one Penny at a 
time, by the number of the Ounces you will 
take. 

They are now made of the Spirits of Me*

Venues of many of the Ingredients , and of 
the others only a fmall part of the Oyl, which 
divided by the Spirits offends the Stomach , 
and makes the Wind and Flatulencies the 
Waters are taken for and pretended to 
fubdu'e. 



The Spirits. 

They are the Spirits of Melaz.es and Mault 
Diftill d from Wormwood, and Angelica, Baum , 
Mints , Rofemary Flowers , Clary , Caraway- 
Seeds, Juniper- Berries , the Peels of Citrons , 
Oranges and Lemmons. 

They are Sold at Two Shillings the Pint, 
and warm the Julep and the Stomach in fmall 
Quantities. But the TinBures of them in 
Simple Milk Water or Wine, or the Spirit 
of Wine will afford a Cordialnefs , which 
will revive the Spirits and the Blood, and 
fupport the Stomach much longer, and pre- 
vent the neceffity of returning fo foon to 
the ufe of them. 

The TinBures. 

The TinBures of Saffron and Caftor are 
Sold, the firft fix Pence, the other One Shil- 
ling the Ounce , in which there are Five hun- 
dred and fixty Drops , which difcovers the 
Price of Twenty, Thirty or forty Drops.

Medicated Wines. 

The Steel Wine at three Shillings the Tint, 
the other are difus’d. 

The Vomitive Infafm at the fame Price. 

Medicated Vinegars. 

There are Seven appointed, but they are 
now neglected, becaufe the ftrong Acid of 
Vinegar depreffes and deftroys the Vertues 
of the Aromatick and volatile Plants, and is 
of a Quality dire&ly oppolite to the Plants, 
which overcome the fharp Humours in the 
Stomach, and raife the heat and ferment of 
the Blood. 

DecoBions. 

The DecoBion of Epithymum , and the Trau* 
xnatick or Vulnerary , are not now Efteem’d, 
the latter giving place to the Decottions of 
the Woods , in which fewer Ingredients are 
Prefcrib’d to better purpofe. 

The common DecoElion for Glyfters is made 
of the moft common Herbs and Flowers and 
Seeds. 

The PeBoral DecoCHon is made of the 
eheapefl Ingredients, as is the Purging Ee* 
cottion of Gereon , and the Stomachick hitter In* 
fufm without, or Purging with Sena. The 

trouble 
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trouble of the Boyling makes in thefe the 
greateft Pretence to the Price. 

The Simple Alterative Syrups. 

There is a large Rabble of about Forty of 
thefe brought together, Ufe has disbanded 
the greateft part of them. 

They are hardly allowable in the PraRice 
of Phyfick, being made of Sugar, which is 
clogging and windy in the Stomach, fermen- 
tative in the Bowels, and the greateft cor- 
rupter of the Blood, even in Health, if too 
often us’d. 

They are recommended for this Reafon, 
that a Powder or other lefs pleafant Ingre- 
dient may be cover’d, and better fwallow’d 
in a Syrup. 

Their foftnefs and fliminefs makes them 
tolerable in fmail Quantities in the Diftil- 
ling (harp Catarrhs, and the fretting of the 
Salts or Gravel in the Kidneys and Bladder, 
but there are other Medicines more beneficial 
and lefs injurious, than Syrups will prove if 
too long continued. 

The Heat of the Fire evaporates and 
wafts the Vertues of the volatile and finer 
parts of the Cordial and Spirituous Sim- 
ples. 

The effects of the Bitter Medicines are de- 
ftroy’d by the Swtetnefs of the Sugar.

The A^ringent are made of no ufe from 
the Laxative and Purging Qualities of the 
Sugar. 

The ftronger Acids and the ftrongeft Mix- 
tures of the Spicy and Aromatick will retain 
their Tafts and their Powers *, but all the 
other are overcome and fubdued by this ve- 
getable Salt, as the Flefli is corroded, and 
wafted by lying ( in the long Voyages) many 
Months in Salt. 

There are now in ule, Rasberries, dry’d 
Rofes, Ground Ivy , Vinegar, Barberries, Mai- 
den- Hair , C love -]u\y- Flowers , Red Poppies, 
Balfamick , Pomegranates , Quinces, of the juices 
of Citrons , Oranges , Lemons , and their Peels , 
Cinamon , Coral. 

They are us’d in Juleps to give the Colour, 
but the Eye of the Attendant is more pleas’d 
than the Palate or Stomach of the Patient, 
who , efpecially in Fevers, naufeates the ful- 
fome Sweetnefs of many of them. 

They are fold at Four Shillings the Pint, 
except Coral , Cinamon , Quinces and Balfamick , 
which are fomething dearer. You may ob- 
ferve there areThirty two large Spoonfuls, in 
a Pint, and con fider how many you will take 
to make the Expence troublelorae to you. 

The Compound Alterative Syrups. 

Of thefe there are Forty Prefcrib’d, but 
Twelve now retain’d in Service, viz., of Gum. 

Ammo. 
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Ammoniac k, Mugwort, Betony y Quinces , Jujubs, 
Poppies, Baum, Mint , Myrtle- Berries, Moufear , 
Peiony, and of the /ive 

They are are as trfelefs. and are as hurtful 
as the Simple Syrups, and may have good 
Effe&s, when they are given with another 
very good Medicine. 

They are fold at the lame Rates with the 
other. 

The Purging Syrups. 

There are Ten Compound purging Syrups 
appointed, which with many of the Simple 
have given place to two or three, 

Moftof them lofe all their Viutue, before 
the Seafons of making them return, as the 
Syrup of Peach Flowers, and Rofes Purging, and 
Fiolets. The powerful Qualities of the Buck- 
thorn fupport it againft the Sugar. This is 
fold at two Pence the Ounce , as the Rofes and 
Fiolets are at three Pence, and that of Peach 
Flowers fix Pence, as of Rhubarb , when the 
Price is dear. But this of Rhubarb , and the 
Syrup of Sena , which may be made at all Sea- 
fons, will make the other, which are more 
corruptible, unnecefl'ary and difus’d. 

The Homes. 

There are Sixteen of thefe ; but we only 
ufe that of Rasberries and Rofes in Gargarifms , 

and 
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and the Simple Oxymel , and with Squills at 
three Pence the Ounce. 

Juices evaporated to the confidence of Honey. 

There are Twelve of thefe Robs i but that 
of Quinces and Elderberries are at this time 
only Efteem d. The Trices as of the Sy- 
rups.

There are Nine of thefe Mixtures made 
with Syrups and Honey , but the Healing Loboc 
only retains its Ufe.

A very large Catalogue of thefe is order’d 
to be Preferv’d by Sugar , but this belongs 
rather to the Confeflioncrs Trade , of whom 
they are all ufually Bought. The Phyficians 
advife them chiefly to cover an unpleafant 
Medicine. The Sugar, deftroys the Vertues 
of all of them, which are not ftrongly Tail- 
ed of Aromatic. Thofe of molt life are 
Eryngo- Roots, Angelica , Elecampane , Ginger , 
Zedsary , the Peels of Citrons , Oranges , Le- 
mons, and fome of the Seeds. 

The Prices do not much exceed the Value 
of the Sugar. When you Eftimate their ufe

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in Phyfick, you mull obfervc how much of 
the Flavour, or Taft remains. 

The Conferves. 

Of the Forty Eight thefe only have any 
Value .at this time, vix.. of Wormwood, Scur- 
vygrafs, Eyehright , Flowers of Betony, Borage , 
Marigolds , Clove July -Flower s,Rofemary, Cow- 
flips, Damask^ and Red Rofes , Sage, Lilly of 
the tallies. 

The Herb or Flower is only the fourth 
part of the Mixture. When you have con- 
fider’d after Tailing it, how long the tender 
Flower Ihall retain any Goodnefs, when it 
has lain faked in fo much Sugar, you may 
judge if they are as ufeful, as they are dear. 
You may Purchafe any one from one Penny 
to two Pence the Ounce , except Rofemary - 
Flowers , and the Lilly oi the Fallses at four 
Pence. 

There are fome Authors, who have accus’d 
all the Medicines made with Sugar, and ear- 
neftly argued their Expulfion or Banifhment 
out of all the Difpenfatoris. It would prove 
a very difficult Task to anfwer the Argu- 
ments of that fide, and defend the Syrups, 
either Simple, Alterative, or Compound, 
or Purging, or the Condited, or the Con- 
ferves, from being concluded Superfluous 
and Ufelefs, except in the little Quantities, 
when they are Vehicles to receive and convey 
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the good Medicines with lefs Difgult through 
the Mouth into the Stomach. 

Sugar of Pearl. 

It may be only obferv’d, That in a Dram 
of it there arc only three Gram of the 
Pearl ,

. There are Prefcriptions of Thirty Three 
Powders. The now us’d are the Aromatick 
with Rofes, about fix Farthings the Dofe. The 
Gafcoin Powder , worth about two Farthings 
the Dofe, if you take it Without Bezoar and 
Pearl, which add nothing to -its Vertue, and 
to its Price only three or four Pence. 

The Powder of Arum-Roots at one Penny 
the D ofe, as is the Compound Orris. That of 
Ambergreafe is four Pence or fix Pence the 
Dofe , but when its appointed without the 
offenfive and disturbing Perfume, one Penny 
the Dofe, as is the Rofes of the Abbot. The 
Powders of Gum-Tragacantb, and the three 
Sanders , and Haly, are made almoft of the 
Pams Ingredients, to which Sander- Powder 
may be added on the occafion, and are wortfx 
one Penny the Dofe ,

They are made of Sena , and the Spices to 
warm the Stomach, and are pretended to 
prevent Griping, but the value of the Sena 
is not more then two Farthings the Do/e, and 
the Spices are of equal Dearnefs, with thofe 
of the Hitching. Of the five Purging Pow- 
ders only one is of general Ufe, the other 
are either little different, or may be improv’d 
with D'ugrydium in the Proportion judg'd 
neceffary. The Powder is one Penny the 
Dram. 

The Warwick- Powder may be Vomitive 
when kept too long from the Diaphoretick 
Antimony, and is worth one Penny the 

Dram, 

The Electuaries. 

Of Twenty Seven, none are us’d but the 
Confection of Chermes, the Dofe three Pence : 
Of Saffafras, the Dofe below a Penny: Of 

Bay- Berries, at two Farthings : Of Hyacinth , 
anabfurd Compofitiou of Stones, three Pence. 
The Treacle of the Four Ingreditms, below 
one Farthing. Venice-Treacle, Diafcordium, 
Mithridate , London-Treacle , Philoneum Per - 
ficum , and Romanum are but one Penny the 
Dofe , or about fix Pence the Ounce.

mical Medicines ; The Apothecary will have 
his Trouble and Expence very mnchlelTen’d, 
the Patient will have his Difeafes much foon- 
er Cur d, and his Life much better preferv’d. 

The Chymical Medicines. 

They are the remains of a prodigious 
Number of Chymical Preparations, which 
have been, after they had deluded and de- 
ftroy’d the greateft Numbers of the Affli&ei 
with all the different Diftempers, referv’d 
as the moft Innocent or the moll Ufeful.

You may reflect oh the Surgeons Applica- 
tions to the various Cafes he" treats.

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Their Vertv.es are to pafs into you from the 
Fomentations, UngueMp, Plaifters, by the 
more numerous Paflagcftf the Pores, and the 
Network of all the SkM.

For the People can be bubbled and brought 
ft- pay the bigheft Prices for the little Dofes, 
upon the'afi'urance of BeZoar and Pearl be- 
ing pu: into every one of the Boles, and by \ 
hearing and reading the aftonifliing Names 
and r iile given to all the other Forms. This 
Method effefts the great Defign as well as if 
the Remedy took up one whole day to col- 
left and drefs the Ingredients, and the La- V | 
bour of another in the Compofition. 

’Tis to Chymiflry we owe the late Difco- 
very, and to Experience from her Advice, the 
moft com pleat and moft certain Knowledge 
of the hire Effefts of the more Ample Me- j 
dicines. Nature lays open by Her the Prin- 
ciples 
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ciples and compounding Parts of all the 
vegetable and animal and mineral Subftances, 
as flie does by Anatomy, the Figures, the 
Places and the Ufes, of all the Organs of the 
Animal Bodies. 

She has, being practis'd by Gentlem en of 
Honour, and Phyficians of Integrity, expos’d 
the impudent Prefumptions, and the fraudu- 
lent Exa&ions of all the Chymical Impoftors, 
hardned by the heat of their Furnaces. She 
glories in her reparations of the Spirits from 
mineral Salts, and the other from Animals, 
and in her admirable Preparations of r.he Me- 
tals.

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any of thefe Qualities. The Flagrant, and 
Aromatick, and forae of the Acrids, may be 
diftinguifht by the Smell, but not by the Taft 
of the Waters. But every one of the Herbs 
and Seeds, will communicate all their Ver- 
tues in a Tin&ure to the great Natural Men-- 
ftruum, the Spring Water. You will ob- 
ferve one fpoonful of this Tindure, out do 
the Quart of the Simple Water, in the Smell 
and Taft and operations of all the Qualities. 
For the natural texture and mixture of the 
parts are ruin’d and broken, by the violence 
of the Fire. A very fmall part of the burnt 
Oyl rifes with the Phlegm or Water, and 
makes only an offeniive Empyreum, or re- 
lifli and fmatch of the Oyl tainted by the 
Fire. They are therefore ungrateful to the 
Palate i but are much more difgufted by the 
Stomach. You may judge of the reft, by ob- 
lerving the difference of the Decoctions, or 
Tindures of Tea and Coffee, compar’d with 
the Simple Waters, which the Diftillations 
of them would prefent you with. If your 
Stomach would loath diftilTd Tea, or diftiil’d 
Coffee, which in their Tindures are grateful 
and ufeful, you may make the fame concluft- 
on, either in your Thoughts, or upon the 
Experiment in any one of them. It is an 
Argument that they are of little Value, or 
rather ufelefs ; that they are noc given in- 
wardly, by themfelves. Their weaknefs and 
infipidnefs give the greateft difturbance to

the Stomach, which gratefully receives the 
Water of Natures providing, being impreg- 
nated with the Minerals, they pafs through. 
All the liquid Food in health, and the Gruels, 
and Panada’s and Caudles demonftrate it, 
which are the fupport of the Feverilh, and 
the other molt dangerous Difeafes. They are 
too Elementary to afford any Nounfhment 
to the Blood, and tho’ pretended to be light 
and fpirituous, being rais’d in the Alembick, 
are vappid paling and heavy, and burthen- 
fome to the Stomach. They are us’d to the 
mean and low Offices of being vehicles to 
other Medicines, and of making the bulk and 
largnefs of the Dofe. You muft not deceive 
your felf, that you are recovered after the ufe 
of the Simple Waters. The volatile Spirit, 

or the bitter Tin&ure, or the Cordial Tin- 
cture of Saffron, or the Drops of the Acid 
Spirits, gave you your Life, which would 
have had a greater effeft, if they had been 
taken in the Natural Water, as is obferv’d 
every Day in the Hyfterical and Hypocondri- 
cal, who are fenfibly to themfelves and At- 
tendants difturb’d by the flat and oyly Sim- 
ple Waters. 

The common People having difcover’d that 
the Simple Waters were 'good for nothing, 
the Arabian Phyficians were forc’d to have re- 
conrfe to the pretence of bringing great 
Numbers and Armies to the sffiflance of the 
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Sick, and invent the new Amufement and 
Cheat of the Compound Waters. To this end 
they emulated one another in the larger Ca- 
talogue of Herbs, Flowers, Seeds, &c. to 
be diftill’d together into one Compound Wa- 
ter. They have been outdone by the Euro- 
peans^ who have lince chang’d and fa fh ton’d 
the Artifice by innumerable variations, and 
often only pretended differences. The Cant- 
ing Names of the Heavenly Water, the Won- 
derful, the Imperial were contriv’d to make 
the Fourbery pafs more eafily on the deluded 
Patient. The Wine and other fermented 
Liquors were us’d to give the Heat and 
Strength to the Compound Water, when 
moft of the Ingredients, the Sty prick, Bitter, 
Mucilaginous, &c. do not afford any part 
of thofe Qualities, which (being made from 
a mixture of the more grofs , with the 
Earthy parts,) are too heavy to rife to the 
height of the Alembic. When the Spirits 
are weak or oppreft,' and the heat of the 
Blood wants to be repair’d, Cordials are then 
moft neceffary and of great efFcdt. But Wine 
or the Spirit of Wine, improv’d with the vo- 
latile Spirits, or the generous Tinftures of 
the moft appropriate Aromatick Simples, rev 
* vive the Spirits, invigorate the Circulation, 
without the .hurries and confufions obferva- 
ble after the ufe of the Compound Waters. 
The Patient begs in a Fever, he may have the 
cooling Refrefhing Tincture of Rcfes, or the 
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Tifane and Emulfion, or the Aftringent, and 
corroborating Infufions or Decodions. The 
inhumane fraudulent Phyfician or Empirick 
forces the Trade of Gain, upon the Sto- 
mach, which rifes againft the Waters and of- 
fenfive Juleps. The Stomach cannot bear 
at the fame time the 30 or 40 Qualities of 
the different Ingredients, which affed it at 
once with fo many contrary Impreffions. The 
Oyls of each of the Plants, as fo many Twins, 
are ading by their peculiar motions on the 
Fibres, and the Spirits in the Nerves, and 
the Humours contain'd in the Stomach. From 
this confus’d ftruggle of one Quality with 
another, the Caufes of the Wind, Flatulen- 
cies, Belchings, and Convulfive motions of 
the Stomach, after the drinking of them mult 
be deriv’d. The Patient is willing to take 
often the Sage Infufions, or the bitter or 
the white Decodions \ And in them grateful- 
ly receives any Spirituous and Cordial Tin- 
fture. The healthy Attendant may make the 
Experiment, and obferve the Tumult and 
Hurry in his Stomach one or more Hours af- 
ter. The Old and Chilly Nurfe may pleafe 
her felf with the Brandy fipping, when fhe 
finds the Scent and Taft rifing again into 
the Nofe and Mouth. If the frequent ufe 
of the Spirit of Wine, or the other Bran- 
dies of Melazcs and Mault, is' univerfally 
own’d to parch the Stomach, fhrivel up and 
parboyl its Fibres, (as the Skin of the Finger 

by 
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by fcalding Water) and inflame the Blood, 
and diflipate and waft the Spirits Shall the 
Debauchery be lefs deftrodtive in the Cham- 
ber j efpecially when the burning Oyls of fo 
many Plants arc added to heighten this 
Cordial Malignity, and the Debauch conti- 
nues almoft as many Hours and as many 
Days-, whilft the Patient can live with it. 

But it may be imagin’d, That the Pearl 
Julep is not liable to any Obje&ion, which is 
now the Principal Medicine in all Difeafes, 
and recommended to be often taken, as the 
greateft and moftuniverfal Preferver of Life. 
It is pretended to be the greateft Cordial, not 
only in all Fevers, but in all the other Va- 
rieties of Difeafes. The pra&ifing Empi- 
rick never fails to put off many Viols of it 
every Day. it is flowing in a never failing 
Stream. The Patient begins, proceeds and 
ends, with theufe of the Pearl Julep. This 
in the former Ages of the innocent and faith- 
ful Pra&ice of Phyfick would have been a ve- 
ry cogent and convincing Argument of its 
great Utility and Vertue. But in ours it on- 
ly proves. That its a very good Vehicle to 
carry on the general and univerfal Amufe- 
ment and Cheat. The Powers of it are feen, 
that the People can be perfwaded, on one 
fide, to take very freely of it, and, on the o- 
ther, to part with their Mony very freely 
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It is perfidioufly given with the hot Com- 
pound Waters in Fevers. The Pearl quiets 
the Ferments ot rhe ; ;omach, the hot. Wa- 
ters irritate and exasperate, and make their 
Ebullition more violent. The Pearl railes 
in the Blood a gentle Heat, and by degrees 
Expels the morbid Matter by Perfpiration 
and Sweat. The hot Waters inflame the 
Heat, violently agitate the Blood, and raife 
fudden and profufe Sweats. The Pearl cures 
the Heart burn by imbibing the Acids of the 
Stomach, and preventing their Pungency on 
its tender Coats. The hot Waters give a 
ftronger Motion to the Acid Particles, and 
deterge the natural Mucus, and make the Fi- 
bres more fenfible of their Corrofivenefs. 

Pearl, and all the other Alkali- Powders 
are known by all Phylicians, by the too coh- 
ftant life, to abforb the natural Acid, and 
deftroy the Appetite and Digeftion. The 
Green-Sicknefs, the Cachexies, and Obftrn- 
ftioiss are allow’d to be the neceflary Confe- 
quence, from eating Chalk, Coral, Pearl and 
all theothets of this kind. And, as Chymi- 
ftry fweetens the Acid Spirits by the Vinous, 
its certain the hot Waters alfo in the fame 
manner deftroy this natural Menftruum of 
the Stomach j as they cool the Blood, by ex- 
pelling more Spirits, than they convey into 
it. But when the Patient has loll all Appe- 
tite and Digeftion, the generous Tinftures 
and Elixirs, the Acidulate Chalybeate Wa- 
ters, 
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tcrs, or thofe of the Bath, are brought in to 
repair Health, deprav’d by this pleafant and 
fafhionable Debauch. The Brandy of the 
Vulgar is defpis’d : The Phyfical and amu- 
ling Names of the Compound Waters, fup- 
ported with the pretious Additions, make the 
Pradice lefs fcandalous and unfufpeded, ju- 
ftify’d with the Advice of the Artift, who 
gains not only great Profit by the conftant 
Vent , but the confequent neceffity of the 
other Courfes of Phyfick. Thefe Circulati- 
ons of Pearl Juleps and Steel, and the Sto- 
mach Mixtures, &c. vitiate and deftroy the 
Circulation of the Blood, will not permit 
the ufe of Exercife, and the rules of Diet, 
and Abftinence, and by making the Chroni- 
cal Difeafes more lafting, promote the C011- 
fumption of Juleps, and bring the greateft 
Scandal on the Art of Phyfick. Dr. Lower 
ufually cur’d thefe Chronical Diftempers in 
one Month or two, with his bitter chalybeate 
Tindure, and fome Dofes between of ope- 
ning Pills, which are now kept a foot by the 
Pearl-Juleps and their Antidotes, till almoft 
a Year runs cut, or the Patient recovers by 
the vigour of his Nature undifturb’d upon 
having the ufe of them, or till the Seafcn of 
the Waters gives a long Refpit, and the ufe 
of them (hall cool, and dilute and break the 
Coagulations in the Blood and the Vilcera, 
by their Tindures of the Saks and the ether 
Minerals.

If the Patient be of the meaner Conditi- 
on, and cannot pay the high Prices of thefe 
white Juleps, (tho’ we hope you are fatisfy’d, 
they may be given to the Poor without im- 
poverishing the Donor,) there fhall be Ju- 
ices of the other Colours from the Syrups, 
not pleating to the Palate in Fevers, but ve- 
ry naufeousand offenfiveto the Stomach. The 
Sick are often feen to ftrive againft them with 
both their Hands, to debate fharply againft 
taking the fweet Dole, and earneftly crave 
fmall Beer or the grateful Tin&ures. Na- 
ture oppofes thefe Syrups, from the Abhor- 
rence it has to the large Quantity of Sugar 
they contain, when Ihe remembers the ill 
Impreflions from it, when frequently us’d in 
Health. 

That Sugar is upon many accounts injuri- 
ous to Health, the common Obfervation de- 
monftrates from the bad Effe&s it produces, if 
Children are indulg’d the too liberal life of it. 
It is in fubftance greafie and flimy, when di- 
folv’d in Liquors it ferments them very foon 
and very much, and difpofes them to the laft 
Corruption, to turn into Vinegar. It is ge- 
nerally own’d, that it perverts in a little time 
the Appetite and Digeftion , that thence it 
gives Palenels to the Face* and by the Cor- 
ruption of the Blood, Rottennefs to the 
Teeth, and a putrid Scent to theBroath, that 
it fti mcnts in the Stomach and Bowels^raifes 
Flatulencies, and colliquative Diarrheas. That 

the 
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the Hyfterical and Hypocondriacal cannot 
bear almoft any Medicine made with it, is 
evident, becaufe the Juleps fweetned with Su- 
gar fill the Stomach with Wind, and after- 
wards caufe the languifhing and NaufeouS 
Vomitings. It may be allow’d by its flimi- 
nefs to correft the lharpnefs of the thin Ca- 
tarrhs, and cover the Parts from being irri- 
tated by them, and that the Paflages of Urine 
In the Stone and Gravel may be made more 
flippery and lefs fenfible of Pain : Altho’ there 
are other Remedies which defend and heal the 
Lungs, andcleanfe and cure the Kidneys and 
tirinary PaiTages to better purpofe, without 
the depravation of the Blood by the. great 
Quantities of Sugar. But, if its ufe be much 
infilled on, the Confumptive and the Hedical 
fufFer grievoufly, from its corrofive and fer- 
mentative Qualities. The Appetite fubvert- 
ed, the feeblenefs of the Spirits, the fior- 
butical Impreffions on the whole Mafs of 
Blood, and the finking LoofnelFes juftify the 
Opinion of a late very Learned Phyfician, 
that, V& Tabii s' qtti adptccharata damnaniur . 
That its fweetnefs cannot fail of the molt 
bitter effects in Confumptive Perfons, when 
the Blood made foul, fhall more and mo .e 
obflrud the Vifcera, and increale the Apo- 
flemes and Abfceiles of the Glands of the 
Lungs and Mefentery. It ought therefore 
to be expell’d the Pradice of Phyfick and the 
| Go'mp’ofition of Medicines, Uriels wneii its. 
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ill Effeds are overbalanc’d by its ufefulnefs 
to preferve a few Vegetables, which are Suc- 
culent and Green only one or two Months. 
For this reafon it makes the Conferves of 
Leaves and Flowers, and Candies the Aro- 
roatick Seeds, and Preferves the Juices and 
Decodions of Plants in the Simple and Com- 
pound Syrups. Its true Sugar is ftyl’d the 
Phy ficians Salt, by which he preferves the pe- 
riihable Herbs , as Flelh and Fifli are kept 
from Corruption by the common Salt, and 
Fruits by the Pickles of Vinegar and Salt. But 
as Brine and the Pickles at laft eat out the • 
Goodnefs, or, as the Chymifts phrafe it, per- 
vade and deprefs the nutritive Parts: The 
Sugar deftroy s in a little time the Qualities of 
the tender and lefs operative Simples. We 
allow that the ftronger, as the Bitter, Aftrin- 
gent, Aromatick and Acid, retain their Ver- 
tues, efpecially in the more dofe confluence 
of the Conferves, which are made without 
Fire, as Wormwood, Scurvygrafs, Rue, &c. 
But in the Syrups made with the heat of Fire, 
the Qualities are either evaporated and waft- 
ed by it, or quickly overpower’d by the fer- 
menting, and fowr, and corrofive Sugar. 
Moft of the Condites have little vertue of 
the Plants in them. The Qualities of the 
ftronger are much diminilht in the making. 
The purgative Syrups from the Flowers lofe 
their Operation after fome Months. The 
Cordial Conferves and Syrups have very lit- 
tle 
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tie Taft or Smell, to diftmguifh the. Plants 
they were made of. The reftringent and 
corroborative Con ferves and Syrups are lax- 
ative and purging, from the great Quantity 
of the Sugar, d ^proportionate to the Weak- 
nefs or expiring Power of the Plant. Out the 
dry’d Herbs, Aromatic, Cordial, Aftringent, 
&c. and Sena and Rhubarb give at all times 
their Vertues entire to a Tin&ure, in a dofe 
Veflel, in a Liquor proper to the refpedivc 
Ends. There is no other R.eafon to beafiign’d, 
why the Boles and Juleps are made with the 
Conferves and Syrups : But that they make a 
large Part of the Furniture of the Shop, and 
that the Confederate Phyfician cannot better 
oblige his Patron, than by putting off to eve- 
ry Patient Remedies of thelovveft Value, for 
the Profit your Bills will inform you. 

You may poflibly fear, that thefe Juleps 
with the hotoyly Waters of fo large a num- 
ber of Ingredients, may volatilize the Spi- 
rits too much, and make the Motion of the 
Blood too rapid. But our Artifts have a Me- 
thod to damp them again, and as it wereclip 
their Wings, and check the A&ivity, they 
had from the Cordials. This is done by 
breaking their ftrength by loathfome Boles, 
by the Tortures of many B lifters, by driv- 
ing away the morning Sleeps, and.by the dead- 
ly declarations of Malignity, the fatal Prog- 
nofticks of great Danger or Death. Tire 
* M 2 Pradice 
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Praftice may be compar’d with that of Dani- 
el, who feeth’d Pitch, Fat and Hair, and made 
Lumps, and put them in the Dragons Mouth, 
and fo the Dragon burft in funder. The Fat 
was working one way, and the Pitch and the 
Hair effeftuafly ftopt its Operation, and held 
it from being ever carried off. 

Boles are very proper to abate the vigour 
of the Spirits for two Reafons. Firfi, Be- 
caufe they are a fulfome and hated Medicine, 
which haunts us in ail cur Diftempers. The 
true End of ufing that .Form is. That what- 
ever is Bitter or lll-fcented, or any way un- 
grateful, may be at oncefwallow’d, being co- 
ver’d by a large Quantity of Conferve or 
Confe&ion. 

/ But for the fake of Profit, the moft accep- 
table Remedies , the Goa-ltone, Gafcons- 
Powder, the Aromatick-Powders, and the 
Coolers pleafing to the Palate, arealfo wrapt 
up in a great deal of the overfweet and lufhi- 
ous Conferves. Suppofe the Patients Mouth 
is parcht and dry, and the Tongue chap’t 
and rough, and the Throat almoft clos’d up 
with vifeous Slime and Thrufh, and has only 
palfage for a Powder in a Spoonful of Liquor, 
the Bole is forc’d upon him to d iflolve, if he 
can •, tho’ the Stomach rifes Erongly againft 
the ungrateful Pellet. But there may be a 
Hauftus or Draught ready to wafh it down. 
This confideration makes the other Reafon of 
the Boles damping the Spirits : That they 

are. 
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are taken every three or four Hours at a very 
high Price with the additional Expence of 
the Draught to drink after it. Ninety in the 
Hundred of the Boles, the tnoft Cordial and 
Alexiterial, are worth abont one Penny a 
Piece, the other from that to fix Pence. 
The Draught may be two Pence. Every Bole 
to be paid for at half a Crown, and the Li- 
quor at two Shillings, will indeed trouble the 
Spirits, when they refleft that both together, 
in a Mixture eafy to take, may be had at two 
or three Pence. 

If the Patient is fleepy or Lethargick 
with a chick roapy Blood : If there is a very 
great quantity of. Water or Serum, and 
this by a Catarrh reje&ed upon any particu- 
lar Part: If a vapour offending the Nerves, 
or an acrid collection of Humours lodg’d in 
any part, caufing the Rheumatical Pains, it 
is allow’d by the confent of all rational Phy- 
ficians, that the application of Bli(ters is 
neceflar/. But if the Spirits are wakeful, 
and reftlefs, and violently mov’d by the In- 
flammation of the Blood in a Fever, in a 
Gonftitution Lean and Dry, and Emaciated, 
or Hot afid Sanguine, it’s agaiuft common 
Senfe to add the lharp irritating Spirits of 
the Cantharides, which fhall in thefe Cafes 
give the Torment of the Strangury, and by 
it and the Pains in drawing, prevent Sleep, 
the moA natural Compofer of the Diforders 
of the Spirits,, and in which the Blood moA 
M 3 effe&* 
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effedhially feparates its Impurities. ’Tisthe 
Obfcrvation of a late Writer, that in this 
fort of dilirious Fever, from a lharp inflam- 
matory Blood, every one who had Blifters 
applied, had his Tongue made dry, and the 
Delirium increaft to wfiich Convulfions fuo 
c^eded, till the Spirits had loft their Motion, 
and till the Patient dy’d. You may make your 
Obfervation, if the leaping of the Tendons 
lhall not rife more ftrongly upon every pair 
cf Blifters } and when that Symptom conti- 
nues, more are laid on, till the juft number is 
fill’d up. The chief Reafon in thefe Cafes is. 
That they make the Cnre more Qbferv’d, by 
the more Torment is given-, and that it has- 
been made fafhionable from the opportunities 
they give of more frequent Attendance. 

After the difturbance during the Night by 
Blifters, fucceds the import matt early Ftfit in 
the Morning fit's ftrange the People have 
fuflfer’d themfelves to be deluded by the offi- 
cious pretence of greater Care, by this hafty 
Intrufion. There is no one acquainted with 
ficknefs, but obferves, that in the moft com- 
mon Fevers, Catarrs, &c. The Difeafe has 
its Paroxyfms in the Night. The Patient is 
reftlefs, unquiet, often delirious, till the ap- 
proach of the Morning. At that rime the fer- 
mentation abates, the Spirits are more fedate, 
the Pores are more open, there is a difpofi- 
tlon to fweat, the Patient is more eafy, lies 

mors 
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more compos’d, Slumbers, and has by degrees 
more or lels Sleep, the natural reftorer of the 
weakned Spirits, and Allayer of the turbulent 
and unquiet. The Blood moves* more fedate- 
Jy, the Pulfe is more regular and more firm, 
and the Secretions by Sweat and Urine are 
more plentifully made. The common Peo- 
ple exprefs their Observations of Sleep com- 
ing. on in the Morning after the Patient has 
been tired and fjpent, as they word it, in the 
Feverilh fit of the preeeeding Night. No- 
thing prevents the Delirium, and Convulfive 
motions conlequent to it more, than the 
Morning Reft. After that time is over, the 
Tide of the Humours begins to move, and 
brings the fermentation and inquietude of the 
next Night. Gan the value of fo many Hours 
Sleep, during feven, or ten, or fourteen days, 
beeafily made, or the detriment to the Lan- 
gauifliing Patient be eftimated,being depriv’d 
of the greateft Reftorative every day of his 
Sicknefs ? You may imagine how your Spirits 
and your Blood will be affected, after having 
been kept awake with Perfsus , who was not 
able to furvive it. The unthinking People 
pleafe themfelves with the pernicious dili- 
gence of this careful Vifitant, who drives a- 
way the inclination to fleep, which lhaii re- 
turn no more, till he comes again to difturb 
it the next Morning. 

The laft Counterbaiace to the t Cordials, 
M 4 which 
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which moderates and retards the brisknefsof 
the Spirits, is th e fatal PrognoJHck or Judg- 
ment given ip the flighteft lndifpofitions,that 
the Cafe is malignant, and that they can hard- 
ly expeft the ft ck will outlive the next day. 
You are acquainted with the manner the Ty- 
rant treated his Enemy,with the naked Sword 
hung by an Hair over his Head, with the moft 
delicious M ats and Fruits, and Wine before 
him : And need not be inform’d that Hope 
is the moft Sovereign B«lfam of Life, and 
the btft Cordial in all Diftempers both of 
Body and Mind •, that Fear and Anxieties, and 
Defpair, are the worft Accidents that can 
attend any Difeafes, and make them often 
Mortal, which would have paft off of them- 
felves. The Impiety of this Ufage is to be 
dete led. Especially when it often happens 
that they find Health reftor’d the next day 
by natural Sleep, or an Evacuation, which 
overcomes the eafy Diftemper, and baffle the 
trading and gainful Prognoitick of great Dan- 
ger. 

We are fenlible how uneafie you are to 
part with your beloved Cordial diflilfd Waters, 
by which, as in the Watch, the Spring is 
wound up higher, and the Wheels put into a 
more nimble Motion. But if the Simple 
Waters are Pleafant, why do not the Ladies 
entertain their Vifitants with them, in the 
place of the Infufion or Tindtare of the revi- 
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ving Aromatick fmell, and the Storaachick 
Bitter of the Tea Leaves, in our common, 
but in Sicknefs defpis’d natural Spring Wa- 
ter? Why do not the Gentlemen pafs their 
time with the Compound Waters, inftead of 
Spirit of Wine, and Juice of Lemons, ^nd 
Water, as they do in Punch, the agreeable 
reception in the Vifits at Land, as well as at 
Sea ? The Spirit of Wine uncompounded, is 
the greateft Cordial in Faintings, and the 
Pains from the flatulent Cliolicks, which Art 
has ever brought into ufe. I t moves when 
pure like the Rays of the Sun, and joins it- 
felf with all the Spirits, it encounters the 
vitious Humours by itsforce, not encurnbred 
or clog’d or dilturb’d by the addjtion f f the 
itrong or Fetid, or Turbulent Empyreuma- 
tical Oyls. You may unite one Confederate 
of a Flower, Leaf, Seed, in a Tin dure, if 
the Spirits alone, or the Stomach, or the 
Bowels demand your particular regard. 

But we muft importune you for your own 
advantage in the prefervation of your Health 
and Life, and of your Relations and Friends, 
and your Poftcrity, to give your felves the 
Trouble, to apprehend and retain the Reafons, 
why thefe diftill’d Compound Waters are 
Pernicious and Dell rudive in Fevers, altho’ 
it be the univerfal Pra&ice, in all the various 
Kinds of them, to prefs the Patient to the 
frequent ufe of the Cordial Juleps. As thus. 
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It is molt certain, that ail Fevers are fatal, 
if the morbifick Matter (either from the Cor- 
ruption of the Chyle, or flopping of the 
Pores, or the itnpreffions from corrupted Air, 
or Infe&ions,) fhail not be feparated from the 
Mafs of the Blood by its internal Motion, 
and fhail not afterwards be fecreted and dif- 
charged. 

There are many Ways, by which this Di- 
feas’d Matter is thrown off from the Blood. 

The firft is Tranfpiration or Perfpiration 
by the Pores in an infenfible Vapour. This 
is fo great, that it much exceeds all the other 
Evacuations. When the Blood is ferment- 
ing with the Humours, which are injurious 
to it, and labours vigoroufly to purify it felf, 
it moves the more thin , and fubtile parts 
plentifully to the Pores in all the forts of Fe- 
vers. One of the Alexipharmick Plants in- 
fus’d in a Tincture, will increafe its Power 
to expell by the Pores more ftrongly, and 
continue that motion in a conftant Stream of 
the Airy Evaporation to the Skin. But as you 
warm your felves by the fteady heat of the 
Fire, the hot Compound Brandy Waters, 
give a more viblent Heat, like the Flafhes of 
Powder, or the Rays of the Sun, contracted 
in the Burning Glafs, The fudden effects are 
viojent, but the heat palling off in a little 
time, does not regularly feparate the Hu- 
mours, but leaves the Patient difpiritcd, if 
the Recruits be not often made. 

Second » 
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Secondly, It is raoft certain, that in the ve- 
hement motions of the Blood, there is no Se- 
paration or Secretion perform’d. Which is 
j prov’d from the parcht Mouth, and the burnt 
! Tongue, and the dry Skin in the burning Fe- 
vers. In this Cafe the hot Waters improve 
| that violent motion, and prevent the concoc- 
tion or reparation of the Humours in the 
Blood. But the Barley Waters, and the aci- 
dulate Tinctures, by allaying and modera- 
ting that vehement motion of the Blood, dif- 
pof’e it and make it capable to form its repa- 
rations. Thefe therefore from their faluta- 
ry effects do rather merit the Title of the 
moftufeful Cordials. You may obferve this 
Cafe debated and concluded in the late moll 
ufeful Treatife of the judicious Dr. Paxton, 
Thirdly , The diftill’d Compound Waters 
often force the Patient into a Sweat. But 
Sweating is not one of the natural and ufual 
Secretions. Many Animals do not fweat. 
Men in the molt perfeft Health perfpire free- 
ly, but are not obferv’d to fweat. This E- 
vacuation is made by the ftrong Motions of 
the Body with heat, or by the warmth of 
the Bed, or proceeds from the laxity and 
weaknefs of the Fibres of the Pores in faint- 
nefs, or the Repletion of the Blood with too 
large a Quantity of its Watry Parts. In the 
Small Fox, Meafles, Scarlet Fevers and many 
others , there arc no natural fweats. If 
therefore the Secretion is made by Perfpira- 
' tion f 
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tion, to what purpofe fliall the Blood be 
more agitated and more violently mov’d by 
the hot Waters, to produce a fweat, which 
diftrads and diverts the other, both more 
natural and more beneficial. It is the obfer- 
vation of Santtorius , that the Body perfpires 
leaft, when it fweats molt freely \ for the 
one is from all the apertures of all the Parts, 
the other only from the Channel of the Cu- 
ticular Glands. But Sweats are in the Eye 
and Obfervations of the People, who defire / 
to fee what they cannot underftand: The 
other is confider’d only by the Phyfician. ’Tis 
allow’d. That Sweat fucceeds naturally at 
the end of the Paroxyfm of an Ague, and 
after the Crifisof the Fevers, the hot Julep 
therefore may be cleferr’d till that time, . if a 
better fudorifick Tindure cannot be had 
from the Plants, infus’d or decoded in a 
Tindure. 

Fourthly , If the Blood moves rapidly, and 
fills the Arteries and Veins •, and the turgid 
extenfion prevents their Power of contrad- 
ing to pufii forward the Circulation, and 
there are no figns of the reparations being du- 
ly perform’d : Bleeding is then molt necefla- 
ry, to cooUnd temperate the heat, and make 
the Circular pafiage more free and open . But 
will you then give the hot Compound Wa- 
ters, to fill with their irritative Spirits and | 
ferment the Mafs of Blood to a greater ful- | 
nefs, and undo the next Moment by the 
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heating Julep the good effects of the Bleed- 
ing ? ( 

Fifthly , The fediment and the Saltnefs of 
the Urine, demonftrate how large a Propor- 
tion of the impurities of the Blood is difmift 
through the Kidneys. A Diuretick Tin&ure 
will more and more difpofe it to this Evacua- 
tion. The hot Juleps put a Hop to it, by 
turning the Stream by fweats, which are 
then, if Nature affe&s the other way ; not 
ufeful but injurious, and the Courfe of U- 
I rine checkt by the Juleps (hall probably never 
j be recovered again by any Art of Medicine. 

Sixthly , Pleurifies, Peripneumonies and all 
other Fevers with Catarrhs, and fome other 
putrid Fevers towards their Crilis, difcharge 
very freely by Expe&oration. The lubrica- 
ting and foft Decodtions forward the difmif- 
lion of the morbid Matter that way. The hot 
Cordial Waters dry the Humour, make ic 
more vifcous, and by its Clamminefs choak 
the Glands of the Lungs, with the molt ob- 
fervable detriment to the Patient. 

Seventhly , Fevers from the Corruption of 
the Food in the Stomach, from the pucrify*d 
Wormy Matter in the Bowels indicate and 
require gentle purging. This Difcharge is 
often made by Nature it felf in a falutary 
Diarrhea. Moil of the putrid Fevers, are 
in their Progrefs abated and cur’d by a Natu- 
ral Loofnefs. You will give us your Confenr, 
when you confider that the Spleen and Liver 

are 
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are fecretory Organs by the Inteftines, which 
are larger than all the Glands of the Skin, 
and all the others of the whole Body put toge- 
ther, efpecially if you add to them, the 
Glands open to the Stomach, and all the Chan- 
nel of the Bowels. The rancid Coagulations 
and the adult Salts feparated in the Liver and 
Spleen, are plentifully evacuated by the bili- 
ous fermenting Stools. The Delirium and 
Frenzy, after the heat is temper’d by the A- 
cids, or Emalfions, or Decodtions, cannot a- 
ny way be more fafely compos'd and remov’d, 
than by the natural and artificial Revulfions 
by a lenitive Medicine or by Glyfters. The 
other Treatment exafperates and drives the 
Matter into the Brain, the Nerves and the 
Mufcles, and makes the leapings of the Ten- 
dons, or the Convullions of the Mufcles. You 
will believe the great Ftrntlius \ Vna Alvi 
fpontanea folutio at perturbatio continuant Ft - 
bum tuto ac perfette judicat. I depend, fays 
he, in a continual Fever more on the Secre- 
tions by the Bowels, than all the other vifible 
onts, nor can think my Patient fafe, till Na- 
ture has by Stools dilmift the molt corrupted 
Part of the Difecfe. This is the concurrent 
judgment of the belt both Anticnt and Mo- 
dern, both Writers and Practitioners in Phy- 
lick. What then can you expect from the 
high diltilPd Compound Waters in the Ju- 
leps, and the binding Alexiterial Boles, but 
to have the Blood heated and dry'd, and its 

Co- 
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Coagulations ftagnated in the Skin, in Ralhes 
or in Spots, becaufe no part of the vitious 
Humours has been rejected from tlie Liver 
and Spleen, and the great length of the In- 
teftines. • 

Laftly, If a Fever, being more putrid in a 
furfeited Cacochymous Habit of Body, cannot 
be overcome in lefs time than the fmall Pox, 
or by Natures flower Secretions of a much 
longer time, than we dare mention to you, 
for fear of railing in you fome fort of Sufpi- 
cions : Will you begin and go on with the 
fpirituous Juleps and Boles, invade the Sea- 
fons of Nourilhment, and negledt the ufe of 
Tin&ures to fortify and ftrengthen its Tone 
and Crafis ; which give the Blood the trueft 
Cordial, the Ability to work out its flow 
Defpumations. Very many Phyficians con- 
cur in the Method of curing the Fibres lenta, 
the protradted Fevers, by a Method dire&ly 
oppolite to your Alexiphamacal Boles and 
Juleps. 

In all thefe Fevers the natural Powers are 
the principal Agents in the Cure. The Sur- 
geon cannot cure the flightefi: Cut of the 
Finger, much lefs an Ulcer or a Gangrene, 
• unlefs Nature co-operates with' bis Applica- 
tions. Jn the moll common and ufual Fe- 
vers, the Blood is digelting and expelling 
the Matter, which difturbs it, by the cufto- 
maty Channels of the Secretions, which are 
always open to her daily putting off the 
Superfluities of the Nourishment; The 

great- 
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greatdl part of thefe Diftempers are fafe. 
The vehemence of the Symptoms in thefe 
proceeds from the Strength and Vigour, by 
which Nature attacks and drives her Enemy 
from her. The honeft Phyficyn -gives the 
Patient the Cordial Intelligence of the Goodnefs 
of his Confutation , the weaknefs of the Difeafe , 
and the certainty of his Recovery, and forwards 
the Dilmiflion of the Humoors , the ways they 
are then mov’d by Nature, with one or two 
Medicines. On the contrary. This is the 
Scene, in which the crafty Phyfician Copies 
after the Mouutcbank , denounces the moft 
terrible and fatal Profpett, and makes his Spe- 
ftators admire his Procefs, and his only Skill, 
if they will believe him, to make fuch a Di- 
. item per fly before him. The fraudulent Era- 
pirick loofes no time in fo favourable a Con- 
juncture. There’s no Danger, and the Patient 
is willing and able to take all the Boles and 
Juleps. They (hall be Warm and high Ta- 
iled, that the Attendants fliall warrant their 
goodnefs from the appearance of the Leaf- 
Gold, and the comfortable Biting and Heat 
on the Tongue. Thefe Difeafes may be 
tei m’d the flared Markets and Fairs for the 
vending of large Parcels of Medicines, as 
Chriftmas is the Seafon for Paying for them, 
at fo much time of Credit allowed after the 
i'pending of them. From thefe eafie Victo- 
ries the Boles and Juleps have their T riumphs 
and their Titles of Honour, as well as the 
Phyficians and vmlicen’ft Pradticers , who 
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bring them into the Field. Health returns* 
after the uninterrupted ufe of them many 
Days together, becaufe, (tho’ all Medicines 
aft with more or lefs Violence,) they had 
not Power to divert Nature her felf from 
the Conqueft of the Difeafe , nor in that 
confiift were able to difturb her, unlefs they 
had, in the weaker Conftitutions, the dip- 
proportionate Qualities and Malignity ' of 
Poyfons. The Apothecary has one or two 
Guineas by the Day for his Fees, in the 
profit of all the Dofes, at the Prices you are 
not unacquainted with. The fuccefs from 
the foundnefs of the Conftitution and the 
weaknefs of the Diftemper, give him the 
Applaufe and the Title. But you have the 
needlefs and loathfome Trouble of the many 
Medicines, and the needlefs and ungrateful 
Expence of fo many Pounds in the ftead of 
fo many Shillings, if you paid the Rates, 
which Nature or the Shop has fixt upon them. 
Thefe are the agreeable and the pleafant 
Atchivements, which in the private Con- 
verfations are the Entertainment of out 
modern licens’d and unlicens’d Aftorsin thefe 
Comedies, as the Feats in the more publick 
or private Praftice divert the Robbers of 
the Road, or the Streets, when they recount 
to one another the Values of their Purcha* 
ces. 1 

When the ftrength of Nature and Force 
of the Difeafe aflaulting it Ihall be equal, 
N our

our Criminals by the Number and the Qua- 
lities of the Medicines, cannot fail very of- 
ten to deft voy Life, while the project chief- 
ly their Gain and Profit by the Sale, becaufe 
you will make no other Allowance or Com- 
penfation to preferve your felves by paying 
the vilits and attendance feparately. When 
therefore the Blood is evaporated and waft- 
ed, and mixes in it felf more and more the 
offending Humour by being inflam’d by the 
modifli Juleps *, if they ftop any one of the 
Paflages by which the venemous Matter would 
have been reje&ed, or if the Appetite and 
Digeftion fhall be deprav’d by the numbers 
and loathed Forms, or extreme Heat of the 
Remedies, and the natural Vigour fenfibly 
link and decline, who can doubt but the 
Medicines join with the Fever, and are, if 
not the Principals, at leaft Acceffaties in 
the Death of the Patient? It is now the 
publick Voice, that the.greateft Numbers in 
the difficult Diftempers are deftroy’d by Phy- 
fick. This will appear to be a very juft: 
Cenfure of the prefent Pra&ice, if you con- 
fider how the Children are treated with the 
inflaming Spirits of the Compound Waters. 
Their Blood and their Pulfe are thrown in- 
to the mo ft violent Motions and Confufions 
by the ufe of Wine or the fiery Spirits, 
drawn from the fermented Liquors. Their 
Brain is foft and moift, and their Spirits fen- 
lible of the .leaft irration and difturbance. 
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The Philofopher in Plutarch made the Re- 
mark from frequent Obfervations, that the 
Petulant Boy had a Father, who was often 
Drunk, Nothing can more offend in that 
tender Age, than the ufe of the Juleps, 
which are able to warm the Winter of de- 
clining Life, the firfl Dofe of them very 
often throws them into Stupors or Convul- 
fions. Dr; Harris the Author of the incom- 
parable Difcourfe of the Difeafes of Children, 
reports his Information from a Minifter. of a 
large Parifh near London , That the Native 
and Nurfe Children, very numerous from the 
City, were in three Years all kill’d by the 
diltill’d Spirits, convey’d into them by the 
Milk they fuckt, only three excepted, who 
were nourifht by natural Milk. You may 
note the Numbers of the young Children de- 
ftroy’d in the Out-Parilhes, who are Cordi- 
al’d from one Sympton to another by Ju- 
leps and Boles of the old Call-off Modes, but 
of equal-Vertues with the more dignify’d by 
Titles, which are preferib’d to the Heirs of 
Honours and Eftates. You may refleft how 
many Hiltories you have met with of Reco- 
veries from the obftinate Inftinft of the Old- 
er, or the fortunate Frowardnefs of the 
Younger, by which Both refus’d the inflaming 
Medicines and have thereby been preferv’d: 
and of the more cogent Inftances ofthe Sym- 
ptoms abating, when the fide Board has been 
N 2 lefs 
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lefs burthen’d by the fucceeding Phyfitians 
of the other Practice. 

If you will allow the aflurance you are not 
o fiend ed with, when the Watch-Maker de- 
clares, that It rai tiling the Spring will break 
it, and the fall of the ruder Hand will bend 
the Wheels of the Machine; We may ad- 
venture to affert, That the moll dangerous 
Fevers are made fatal by one Error. Exitia- 
les Atorbi nec leviffimitm Errorum jernnt. The 
Phyfician mull carefully obferve the Methods, 
which Nature takes to preferve it felf, and 
which the Difeafe ufes to deltroy the almoft 
incomprehenfible Mechanifm of Life; he mnlt 
by his Morning and Evening Vilits compare 
the Progrefies made by one and the other, and 
feize the firlt opportunities to interpofe his 
AfTillance to fupport the Separations, and di- 
reft or hallen the Secretions. The Mailer of 
the Ship is oblig’d to the nicell Care, when 
the Storm and the Waves fiiall take the advan- 
tage of the leaft Error in his Orders. So in 
Phyfick the Medicines, if too Itrongly Acid 
and Cooling, will fix and llagnate the Blood ; 
if too Hot lhall rarifie it into the protufe and 
colHquative Sweats, and by "them dilfipate 
and wall the Spirits, or lhall force the Ve- 
nom e into the Brain and Nerves, and form 
the Symptons of Delirium, or Lethargy, 
or Convul lions ? The JeJkits Powder will 
fijfely bind the Blood, and make it retain the 
milder irritative Matter of Agues, which re- 
turn 
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turn to Health after every Fit : But it cer- 
tainly makes the malignant Fevers deadly, 
when it has loekt up in the Blood the Pefti- 
lential Mixture. How often has one Dofe 
of an Opiate ftopt the Refpiration, by the 
thicknefs and vifcidnefsof the Phlegm, not to 
be mov’d or difeharg’d by the Labours of ail 
the Mufcles of the Breaft. The Catarrh will 
be turn’d into a Flood by the Saks, and over- * 
flow and drownall the Paflages of the Breath. 
The Loofnefs fuddenly checkt throws the 
Matter before feparated, and therefore more 
furious, into the Blood, by the lafteal Veins. 
The Sugar of the Boles often repeated may 
prove purgative, and draw back the fepa- 
rated Matter from the Secretions of one or 
all the other falutary Evacuations. Thefe 
are the fecret Relapfes, which are hid under 
the Covert of the Difeafe, which when made 
more violent, fuddenly deftroys Life, and 
breaks the Reputation of the moil ufeful Me- 
dicines, when their quicker Vent is urg’d by 
the luxurious Treatment of the moll dreaded 
Dillempers.

Jn thefe very dangerous Cafes the fir ft Re- 
folve is, to fend for the Apothecary or his 
Partner, or his Apprentice. But if the Unk- 
ing and repeating Gold watch, which with 
its various Motions fhews the Courfe of the 
Sun and Moon, and the Tides, &c. be of 
too great value to be put into the Hands of 
N 3 an 
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an under Workman, will you Truft your Body, 
a Machine of infinitely more curious Structure, 
to the hands of an ignorant Pretender? You 
may happen to think of calling in a Phyfician, 
and you may remember to have heard from 
fome of the Faculty , that the Enelijb are 
the bell Phyficians in Europe. But, as the 
Merchant Knows, that the fineft Goods are 
damag’d by Storms or the leaking of the 
Ship, and as the moft generous Fruits degene- 
rate into Wildnefs and Sowrnefs, for want of 
Culture and from the Poornefs of the Soil : So 
Many Accidents have concurr’d to debauch 
and vitiate this Profeffion, and corrupt it into 
Quackery and Charlatanifin. The inadverten- 
cy of the Age to avoid a greater Expence, 
has employ’d the Apothecaries in all Diftem- 
pers, who can make no Obfervations or Im- 
provements and the Phyfician can make none, 
when he is call’d in becaufe he comes af- 
ter many injurious Remedies. The ftudy 
therefore of the Art has been neglefted, and 
the Reputation of Skill hath been pretend- 
ed to by the Enquiries after Trifles and Imper- 
tinencies, or by the Apothecaries Aflfuming 
all the Knowledge of Difeafes, and Succefs 
in Cures to themfelves alone. The others have 
been forc’d to enter into Combinations and 
Confederacies with thefeEmpiricks, to pro- 
mote the Amufements and Frauds cf many 
pretended high priz’d Medicines, to merit 
their zealous Recommendation to all their 

Cufto- 
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Cuflomers. This begins to be every Day 
more and more fufpe&ed by the Sick and 
Attendants , when their Teeth are fet on 
Edge, and they are foon .loath’d with too 
much Phyfick, and the Event fails’ the Ex- 
pectation rais’d by the prefumptuous A duran- 
ces from the rich Bezoardick compofitions. 

The Art of Phyfick is then underllood, 
when the Artift has comprehended in the 
Words of my Lord Bacon , Quid natura factat 
ant fer at. He mifft firlt know all the man- 
ners of Natures working in Health, and in 
Sicknefs, how {he endeavours to recover her 
natural State. He mult then inform himfelf 
of all the Inftruments of Medicine, the force 
of Diet, Abltinence, Exercife, &c. and what- 
ever has any Efficacy to leflen, or divert, or 
raife the natural Motions. All the Difcrip- 
tions of Life and. Health, and how they are 
differently affedted by Difealesand the various 
Arts, by which they are fuddenly or by long 
Seiges overcome, are to be learnt from Hip- 
pocrates , and in him from the very numerous 
Writers before him, and all the other Phy- 
ficians, who have fince imitated thefe great 
Examples by the moll diligent Purfuits, to 
attain the Knowledge of Difeafes and their 
Cures which they have by their writings be- 
llow’d on Mankind. TheNavigator mull be 
furnifht with the Charts of all the Coafts, their 
Depths and their Soundings , and with the 
Knowledge of the Winds and Tides of every 
N 4 Shoar, 
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Shoar. Thefe Informations are given him by 
the Induftry of thofe, who have been em- 
ploy’d in making the Maps and Draughts of 
all the Parts of the greater World. In our 
Microcofm, the Epitome of the greater. Qua 
Rea 10 non eft magni plena Labor is ? How much 
is to be known, to judge of the ufes of all the 
Parts of the Body and their Pofitions, the 
Adions and Paffions of all the Humours and 
Spirits, how they move from Infancy to old 
Age, and are aded on from Changes within, 
or Impreflions from abroad, what Difeafes 
are only Symptoms of others, if dangerous 
or fafe, whether Chronical or A cute, and whe* 
ther they are Fatal from the leaft Negled , or 
are Mortal from the hafty pretences to Relief ? 
You have heard this moft difficult and molt 
ufeful Science ridicul’d, as the moft: Eafieor 
the moft Impertinent. The Ars longiffima , 
which is not to be learnt, but by long Obfer- 
vations of the Difeafes in the Books and in 
the Patients, prefum’d to be inftantly acquir’d 
in good Company over the Bottle, and the 
moft difficult Cafes to be prefently refolv’d 
by an affeded Meditation. You have been 
inform’d that many Phyficians and Surgeons 
•have remarkt in the Confultations with fur- 
prize, the moft profound Ignorance of the 
Places and Ufes of all the Vifcera. That the 
very Titles of the moft ftudy’d Authors, 
and the Names and Defcriptions of the moft 
common Diftempers, h^ve been either never 

Learnt 
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learnt or at laft Forgotten. If you will al- 
low, that Mankind is deceiv’d and pleas’d 
by the Tricks of Leger-de-main, you will ap- 
prehend the ufefulnefs of Impudence in the 
Mountebank, to captivate the Mob about 
the Stage, He tells them with an Air of 
the greateft Aflurance, that He is the only 
Phyfician of the Age, that all even the flight- 
eft Diforders, which Nature difmifles by her 
own Strength, are the Miracles of his Art, 
and that the Cataftrophe would have been 
deadly in the Hands of any other but him- 
felf. You have feen the meditated negleCt 
of very many Patients, as fatal as Povfon; 
and you have heard of the grand Directions 
of an Iflue, Seton, or the Afles Milk, when 
the Patient could not out-live the Day. But, 
as England, is the Receptacle of all the caft- 
ofF Empiricks of our Neighbour Countries, 
who make their Fortunes alone by the dint 
of their own Lies and Forgeries : It would 
be the laft reproach, if the Natives with the 
advantage of Education, Ihould not with as 
good Grace and Succefs reprefent all the 
Englijb Phyficians, efpecially thofe of the 
Difpenfary, as Scoundrels, if compar’d to 
themfelves. Tho’ they have fcamper’d up 
and down to get a readinefs in the Prattle 
of Politicks, but have loft the opportunites 
of learning either Anatomy or the chymical 
Phylofophy, and never differed one healthy 
or morbid Body, or faw Qne procefs of the 

Prepa- 
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Preparations of Medicines : Tho’ they could 
never beat or mould their inventive Brains to 
the fevere Studies of Difeafes, and their Con- 
fequences, or the Methods and Remedies for 
their Cure : They have been reported and fa- 
inted as the adopted Heirs of Apollo , the In- 
ventor of Medicine. The pretended Apothe- 
caries by their Panegyricks fpoke to you, or 
brought you by other Hands, extoll them on- 
ly as the moft able Phyficians, who will obli- 
gingly judifie their Pra&ice and raife their 
Skill equal to their own, and bring in the Pro- 
fit of one Hundred and Fifty, or, as lately, 
three Hundred and Thirty Pounds, in one (Ingle 
Cafe. They introduce to you, before all others 
the Scum and Lees of the College, brought in, 
when the Charter was demanded, and Forty 
were to be added, many of them without Ex- 
amination. ’Tis by them, that the Young are 
cbara&er’d as Cautious and Experienc’d as the 
Old, and thele as Sprightly and quick of Ap- 
prehenfion as the other: That the Sober and 
the Heated are of the fame Temperature ■, that 
the Witty and Noify and the Silent and Dull, 
are of equal Value to treat Didempers of any 
fort : That tho’ they have been as the Greek 
Phyficians from Rome, expell’d and fly hither 
for Refuge, they merit the moll profitable 
and mod honourable Advancements. Tho’ 
you know;, you cannot judge of the growth of 
a Shoot of a Wall-Tree, but by remembring 
exaftly, how you lad left it and bbferving 

nicely 
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nicely it’s prefent Condition, yet in the great 
Concern of your Health, -You are made to 
believe, that the Readers and Makers ot Ver- 
fes in the Coaches, are the moll: ufeful Obfer- 
vers of the Progrefles and Events of the Dif- 
eafes, which They had conliderd in great 
hurry, and with the Entertainment of the 
Company with News, and witli affedted 
Speeches to gratifie the lift ning Attendance. 
You are perfwaded to imagine that Difeafes 
may be Ihot flying, that the Mark may be bet- 
ter hit by thofe, who cannot hold themfelves 
{till and are always in Motion. It has been 
the wonder ot the more cbferving, that the 
vogu’d Phyficians do not anfwer any one of 
the Characters of the formerly, or lately 
valued PraCticers, in their Learning, Deport- 
ment or Fidelity to their Patients. They are 
forc’d to Manufacture themfelyes to the de- 
mand of the Mode and Falhion, and the Be- 
nefit of thofe, who make their advantage by 
them. They are not fitijmis, when they have 
lifted themfelves into the Service. The Am- 
bitious, the Extravagant and the Hungry come 
in freely. They muft obey all the Orders, 
for fear of being Calhier’d : and if they refufe 
no piece of Service, they fhall be prefer’d 
into the higher Pofts, and have the Pleafure 
of infulting their Comrades. 

You may refolve, as very many Families 
have of late Years, not to expofe your 
Health to the Phyficians convicted of Fraud 

and 
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and Confederacy, but may content your felves 
with the Advice of the Apothecary, who 
has feen the ways of Practice, or appear’d 
to Confult with the Phyfician. But he never 
informs him with the Reafons of his Advice, 
or the Defign of the molt rely’d on Medi- 
cine. He cannot in Fevers comprehend the 
various Tempers of Heat, the different Beat- 
ings of the Pulfe, the ProgreiTes to other 
Symptoihs, from the many Obfervations of 
the Colours of the Face, the Tongue, the 
Eye, the Skin, the Urine, &c. 

You may pleafe your felves, when you fee 
the Prefcription deliver’d to be fent to the 
Shop, altho’ therein the Honeft Phyfician has 
been forc’d to comply with the Cuftoms of 
the Time, and the Prepofleffions of the Peo- 
ple, and to appoint feveral of the Medicines 
in common Ufe. He knows the mod appo- 
fite and efficacious will be hid in the herd, 
and the Operation lhall be obferv’d only by 
himfelf, in the privately noted Change of the 
Symptons. This may appear too Criminal 
to be otherwife defended, but by the Pra- 
ctice of all other Profeffions, which will not 
lay open their Myfteries, or divulge the Se- 
crets of their Arts. The Painter does not 
inform the Grinder of his Colours, how he 
mixes them and lays them on the Canvas. 
To what other caufe can you Affign the 
Blending and Mixing and Shifting of Medi- 
cines, inftead of the more Simple and Natu- 
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ral ? You are not acquainted with any one, 
who has fo little Regard to his Intereft, to 
deliver the Writings of his Eftate, by which 
the Rents may be diverted from him, in the 
prefent and the fubfequent Payments. You 
will Acquiefce in the Truth of the Fatt, 
when you refleft on all the vitious and ufe- 
lefs Medicines of the common Practice, and 
on the neglect of forming a new Difpenfa- 
tory from the many Reformations of the pub- 
lick Receipt-Books in all Parts of Europe, and 
from the late great Improvements of Reme- 
dies by the moft eminent Writers. But, if 
the Phyfician Ihould impart to your Apothe- 
cary the ufe of any one excellent Purging or 
alterative Specifick, and allure him or de- 
monftrate to him by the fuccefs, that it will 
in a little time Cure that Difeafe, what Service 
could you reap from it? Becaufe one Spe- 
cifick will not latisfie him for his Vifits and 
Attendance, when you make him his only Re- 
ward in the Payment of the Bill. 

. If then the Medicines are cheap from Na- 
ture and in the Shop: If you are perfwaded, 
that in a Bill of one Hundred Pounds, you 
pay Ninety more than the Shop Prices: If 
ill Medicines are retain’d in ufe (in comple- 
ment to the Shop) and are given in Quanti- 
ties collufive and fraudulent in the more ea- 
fie Diftempers, and fatal in the more difficult: 
If the Confederacy has put on you the word: 
Phyficians, who have no other diftinguilhing

Merit, but the writing much of the old 
Trafh themfelves, and juftifying the pre- 
tended Apothecary in that Pradice ; Can 
you form to your felves the blacknefs of 
this treacherous and perfidious Treatment 
of the Sick by the Medical Heroes of the 
Age? 

You will conclude, that this violent Dif- 
eafe of the Pradice ofPhyfick, fpreading it 
fell into all Parts of the Nation, requires a 
fpeedy and effedual Remedy. 

+ But it is not in your Power to propofe a- 
ny other, but that one, fo often hinted to 
you that every private Family muft take 
care, that no Phyileian or any other Pradi- 
cer, fhall be permitted to make himfelf the 
Reward of his Advice, from the Numbers 
and Prices of the Medicines. You cannot 
objed, that the great Phyficians of the Town 
have no Profit in the Medicaments prefcrib’d, 
when you .refled, that they are forc’d upon 
you by many Artificers, too numerous to 
be here recounted y for that very purnofe, 
and fhall be laid afide and cry’d down, if 
they alter the confumptive Methods of Wri- 
ting. 

The Difpenfary is only a Comment on that 
moft ufeful Propofition. The Subfcribers 
to it are that part of the College* which ne- 
ver bow’d the Knee to Baal, or could be de- 
baucht from their - Duty to the Publick and 
their Profeffion, to juftifie the Empericks 

Pradice, 
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Practice, with the Zeal necclfary to make 
the Patient confult him in all lubfequent ni- 
neties, or preferibe the exorbitant numbers 
of Medicines in the little Dofes, to merit the 
next opportunity of giving the Compositions 
the quickeft Vent. They have concluded, 
that there is this only Method to prefer.ve 
the Lives of the People, and prevent the In- 
famy of the Faculty. And they are in ;this 
at leaft, infallible, that the growing numbers^ 
of the Apothecaries here and in all E’arts of 
the Kingdom cannot be prevented, and that 
the Legions of the other Pretenders to pra- 
ctice (who fall in with this gainful and de- 
ftru&ive Trade of Treating all Difeafes, 
with as many Cordial Boles and Draughts of 
Juleps, as they can put off) cannot fiy.any 
other method be checkt from running into 
an endlefs Increafe, but by laying before 
• the People the low Prices of the belt Medi- 
cines, and the juft Proportions requir’d in 
every Diftemper, both which are to be ob- 
ferv’d from their Praftice. 

• If therefore the view of this promis’d 
Land will pleafe you in Profpect, You may 
confider that the Poor will have the Reme- 
dies given by You or Us, or paid for by 
themfelves, the moft Sovereign, and the beft 
prepar’d. They will not dread being ruin’d, 
while Sick, or find themfelves undone, when 
recover’d when they are to pay fo many 
Pounds inftead of fo many Shillings, or in 

the 
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the place of nothing in the firft propofal. 
Your Charity to your Servants in their Sick- 
nefs will be light and pleafing to you. And 
You will not have the Regret, when you ob- 
ferve their Calamitious condition, at parting 
with them upon the Approaches of the com- 
mon Infirmities. They will be able to pre- 
lerv? the Hire and reward of their Labour 
and Life, fpent in the duties of their Places. 
The Apprentices will not by the lately in- 
vented Articles be thrown on the Care of 
their Parents at great Diftances. The Chil- 
dren will have remedies equal to their Years, 
and their Strength. You will have the fin- 
cere Inftrudions in your Sicknefs, and will 
not regret the exceflive Payments, and re- 
fled that Nature opprefs’d Naufeates all the 
Amufements and Luxury of Health. You 
will then have the liberty allowed you of 
choofing for your felves the more Honeft and 
Skilful Phyficians, and will have the Pleafure 
to look back on the Dangers you have out- 
liv’d and efcap’d. You will then conclude, 
that the Reformation of the Corrupt Practice 
ofPhyfick, by the Difpenfary, is the firft and 
the greateft of this Age, and will value the 
firft Subfcribers to it, as the Patrons of your 
Health, and* in the other refpeds, yourmoft 
munificent Benefadors. 

The Contefts between the Faculty and the 
Employment fubfervient to it, in conjundion 
with the other Phyficians, who are now under 

its 
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its Power and Government, which are now 
• fermenting, and moving violently, as the 
contrary humours of the Body in Difeafes, 
•will be compos’d and quieted, and both will 
be reduc’d to the natural and healthy Tem- 
per. 

Your Apothecary, when the number (hall 
be proportionate to the occafions of the 
Town, will employ his time in preparing 
the Compofitions, and mixing the Ingredients 
appointed in the Prefcript with the juftefb 
Care. Cuftom will fettle and make Known 
the Payments for the Remedies deliver’d at 
the reafonable Prices, now demanded in the 
Shop. The difficulty will be taken off of per- 
fuading the Patient, that Six-pence cannot 
be abated, when it fhall be fenfibly under- 
ftood, that the Bills are ninety per Cent, a- 
bove the Shop-prices. It will come into pra- 
ctice to diftingilh the Fee for the Attendances 
from the Known rates of the Dofes, or it 
will be requir’d by the Cuftomer for his more 
exadt Information. This was fairly ftated 
as a Precedent in this Cafe by an Apothecary 
the other day : Who made a reafonable de- 
mand of five Shillings for Two Penny Boles 
of Venice Treacle, as he rated it in the 
Note, becaufe he was oblig’d to bring them 
himfelf. The People will fall into the ufage 
of obferving, which of the Dofes were at- 
tended by the Apothecaries Trouble, and 
which were brought by one of the Family. 

O The 
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The Young Apothecary will excufe him- 
felf from advifingin a Diftetnper he never . 
faw before, and the more Antient in onehe 
never underftood. They will be pleas’d too, 
when the infipidnefs of moll: of the Simply 
Waters, and the hurtful Qualities of the Com- 
pound hot Waters, (hall be underftood, to 
have the Shop clear’d of them, which now 
make it appear, like that of the Sellers of 
Strong Waters. It will be contract ed into 
a narrower compafs, and confequently fmaller 
Rent, when of the Syrups and Conferves there 
will be only 3 or 4 of each : And the Com- 
pound Powders need not be kept prepar’d : 
Becaufe the Simple being ready, or inftant- 
ly prepar’d, may be put together for the 
particular Service of the Patient d eft gn’d by the 
Phyfieian. They will excufe themfelves the 
trouble of giving the Glyfters, becaufe the 
Men may be ferv’d by the Nurfes : And be- 
caufe the common Pipe., (as Dr. Guybert advi- 
fes his Country-men,) may convoy the lnfefhon 
of the greater or fmaller Poxy or of an 'Ulcer or 
malignant Fever. They will inform the Peo- 
ple, that the Blifter often d relies it felf, when 
the Plaifter takes off the Skin, and leaves 
only wiping and applying the Melilote to 
be done. They will find it their greateft 
Intereft to be ferved by hired Servants, to 
prevent an Increafe, which will deftroy the 
reputation and advantage of that, as of all 
other, tho the moft ufeful Trades. 
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The Patient will have the fatisfa&ion, that 
Ms Phyfick will be carefully made by the A- 
pothecary, to whom the Difpenfary Phyfici- 
ans will fend the Prefcript, when they are not 
apprehenfive, that the fmall number of Dofes 
lhall be condemn’d or ridicul’d: And that 
their opinion of the Diftemper may be con- 
tradifted and the Patient affrighted, by the 
unfortunate chance of the Apothecaries not 
falling into the very fame Sentiment and 
Judgment of the Cafe. It will pleafure the 
Family, that there is Phyfick enough order’d, 
and in molt Diftempers within the expence 
of one Shilling for the Day. They wjll foon 
eliftinguifh, that the molt valuable Medicines 
are the cheapeft, and that fewer Shillings 
of them, than Guineas in the Bill, will effeft 
every operation, which Nature can want or 
can bear. They will be contented to wait 
the juft time, in which Nature can ripen the 
Difeafe without the dread of the load of Me- 
dicines, or the apprehenfions of the future 
payment. The People will apply in time for 
advice and prevent the fudden Death by the 
frequent Appoplexies, lefs fear’d, than the 
oppreffion from the more cruel treatment of 
the great Repletions by Phyfick, and the large 
evacuation of their Money. This during the 
War, will give very great Relief to the mean- 
er and the middle Eftates. The Patient will 
have the more alTur’d Hope and Confidence 
of Cure, when the Phy fician will take the whole 
O 2 care 
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care on hirafelf, and make the neceflary Vifits 
In the Evening, when the danger in all acute 
Fevers is impending. For it is impoffible to 
appoint a Medicine in the Morning, which 
may not be deftru&ive in the Night, upon 
the fudden changes of the motions of the Dif- 
cafe, which then difcovers it felf, but could 
not be forefeen in the Calm during the Mor- 
ning Obfervations. He will fee,, that his Phyfi- 
cian continues fober thro’ the Day, and is not 
heating himfelf or his Friends into extrava- 
gant and foolilh Characters of his wondrous 
Abilities above all the reft of the Faculty. 
The Phyfician will be prefent as often as the 
dangerous uneafinefles demand his Vifits, and 
not fend his Prefcription from the Bottle, 
when the Apothecary comes to allure him, 
the Patient is very ill, and wa/its a fleepy Po- 
tion or two in the Night Seafon, or fome o- 
ther Medicaments to pafs the time, till the 
Morning. The Sick Perfon may be lookt on 
by all his Relations: If that be too much want- 
ed: And if they need perpetual Prattle in 
the Chamber, they may have the moft talk- 
ative of their Acquaintance frequently with 
them. 

The Phyfician may reafonably propofe to 
you, that you will prefent him with the 
greater Fee, when he, in many Fevers, ad- 
vifes nothing but Reft, compofure of the 
Thought and Abftinence [and probably one 
Medicine with an allurance of your Health to 

return 
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return the next Morning. That the Fee fhall 
be diminifht from the length of the Bill : It 
being jufb to think, that one good Tincture 
or Compofition of a Mixture carefully ad- 
jufted to the Patients Cafe, may affiffc the 
Patient to better purpofe, than many Reme- 
dies which may contradict one another, and 
feem to be hudled together with much wri- 
ting and little thought. 

He may propofe, that fince they fpeak the 
fame common Language, they may ad juft the 
neceflary Vifits, as the Difficulty or the Eafi- 
nefs of the Cafe will diverfify the Affair. 
That the Patient, as in the former Practice, 
(when the Phyficians were Skilful and the 
People more Eafy, will confult, with lefs Ex- 
pence, the Phyfician at his houfe. He may 
preferve his Life,) by reviving this into a Cu- 
ftom, when his Difeafe fhall be extremely 
dangerous. When there fhall be time, as for- 
merly, to give to every difficult Diitemper 
an Hour to hear all the Reports, and to ob- 
ferve every appearance of moment, and to 
have time to confider, before he orders the 
Medicines, which will have a neceflary effect 
to fave or to deftroy Life. 

The PhyGcian may demand of his Patient 
that he will procure for him all the Poor he 
can, to be advis’d gratis , in which the Ser- 
vants were and are now comprehended : be- 
caufe the Profeffion cannot underftand their 
Books, or acquire the valuable Knowledge 
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of Diftempers, without frequent obferva- 
tions of their Nature and Courfe, and the 
repeated experiences of the Vertues of the 
Medicines : And becaufe He may otherwife 
be the firft of the new Fever, and find his 
Phyfician under a furprize, or fuffer from 
his Error, if he does not diftinguilh, that 
the Fever is of the newly Epidemical Con- 
ftitution. 

The Poor will be vifited with the greateffc 
Care, becaufe there will be no Reflection on 
the frequent Villts or the Simple Medicines 
when there is no Intereft but in the fpeedi- 
eft Recovery. And the true Praftice of af- 
fixing Nature by the molt natural means, 
without Artifice and Intrigue, will by it 
fooner return to its former value and regard? 
It need not be added, that the Nobility and 
the Princes have the greateft concern and 
Intereft in the Eftablifhment of the old Mode, 
becaufe they muft yield to the force of the 
Difeafe, if the Phyfician has not difcover’d 
the approaches through the Cottage and the 
meaner Houfes to the Palace. 

If the Apothecary will not content him- 
felf with the prefent Licenfe of Keeping 
the Shop, but with the negleCt of his Duty, 
in making the Medicines, and Compounding 
the Dofes, undertake Difeafes he knows not, 
and give almoft only hot inflaming Cordials 
&c •. in all Diftempers, whofe Vertues and 
fatal Effects from the ill application he does 

not 
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Slot undevftand , and put off his Wares 
Mdo Ammo , chiefly from the Defire of Lu- 
cre, while he doubts the dreaded Event in 
all the opportunities of making Gain to him- 
felf, and will perfift to debauch the Profef- 
lion to contrive his Intereft by the vaft Ex- 
pence and frequently the lofs of the Patients 
Life; The Phyficians will be oblig’d to re- 
vive the Antient Practice of Phyfick, flip- 
ported by the Commifiion given to them by 
Hippocrates, and the value of Health and 
Life ; by which they are required as the 
Roman Confals by the People in Cafes of Im- 
minent Danger, at Cavtant , tie quid Respub- 
lica detrimenti capiat. The Phyficians will 
appoint the Families to furnifh themfelves 
from the Difpenfaries, or their Druggift: 
which was the former Practice, and is at 
this time in ail the Houfes of the Nobility 
and Gentry of the Country) with the molt 
us’d Cordials, Purgatives, &c. and inftruft 
them in the moll prudent and cautious ap- 
plications of them, in the cafual Sicknefles of 
themfelves, their Children, Servants and the 
Poor near them. The Families will be de- 
fir’d to prepare in their own cleaner V effete, 
and with their Fingers not tainted, with any 
other dangerous Medicines, the Drugs into 
Infulions Decoftions, and Tinctures, whole 
ufes return as often, as the Alimentary Me- 
dicines, almoll in all Diftempers. The Phy- 
ficians will imitate the greatelt Men of An- 
• : - f tiquity 
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tiquity and the latter Ages, and direct their 
Servants to form the Preparations they moll 
value and depend on to be deliver’d to their 
Patients. The Houfe will then mix the Ju- 
lep for one Shilling, inftead of eight eve- 
ry day in the I'ong Courfes : And weigh out 
the Boles from the Electuary of one or two 
Shillings, by which two or three Guineas 
will be preferv’d : to omit the confequencC 
of their dividing the Powders. The Phyfi- 
cian will very often from the Domeftick 
Store-houfes of eight or ten Remedies, make 
bimfelf the Mixture, which will effect the 
Cure of many incidental Diforders, and pre- 
vent the lofs of time while it is expected from 
another Houfe. 

This feems neceffary to be exacted by the 
Government, and by all the Families, (who 
can penetrate into the common practice, 
(from the Faculty, which has almoft forfeit- 
ed their Protection and regard-, having a- 
mns’d the People with Medicines they defpife 
in their private Conventions y And having 
injur’d and demanded their Patients, by refu- 
ting to appoint the Remedies of the late In- 
ventions or Improvements. They were afraid, 
that their promifcuous ufe in the practice of 
the illiterate Pretenders, might on one hand 
deftroy the Life of the patient, and on the o- 
ther the Inteieft of the Phyfician. The won- 
derful Powers of the Simples, which have 
been almoft loft in the fenfelefs, but profi- 
table 
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table and arauling Mixtures of great numbers 
together, demand this Examination of their 
Qualities and Vertues from the. Hands of e- 
very Phyfician. Befides, there is the moil 
Cogent Argument of his own Intereft, not 
to communicate to the daring Ignorance of 
the Empirick his Secret, which will inftant- 
ly become Infamous in his bold and hazar- 
dous Application to any kind of Diftem- 
per. The digeftive Furnace and his Books 
will mutually aflift one the other. He will 
have the Pleafure and the Patient his Health* 
when the fmgle Plant in Tincture fhall, in 
the various Sympathies , and Antipathies , 
difcover, that it was made to remove that 
Symptome, or that-Difeafe, in that Age or 
Conftitution, 

It will appear necefiary, that the Students 
in the School of Phyilck fhall be carefully in- 
flru&ed, which are the Authors, who have 
writ with the greateft Sincerity. They ought 
to be advis’d that the Hypothejes which pre- 
tend to explain all the Modes of Natures A- 
ftions, which are above all our Senfesrind Hn- 
derftanding, are amufing Romances, and pals 
away like a Tale, that is told: That Nature 
muft.be confider’d, as Ihe always has arid wilt 
ever act in the forming and removing all our 
Difeafes: That Anatomy and Chymiftry be 
throughly confider’d, and that the (Qualities of 
everySimple in ufe be nicely examined aod ex- 
perimented by the proper Tryals, as well as 
. •' P the 
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the Modes of making up the Compound Me- 
dicines, Dies te minorem quod geris^ imferas. 
When the Fhyfician lhall perfe&ly know the 
Temper ' and Ufes of his Inftruments, his 
Cures will be more certain and better obfer- 
ved, and the misfortunes from his Applica- 
tions more feldom fufpected. Non magna lo - 
quimur , fed vivimus. The Faculty will not be 
forc’d to bubble the People by impudent and 
falfe Pretences, to cover their Ignorance in 
the neceffary Parts of the Profeffion, and fet 
themfelves off to the Publick with the Tinfel 
and Varnilh of Banter and Eloquence and 
Grimace, but will wait, till the Ars mutet , 
as Virgil calls it, lhall be magnified by the 
Voice and Oratory of the Patients recover’d 
and preferv’d. 

When you lhall difcern the Ability and 
Sincerity of your Phyfician, who has no other 
Defign but to preferve your Health and Life, 
you will deteft the Wolfenbuttles of our Art, 
who betray both the Patient and the Honour 
of the Profeffion, to the Enemies of both. 

But if your Phyfician cannot be prelent at 
the firft Seizure of your Difeafe, you may 
want the Advice, which was given b'yjhe 
Schola Sdernit ana to one of the Kings of Eng- 
land., Si Tibi deficiant Medici , &C. 

“ When you lhall be furprizM by Sicknefs, 

« in the abfence of ybur Phyfician, trull to 

“ your 
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a your own Conftitntion, which will endea- 
“ vour to preferve it felt, and will certainly 
“ effeft it in moft of the comm^i Diforders, 
“ but with ill Medicines thefe will become 
“ Dangerous and will be made every day 
“ more malignant. Take the Council of 
your moft obferving and experienc’d Friend, 
who has no Byas to divert him from the only 
care of your Health} but avoid the Empi- 
rick, who will, inftead of procuring the Eafe 
of your Thoughts, and Repofe, and Pre- 
fcribing the Rules of your Dyet, and permit- 
ting Nature to fubdue the Difeafe ; Affright 
you with the greateft Danger, difturb and 
fill you or the Chamber or both, with the in- 
flaming and pernicious Cordials the Boles and 
Draughts, till he has cur’d his own Difiemper , 
by the Number of Articles he fhall enter 
into the Bill.
